PEACE “ACCIDENTS” REALLY MURDERS. 


We do not know whether any of those who are so 
disturbed by “the horrors of war” were present or 
not, but we trust that some of them heard or read the 
address of John Randolph Haynes, M.D., special com- 
missioner of mining accidents for the state of California, 
which was delivered before the joint session of the Ameri- 
can Economic Association for labor legislation at Wash- 
ington, and which now appears as Senate Document 
265. Dr. Haynes urged the appointment of a Federal 
mining commission to safeguard the men who work 
underground and gave statistics which would or should 
have made them hang their heads for shame when they 
thought of the fuss they are making over the “horrors” 
of wars that have no present existence outside of very 
restricted spheres and may not come at all, while blind 
and deaf to the daily horrors of peace, the slaughters of 
industry. One has but to read the daily newspapers to 
realize how true this statement of Dr. Haynes is: Of 
all the nations of the earth, the United States is the 
most wasteful of the lives of its citizens.’ Not China, 
not Turkey, under the influence of almost medieval 
thought, but the advanced and enlightened America! 
“Seventy-five thousand of our people are killed each year 
by accidents, of which number 35,000 are workmen, slain 
while engaged in their daily occupations,” he said. If 
we add to these figures the number of the wounded and 
crippled in industry, we shall find that we are not far 
wrong in claiming that industry now kills and cripples 
more each year than did bullet and shrapnel in any year 
of the Civil War. 

“Of all American industries coal mining is the most 
hazardous. From three to five thousand coal miners are 
annually killed outright, and the number of killed and 
seriously injured combined amounts to from eight to ten 
thousand each year in the United States. Since 1890 
more than 30,000 coal miners have been killed and more 
than 80,000 have been seriously injured. Three-fourths 
of this loss of life can be easily prevented. It therefore 
becomes a question whether these fatalities, which can 
be so readily prevented, ought to be called accidents ; 
some day we may come to regard them as little better 
than murders. While the average annual death 
rate from mining accidents in Europe runs, per 1,000 
men employed, below two, and in the case of France 
and Belgium is less than one, in the United States 
the rate in 1907 was for the single year, 4.86 lives lost 
for each thousand employed, in other words, our death 
rate that year through mining accidents was about five 
times that of France and Belgium, and about three times 
that of other European countries.” Put in the form of 
a table this difference in deaths per thousand is made 
very striking: Prussia, 1895, 2.54. 1906, 1.94; England, 
1.49, 1.29; Belgium, 1.40, 0.94; France, 1.07, 0.84; 
United States, 2.67, 3.40. 

Appalling as was this increase in the eleven years 
above, the figures become still more staggering when we 
consider the increase from 1906 to 1907, when the pro- 
portion jumped to 4.86, or practically five out of every 
1,000 miners in the United States were killed in the 
single year. And that, too, in face of the fact that in 
the newer mines of the New World the natural condi- 
tions are far better than in Europe where the accumula- 
tion of gas is more frequent and where mining is carried 
on in much lower levels. 

Making a comparison with the casualties in the Civil 
War we find that peace hath her slaughters no less 
deplorable than war. The total killed, officers and men, 
from 1861 to 1865 aggregated 67,058 on the Federal 
side out of a total force engaged of 2,670,874, which 
gives a rate of twenty-five killed per thousand. Divid- 
ing this rate by five, the number of years of conflict, we 
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have an annual rate of five, or about the same as the pér- 
centage of the mining rate in the United States. The 
numbers dying of wounds are excluded in both cases. 

It is sad to find those so busied with fantastic schemes 
for preventing wars that may never happen apparently 
indifferent to the daily slaughters on the battlefields of 
peace. Therefore are we sorely tempted to ery out 
against the hypocrisy that is so manifest in the present 
“peace movement” and that finds its most unctuous and 
self-complacent expression in great’ public crusades 
against war like the Hague tribunal while recking naught 
of the thousands of widows and orphans that are made 
every year by the guns and cannon of industry. 

That the people are beginning to see the humbug of 
all this “peace” fustian and hifalutin talk is indicated 
by the refusal of the House of Representatives in Wash- 
ington on May 20 to appropriate money for a contribu- 
tion by the United States toward the maintenance of 
the bureau of the interparliamentary union for the pro- 
motion of international arbitration at Brussels, Belgium. 

Great Britain has formed its military aviators into a 
corps, called the Royal Flying Corps. Entry to it will 
be ultimately confined to officers who have graduated at 
the Central Flying School. Those officers will be drawn 
from all branches of the naval and military services and 
civilians. The rank and file will consist of warrant 
officers, petty officers, non-coms. and men transferred 
from the navy or army and also of men enlisted directly 
into the R.F.C. After graduating at the Central Flying 
School officers will be attached, as may be necessary, to 
the naval or military wing for further training. The 
period of appointment in the case of officers who elect 
for continuous service with the naval or military wings 
of the R.F.C. will normally be four years. The period 
of enlistment of enlisted men is four years, with re- 
engagement from year to year. A primary condition is 
that in time of war every member of the Royal Flying 
Corps shall feel obligated to serve in any part of the 
world. The eorps will have a reserve divided into two 
classes, the first and second reserve. Tio belong to the 
former class it will be necessary to perform a certain 
number of flights, but in the second class no flights are 
requisite. The R.F.C. will be maintained jointly by 
the War Office and the Admiralty. It is proposed that 
a permanent consultative committee be appointed, to 
which questions in connection with flying shall be referred 
by the Admiralty and War Office. The Central Flying 
School will be established on Salisbury Plain. The naval 
wing of the corps will be for the present at Eastchurch, 
the site of the Naval Flying School. The corps does not 
comprise aviation alone, but embraces all forms of aero- 
nautics, including kites. Until now it was the plan of 
the War Office to train only officers as fliers, but the 
scope of instruction will be widened to include non-coms. 
It is considered that the minimum number of trained 
fliers should be two per aeroplane. For seven aeroplane 
squadrons the following would be the division of the 
personnel: Commanders, seven officers, no non-coms. ; 
sergeants, seven; three sections, 84 officers, 84 non-coms. ; 
total officers, 91; total non-coms., 91. The reserve would 
be of the same number, so that 182 would be the com- 
bined total for officers and non-coms. each. The old Air 
Battalion disappears by this new arrangement, being 
absorbed into the R.F.C. Great importance is attached 
to cross-country flying as part of the instruction of the 
corps, and arrangements will be made with private 
aerodromes for that purpose. To study better weather 
conditions in the upper air a meteorological expert is 
to be attached to the Central Flying Station. The above 
is the purport of a long memorandum recently issued 
by the British War Office as a Parliamentary paper. 











The status of the Cuban Republic was clearly ex- 
plained by Senator Bacon in a speech in the Senate 
May 25 when he said: “With the exception of the re- 
straints imposed by the Platt amendment, Cuba is an 
independent country, an absolutely independent coun- 
try. We recognize it as such. It is recognized as such 
by the nations of the world. We have a minister from 
Cuba resident here, and a minister of the United States 
is accredited by the United States to Cuba. There are 
reciprocal diplomatic arrangements of that kind between 
Cuba and all the prominent nations of the world and a 
good many that are not so prominent. So, with the ex- 
ception of the restraints imposed by this law, she has all 
the attributes of sovereignty and of an independent na- 
tion.” The Platt amendment provides: “III. That the 
government of Cuba consents that the United States 
may exercise the right to intervene for the preservation 
of Cuban independence, the maintenance of a govern- 
ment adequate for the protection of life, property, and 
individual liberty, and for discharging the obligations 
with respect to Cuba imposed by the treaty of Paris on 
the United States, now to be assumed and undertaken 
by the government of Cuba.” Mr. Bacon said: “The 
provisions of that law, commonly known as the Platt 
amendment, were subsequently incorporated in the con- 
stitution of Cuba and are a part of its fundamental 
law. After that it was also incorporated in a formal 
treaty entered into between the United States and Cuba 
and set out in words as it has been read to-day. So 
there is no question about the right of intervention ; but 
it is a fact that we have no machinery or authority 
prescribed by statute which shall determine when there 
shall be an intervention or prescribing what the Presi- 
dent shall be justified in doing in case there should be 
an intervention.” He offered a resolution directing the 
Committee on Cuban Relations to report to the Senate: 
“1. By what official authority it shall be determined 
when conditions in Cuba will justify and shall require 
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the exercise of the right to intervene in Cuba in order 
to preserve and guard. the several purposes and objects 
specified in the said, Article 3. 2. The measures. and 
means which the President of the United States: shall 
be authorized to use in order by such intervention: to 
secure and maintain: the several purposes and: objects 
specified in said Article 3.”

The question whether warships are not over-sized and 
over-speeded has been raised in England by the remarks 
of Admiral Sir Reginald Custance at the recent, Naval 
Architects’ Conference. He questioned the tactical value 
of speed and brought a hornet’s nest about his ears in 
the form of protests from naval officers, although he was 
assisted in»defending himself. from this attack by the 
naval constructors, who as a body ‘appear to be equally 
sceptical about the value of super-high speed for tactical 
purposes. In the matter of gunning, too, the Admiral 
startled his listeners by making a remark that is likely 
to take the form of an epigram, namely, that “the best 
armed fleet is that with the largest number of the 
smallest efficient guns.” . As the point of the remark 
hinged entirely upon the definition of the word “efficient” 
the Admiral was to windward of his adversaries when 
they pounced upon him. In view of the armament of the 
U.S.S. Texas, which has just been launched, and which ~ 
is to have 14-inch guns, the following from the London 
United Service Gazette is instructive: “In the matter 
of guns it appears that a ‘halt’ is being cried in every 
large naval country but Italy, which has always favored 
heavy guns. It is improbable, so far as signs and 
portents point at present, that a 14-inch gun will be 
adopted for some time to come by either Germany or 
Japan, or even by ourselves as naval weapons, and the 
idea may be abandoned altogether if there is an appre- 
ciable drop in the dimensions of future battleships,” 
The rapid development of the German navy may mean 
the decreasing of the size of the British battleships so 
that with the same expenditure of money the Admiralty 
may make a better showing of capital ships, and thus 
keep up the two-Power standard so far as numbers are 
concerned anyway. ‘The allocation of money voted in 
the current navy estimates for beginning the four large 
armored vessels may mean that England is really to 
recede at last from the vast proportions of the latest 
super-Dreadnoughts, a conjecture which is admitted even 
by those who strongly oppose the fighting leviathans to 


be based rather on hope than on formally prescribed 
curtailment. 
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Army and Navy folk contemplating a visit to the 
Isthmus of Panama should find interesting the following 
data about tourist travel thither. The season in which 
the people from the United States and foreign countries 
visit the canal in the greatest numbers is included in 
the dry months—December, January, February, March 
and April. There is less travel to the. Isthmus in 
December than in any of the other four months on 
account of the Christmas holidays. By the end of April 
the travel slackens, although there are small parties or 
individual sightseers on the Isthmus in all months of. the 
year. A larger number of people from the United States 
and abroad visited the canal during the season of 
1911-1912 than at any other time since the beginning 
of operations by the Americans. February was the 
principal travel month, and in that month more ships 
docked at the ports of Cristobal and Colon than in any 
previous month in their history. The number was 108. 
All visitors are classed in the record of port operations 
as “in transit,” and about ninety-five per cent, of the 
total under this head who landed at Colon or Cristobal 
were canal sightseers. The increase of visitors during 
the five months above mentioned was about sixty per 
cent. over the corresponding period in 1910-11. In 
1911-12 passengers “in transit” numbered 14,642, against 
9,849 in 1910-11. Transit passengers landing on the 
Pacific side do not figure largely in the tourist class, 








Bids will be opened at Washington, D.C., June 11 
for a handsomely equipped barge for torpedo-testing 
purposes at Newport, R.I. She must be 127 feet long 
by 48 beam. The equipment of this barge will include 
torpedo-firing tubes and means for handling, storing and 
repairing torpedoes. At present torpedoboat Morris is 
employed in torpedo-testing. The new barge will also 
have accommodations for officers and crew, and a class- 
room for the instruction of men. The main deck space 
will be enclosed by a house structure. There will be 
installed in a torpedo room at the forward end of the 
house the torpedo-firing tubes, and equipment for hand- 
ling torpedoes inboard and for lifting them from the 
water. In this respect the facilities will exceed by far 
those for handling torpedoes on the Morris or any other 
torpedoboats in the Service. On the upper deck there 
will be a house, containing quarters for the commis- 
sioned officers and staterooms for the chief petty officers. 
There will be accommodations for a crew of forty men 
besides the officers, The specifications provide that the 
vessel is to be delivered at the torpedo station, within 
four months after date of contract, which means the 
new craft may be expected here, complete in every de- 
tail, about the middle of October. 





Few people are aware that a single British firm, of 
which Lord Furness is the head, owns or controls a ton- 
nage exceeding that of the United States in. the foreign 
trade, amounting as it does to eighty-six steamers, owned 
outright, representing a carrying capacity of 415,266 
tons; besides holding a controlling interest in other com- 
panies owning 108 steamers of 620,656 tons capacity, and 
holdings in still other companies possessing 113 steamers 
of 375,122 total tons. i 
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Capt. Frank Parker, U.S. Cav., has been awarded the 
decoration of the Cuban Order of Military Merit by 
President Gomez in recognition of his accomplishments 
in the three years he has been military instructor of the 
Cuban cavalry. The presentation was made after the 
President’s inspection of the Rural Guard at Camp 
Columbia. Hundreds of persons braved threatening 
weather to witness the exercises, and nearly the entire 
Cuban Cabinet was present. Lieut. Col. Frederick S. 
Foltz, U.S. Cav., who was sent to Cuba by the Washing- 
ton Government, was an interested spectator. Other 
American Army officers were Major Henry A. Barber, 
Military Attaché of the American Legation in Cuba; 
Major George G. Gatley, Field Art., and Capt. Philip 
8. Golderman, Coast Art. The exercises included exhibi- 
tions of riding by Cuban student officers, a review dis- 
mounted, rapid fire gun drill and maneuvers. Breakfast 
was served at noon to 180 guests and officers. At the 
termination President Gomez spoke in high praise of 
the work done by Captain Parker, bestowing upon him 
the order of merit. The President asked Colonel Foltz 
to inform the American Government of his action. Cap- 
tain Parker thanked the President, and said that though 
he might have many years of service yet before him none 
could surpass in pleasure those which he had passed ‘in 
Cuba. Captain Parker, the Havana Post notes, has been 
instructor of the Cuban Rural Guard since April 27, 
1909, at the request of the Cuban government and by 
order of the Secretary of War of the United States. He 
has cleared 1,000 square meters of stone and bramble 
land, making an excellent target range, drill and polo 
ground. The organization, instruction and equipment of 
seven cavalry troops, a cavalry post organization and a 
cavalry school through which over 200 officers have taken 
a ten months’ course are part of his work. Also the 
organization of a regulation pack train and the transla- 
tion of several military text-books which have been de- 
clared official texts for the Rural Guard. He has been 
chairman of two commissions which bought 700 horses 
in the United States, and obtained the privilege for Cuba 
to buy from the arsenals of the United States arms, 
ammunition and more recently a full equipment for a 
regulation pack train. Captain Parker has addressed 
a request to the Cuban government to be allowed to 
return to the United States, as he considers his work 
completed, and he expects soon to return home. 
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After reading “Notes on the Kado, or Sun Dance of 
the Kiowa,” by Col. Hugh L. Scott, 3d U.S. Cav., one 
is impressed with the oneness of the ceremonies that 
have persisted through the ages in an effort to express 
worship of the great force of generation of which the 
sun as the father was held to be the chief agent, joining 
with mother earth in producing the countless forms of 
life. The phallic worship of the ancients was only an- 
other form of that worship and, when properly under- 
stood, loses those apparent elements of coarseness and 
degradation with which the believers in more modern 
religions have been wont to find in it. The mysteries 
of Isis and Osiris, of Egypt, the mysteries of the Baby- 
lonians, the Eleusinian mysteries of the Greeks, the 
mysteries of Bacchus and Venus at Rome were all festi- 
vals in celebration of the new-born life and the regen- 
erative union of the creative elements of nature and 
not mere abandonment of depraved beings to the entice- 
ments of fleshy pleasures. Foremost among all natural 
emblems of the creative Deity was the sun; nay, the sun 
was the Creator himself, the Almighty God. It was he 
that gave light and life to the world; upon him all 
existence depended. It must not be imagined, however, 
that phallic worship is a religion belonging entirely to 
the past ages. It is common to all primitive races in 
all parts of the world to-day; and in India where this 
form of religion has existed uninterruptedly since its 
foundation thousands of years ago, there are upwards 
of one hundred million true phallic worshipers. Among 
the Zuni and other North American tribes phallicism 
enters into a number of their religious ceremonies, while 
the natives of the Pacific Islands and certain parts of 
Africa are most ardent devotees in the worship of the 
procreative functions, which in the civilized countries 
receive public consideration only through ribald songs or 
suggestive jokes. It is the belief of Colonel Scott that 
the sun dance originated in the northern plains of the 
United States. The Kiowa Indians considered the Kado 
to be their most important ceremony, the whole tribe 
participating therein. It was a religious drama, the 
ceremonial worship of the sun in his vernal splendor, 
and therefore taking on a deep religious significance en- 
tirely lost on civilized peoples to whom the ceremony 
seemed only a fit subject for derision. Reprinted from 
the American Anthropologist of July-September, these 
notes now appear in brochure form from the press of 
the New Era Printing Company, Lancaster, Pa. 
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The Comptroller having set his face against the em- 
ployment of an advertising agent to promote recruiting 
for the Navy Mr. Padgett has added to the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill, now under consideration, the following 
proviso: “Provided, That authority is hereby granted 
to employ the services of an advertising agent in adver- 
tising for recruits under such terms and conditions as 
are most advantageous to the Government.” This is 


the result of statement made to the House Naval Com- 
mittee by Secretary Meyer, who says: “Recruiting for 
the Navy for the past five years has been recognized as 
a success, both in the Service and among commercial 
advertisers, who have shown great interest in the 
methods employed. Prejudices against the naval serv- 
ice have been broken down, and an ideal thought a 
few years ago to be visionary—that the Department 
could pick and choose among the best young men in the 
land, and that it would be considered an honor for any 
man to be accepted—has been abundantly realized. This 
has been brought about largely by advertising—sys- 
tematic, efficient, convincing publicity—combined with 
the best form of economy. The Department has carried 
an advertisement in the classified want column in papers 
numbering from 97 to 144 each month. Prior to 1907, 
that is previous to the adoption of this method, al- 
though the requirements for enlistment were much less 
rigid than now, recruiting so lagged that the complement 
was 3.973 short. Since that time the Department has 
experienced no difficulty in obtaining all the men needed. 
During this time the complement has increased from 
37.000 to 47.500. The quota is at present (and has 
been for several months) so nearly filled that it fre- 
quently became necessary to suspend enlistments. Dur- 
ing ‘the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, there were 
45,961 applicants, of whom 31.36 per cent. were en- 
listed; during the fiscal year 1911 there were 79,458 
applicants, of whom 19+ per cent. were enlisted. The 








expenditures for the recruiting service have not in- 
creased, although the total enlisted strength at present 
is about 48,345. 





Campaigners against the plague will be gratified to 
learn that the Army Medical officers in the Canal Zone 
have discovered a rat poison that gives superior results. 
On account of the extraordinary dry season from De- 
cember to April the zone was almost free from mos- 
quitoes of the Anopheles type, in fact not enough were 
procurable for experimental purposes. Col. William C. 
Gorgas and his assistants therefore had more time to 
give to the rats, and they evolved a poison which, the 
official report on March sanitation says, is “taken by the 
rodents much more readily than any other mixtures 
thus far used.” It consist of three parts by weight of 
sugar, thirteen parts of oatmeal and four parts of com- 
mercial arsenic. By means of this during the month 
866 rats were destroyed. Recent laboratory work in the 
zone has proved that the chief pathogenic entamoeba on 
the Isthmus is entamoeba histolytica Schaud. This has 
been detected in cases of dysentery or liver abscess. It 
appears to be an obligate parasite and is doubtless con- 
veyed from one individual to another by personal con- 
tact of “carriages” or by the medium of flies or other 
insects. Last March had the lowest death rate among 
canal employees of any March since the beginning of 
the American régime. It was only 8.45 per thousand. 
Only twice before had the rate fallen below ten—in 
1909 with 8.76 and 1910 with 8.91. It was the lowest 
March also in the death rate in the cities of Panama 
and Colon, including both employees and civil population, 
the rate being 14.67. The death rate among the white 
employees shows a marked difference from that of the 
black, the latter having a rate of 7.90 against 2.75 for 
the white. During the month there were seventy-two 
deaths from all causes in the city of Panama, which gives 
an annual death rate of 18.42, the lowest ever recorded 
in Panama. The malaria incidence was the lowest of 
all months of March of the American administration. 
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The polo team of Norwich University, Northfield, Vt., 
won from the West Point team by 3 to 0 in a game 
played at West Point on May 15. “The credit for this 
great victory,” says the Northfield News, “is rightly 
attributed to Capt. Frank Tompkins, 11th Cav., U.S.A., 
who introduced the game at Norwich and carefully 
coached the team; and as West Point is coached by the 
Army’s leading polo players it must be a proud day for 
him.” The Norwich team when they returned home 
found their fellow-cadets under quarantine, as several 
suspected cases of smallpox had developed among the 
student body at Norwich. By direction of the trustees 
of the university Captain Tompkins took command, and 
communicated with Adjutant General Tillotson, of Ver- 
mont, and through him with Governor Mead and the War 
Department, and within twenty-four hours Captain 
Tompkins received official notice that all necessary ar- 
rangements had been made for the placing of the entire 
corps of cadets and members of the faculty under strict 
military quarantine discipline. Tents and all equipments 
arrived Saturday, May 18, and Sunday morning showed 
the upper parade a small United States military post. 
Four cooks from Fort Ethan Allen were hired to provide 
food; the U.S. Government sent Dr. Stimpson, of the 
U.S. Marine Hospital at Philadelphia, to direct the 
fumigation work. Major James S. Wilson, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., of Fort Ethan Allen, accompanied by a steward, 
arrived on May 20 to advise concerning the possible 
spread of the disease and supervise the construction of 
field hospitals. Sibley tents from the state armory were 
used, equipped with camp cots, washstands, a stove, etc. 
The camp was wired for electricity by members of the 
eadet Signal Corps company. It is not expected that 
there will be further cases of disease, but the camp will 
prove a novel and excellent military experience for the 
cadet students at Norwich.

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The German passenger steamer Imperator, launched 
at Hamburg May 23, and christened by the Kaiser, has 
now the honor of being the largest vessel afloat. Apart 
from her colossal dimensions, her eleven separate decks, 
her length of 900 feet, beam 97 feet, the Imperator’s 
most distinctive feature is the installation of “U’” tanks 
for the prevention of rolling. The launching weight of 
the Imperator was 29,755 tons, but when completed it is 
believed she will displace about 52,000 tons. Among the 
innovations introduced into the new vessel as a result of 
the Titanic tragedy the company has determined to 
swing outboard lifeboats in which room is provided for 
every soul carried by the steamer. The Imperator will 
carry three wireless operators, thus providing for con- 
tinuous service. The Imperator is the first of three 
ships, all of one size. They will be equipped with in- 
ternal combustion engines and two 1,500-horsepower 
Diesel engines using oil for fuel. The main anchor of 
the Imperator weighs two and a half tons, and the 
anchor chain carried has a total length of 3,960 feet, or 
exactly three-quarters of a mile. The Imperator will 
be driven by Parson’s quadruple turbine engines, which 
will develop 70,000 horsepower and insure an average 
speed of 22% knots. She will have no reciprocating 
engines. The rudder weighs ninety tons and is set on 
a rudder stock two and one-half feet in diameter. 
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The first test of lock gates at the Panama Canal was 
made with most satisfactory results on May 22. The 
first leaf of the upper guard gate in the east chamber of 
Gatun locks was swung to a positicn half way open. 
Then it was swung shut, opened wide, closed, and again 
swung half way open. This is one of the huge miter 
gates, and it is operated by a “bull sweel,” one revolution 
of which occupied one minute and forty seconds, which 
was twelve seconds less than the time required by the 
specifications. The gate, which is made of steel, weighs 
448 tons, is 54 feet high, 65 feet long, and 7 feet thick. 
It shut and opened noiselessly without a jar or the least 
vibration. It was at all times under perfect control. 
There was a large party of officers and officials present 
to witness the trial, and a cineometograph of the opera- 
tion was made

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As a result of an order issued by the War Department, 
Major Skerrett, commanding officer at Fort Mott, Salem, 
N.J., has instructions discontinuing the market wagon 
which has been going to Salem daily for supplies of 
different kinds, a launch to Delaware City to make daily 
runs being installed in its stead. This order is the result 
of differences between the police authorities of Salem and 
soldiers, the latter complaining that they are treated 
more severely than are the local disturbers of the peace. 
The Business Men’s Association of Salem will take a 
hand in the matter and endeavor to have the War 
Department revoke the order. In the opinion of many 
citizens the Mayor of Salem has not used good judgment 
in handling the trouble and has discriminated against 
the soldiers. 
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The Senate Committee on Claims has included in the 
Omnibus Claims bill a provision for the payment of all 
the Army longevity claims. It is by no means certain 
that the Omnibus bill can be passed by the Senate at 
this session, as some debate will certainly be had on the 
various items. The Senate’s effort to adjourn by the 
middle of June renders problematical the passage of any 
bills except appropriation bills, unless by unanimous 
consent. While officers of the Army are forbidden to 
urge legislation, upon Congress, these claims are scattered 
among the families of deceased officers to such an extent 
that Senators will doubtless receive many letters from 
their constituents asking their interest in the passage 
of this bill with the Army longevity provision included. 
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The New York Sun says: “Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing 
would no doubt prefer the salubrious hills of West Point 
to the enervating climate of Mindanao, and if it is true 


that he is slated for the Military Academy the corps of 
cadets is to be congratulated. General Pershing would 
be a worthy successor to that fine soldier, Major Gen. 
Thomas H. Barry.” 
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OUR NAVY DURING SPANISH WAR. 


During the annual debate in the House, May 25, on 
the subject of trusts in connection with the appropria- 
tion for the purchase of smokeless powder for the Navy 
Mr. Slayden, who made some sensible remarks upon the 
subject under discussion, was betrayed into saying: 
“My friend from Georgia [Mr. Tribble] said that he 
thrilled and throbbed with pride at the performance of 
Admiral Dewey in Manila Bay. Why, Mr. Chairman, I 
did not get a single thrill or a throb out of that enter- 
prise. After he had sailed into that bay, over that 
particular part of the bay that was supposed to be 
mined, he was in absolute safety, and he anchored off at 
a perfectly safe distance and engaged in practice with 
Spanish ships, that were entirely powerless to do us any 
harm, as targets. There was not much opportunity for 
thrills there. It was a good excuse for eloquence, but 
not for real thrills, and, as I suggested to the gentleman 
piivately, in the interest of true history I hope he will 
correct that statement. We destroyed the Spaniards, 
but they did us very little harm.” This woke up Mr. 
Il.bson, who replied with a speech which fixed the 
atiention of the House and was a conclusive response, 
not only to Mr. Slayden, but Mr. Good, who sneered at 
the marksmanship of our vessels in the battle of Santiago. 
Mv. Hobson said: 

‘It happens that I was in prison when the battle of 
Sentiago was fought, and I can, therefore, with propriety 
speak of it. Three days after that battle 1 was a member 
of the official board which examined every one of the 
Spanish wrecks. We went from st@m to stern on every 
ship. I want this Congress to know when anyone reflects 
upon the marksmanship that in actuality it is not fair 
to compare percentages of hits on that day with per- 
centages of hits to-day, because the conditions have been 
completely changed. The percentages of hits were high 
for these days. In addition the ships were burned fore 
aud aft,” Many shots struck them in the woodwork and 
inflammable portions, where they could not be counted. 
As we went from ship to ship we found that the execu- 
tion was something remarkable, never before equaled in 
a fleet engagement. : . ‘ q 

“Do not let anyone imagine that the Spaniards did 
not have .good ships. They had four armored ships of 
the latest types in the world. They were homogeneous. 
of twenty-one knots speed. If they had come out an 
formed in squadron, utilized their powers of speed, and 
stood off and maintained twenty-one knots or twenty or 
even nineteen or eighteen knots, our fleet, made up of 
heterogeneous craft, in which we had not a single battle- 
ship of more than sixteen knots speed, would have been 
strung out by night over a distance of 100 miles, and 
the Spanish fleet could have turned around and swallowed 
our fleet one ship at a time. What did happen? The 
Spanish ships of twenty-one knots speed made sixteen 
knots in battle. The American ships of sixteen knots 
speed made seventeen knots in battle. [Applause.] 

“Ship after ship was so riddled with the fire of our 
shells that the conflagration that sprung up on them 


| drove them to the beach. Admiral Cervera told me that 


you could not conceive how terrific the execution was 
aboard the ships. Speaking of his flagship, the Teresa, 
upon which the execution was not as severe as on the 
Vizeaya and Oquendo, he described how shot after shot 
cime in and set them on fire, and the fire soon got 
beyond control. He said, ‘There was not a space as big 
us the palm of your hand where an insect could have 
lived. And the men had to get off of those ships or be 
burned. The wreckage, with dead men strewn about, 
showed that our execution was appalling. It could not 
have been greater. It is in very poor form for members 
to get up superficially and reflect upon the execution 
of our Navy in that battle. I want it to be understood 
here that our Navy attained a marvelous efficiency in 
that war. There never had been a case in the history 
of the world before where one fleet totally destroyed 
another one. Neither has there been a case in the history 
of the world when in a fleet action one fleet gained a 
victory without suffering serious loss. | 

“Now, then, as to the battle of Manila Bay, I was 
likewise out there after the war, and I reconstructed 
the ships that Dewey sank, and I know what happened 
to those ships. It was a gallant and a daring thing to 
proceed over the mines in that harbor. The fact that. 
those mines did not destroy our ships ought not to be 
any detraction from the courage and gallantry of the act 
of going over them. As to the battle of Manila Bay, 
some Englishman said, ‘Why did not you close in, where 
they could hit and hurt you? We stood off to reduce 
their execution, in a very strategic way, and we finally 
won a victory with the same unparalleled efficiency as 
won at Santiago. The Spanish ships at Manila Bay 
were under the-protection of the Spanish guns ashore, 
and whenever a fleet is under such protection it puts any 
opposing fleet at a serious disadvantage. Dewey could 
not go around the Spanish ships. He _could not “T 
them or cap them or go across them. He had to take 
the fire of their shore guns as well as that of the guns 
of their fleet. , 

“T do not intend to reflect upon the Spaniards. As I 
say, I saw the dead men on the decks of those ships. I 
saw a whole gun’s crew where every man was dead at 
his post. No. 1 was just about ready to fire his gun, 
No. 2 was training it, No. 3 was elevating it. It was a 
sun’s crew of the dead. I saw the men there dead at 
their posts of duty all over those ships. No one ought 
to reflect on the Spaniards, for they fought like the 
hrave and good and noble men they were; but the point

The question under debate was tersely stated by Mr. 
Padgett when he said: 

“When I was a boy I heard the remark that whenever

he Jews. [Laughter.] I know it is an easy matter to 
jump on the trusts. It is popular, and it finds a respon- 
sive chord. I have no more sympathy with the trusts 
than the most extreme man in this body; but that is not 


the question before this House. What is the proposi- 
tion? It is that the Government, under no circumstances, 
under no condition or crisis that might arise within the 
fiscal year, could purchase a pound of powder. Now, is 
that a sensible, conservative proposition? Can we fore- 
cast the events until July 1, 1913, and tell what con- 
tingencies or what emergencies might arise and say we 
will absolutely tie the hands of the Government and 
forbid the purchase of powder? 

“The devil is entitled to his due. It is said that the 
du Pont people are a trust. Assuming that they are 
and granted that they are. When the Spanish-American 
War broke out they did not raise the price of powder 
one fraction of. a cent during the whole Spanish War, 
but continued to sell powder to the Government during 
the war at the same price at which they had been selling 
it under the conditions prior to the war. I want to 
state another fact, that the Government, in the exigencies 
of the war, made a contract for a very large amount of 
powder, and when the war terminated and we did not 
need the powder the company voluntarily gave up its 
contract, and told the Government to pay simply for 
what they had purchased and used, and they canceled 
the surplus and unused part of the contract. That is 
in the testimony before the committee taken two years 
ago.

JAPANESE AND MAGDALENA BAY. 


The President May 23 transmitted to the Senate 
certain letters from Mr. Frederick H. Allen, of New 
York, stating that he represented the Chartered Company 
of Lower California, a syndicate owning an enormous 
tract of land taking in Magdalena Bay. .Mr. Allen 
stated that he was proposing to sell this property to 
“representatives of the Japanese,” “unless the Govern- 
ment have very valid reasons to object.” Secretary Knox 
in reply said: “It is difficult for me categorically to 
answer the inquiries you make, but I ought not to 
disguise the fact-—very likely fully realized by you—that 
such a transfer would be quite certain to be interpreted 
in some quarters in a manner to cause a great outcry. 
Such a result would be so obviously a cause of regret 
to the Government of the United States that it appears 
unnecessary for me to make further comment in response 
to your request to know the feeling of the Federal 
Government in the premises.” 

Mr. Allen made an attempt to get something more 
definite than this, but without success. Writing a second 
time to the Secretary of State, Dec. 6, 1911, he said: 

“We have initiated a negotiation with the Japanese 
gentleman of whom I have spoken to you, upon a plan 
of co-operation with us, they to purchase a 35 per cent. 
interest in the company, with an option for a further 15 
per cent. interest; we, that is the Americans, to retain 
control of the property with a majority of the board of 
directors and Mr. Blackman as president and manager 
of the company. The whole attitude of the Japanese is 
to avoid doing anything which would in any way incite 
any feeling or animosity among the citizens of the Pacific 
coast. We believe that such a plan as this will remove 
any possible objection on the part of the United States 
Government. The syndicate in control of the property 
have found that it is almost impossible to obtain 
laborers and colonists from the United States to go to 
Lower California, and are now fully convinced that the 
nucleus of a settlement and the beginning of development 
may best be obtained by co-operation with the Japanese, 
as they can settle some of the lands and initiate the 
development of the territory with their own laborers, 
who are more accustomed to such conditions as obtain in 
Lower California. Mr. Shimada, a member of the 
Japanese Parliament and a member of the International 
Peace Commission, is now in Washington. He knows 
the various people with whom we are negotiating, 
although he has no connection whatever with the enter- 
prise. He would be glad to state to you or to Mr. Taft 
that he knows this matter is purely commercial, and 
that his government have no connection with it whatever 
or any idea at any time of establishing coaling stations 
at Magdalena Bay or any point along the coast. He has 
stated this to me in a personal interview and will repeat 
it to you if requested.” 

This correspondence shows the authority upon which 
Senator Lodge stated in the Senate that the Japanese 
were endeavoring to get a foothold on Magdalena Bay. 
Its significance each one can interpret for himself. 
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TO INCREASE NAVAL EFFICIENCY. 


The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs in favorably 
reporting the bill (S. 5069) to promote the efficiency 
of the enlisted personnel of the U.S. Navy quote a letter 
from the Secretary, in which he says: “The proposed 
bill will permit the voluntary extension of the four-year 
term of enlistment by one, two, three or four years, and 
still preserve to the enlisted men all the rights, privileges 
and benefits which they now have under existing law, 
particularly those resulting from the receipt of an honor- 
able discharge. The bill would create no additional 
expense either now or in the future; it would promote 
efficiency and would increase the return from the appro- 
priations concerned. Furthermore, it would without 
doubt promote contentment as well as an interest among 


the enlisted men in longer periods of service. The idea 
is a reasonable one, although not a new conception ; it is 
merely a modification, more favorable to the enlisted 
personnel, of the existing methods of enlistment. The 
system has been in successful use in the German navy 
for many years.” 

The committee says: “A large number of six-year men 
would be of greater advantage to the Navy than a 
smaller number re-enlisted for four years, and from the 
six-year men the best could be selected for petty officers 
of the higher ratings, thus encouraging further exten- 
sions. Another condition existing in the Service that 
would be benefited by this provision is that the Navy 
must train a large number of petty officers in the tech- 
nical branches, or about two and a half per cent. of 
the total enlisted force (excluding apprentice seamen, 
all of whom are under training). ost of these classes 
are under instruction for about six months, but the 
largest class, consisting of over men, is under in- 
struction for sixteen months. The services of all these 
men are lost to active duty while they are under instruc- 
tion. The Government, under present conditions, there- 
fore, goes to considerable expense, while the men 
these and their civilian employers get most of the 
enefit. 

“To remedy this, under the authority of this section, 
applicants for training classes could be accepted and 
placed under training only after their agreement to 
extend their enlistments. Probably, also, more re-enlist- 





ments would result, the longer service as a petty officer 


having a tendency to sonetate a desire to continue in the 
Navy, with probable further advance in rating. 

‘As to the pay of such extended enlistment mien, it 
should be the same as other men of equal length of 
service, inasmuch as they would be equally worth it, and 
thane would be natural dissatisfaction under any other 
rule, 

“Section 3 is the same as existing law, authorizing 
the honorable discharge gratuity of four months’ pay on 
re-enlisting for continuous service. It is proposed to 
specify by regulations that a man may extend his enlist- 
ment imore than once, 

“The extended enlistment man is put on the same 
footing as a re-enlisted man, with the exception that 
until the extension aggregates four years he does not 
become entitled to the gratuity. If he agrees to a four- 
year extension he is on the same footing in every respect. 

“The second provision of Section is substantially 
existing law, giving increased pay on re-enlistment for 
continuous service. 

“The third provision of Section 3 places an aggregate 
extension of four years on the same footing for con- 
tinuous service benefits as a four-year re-enlistment.” 

A table made up from reports from all receiving ships 
for the six-month period ending Dec. 31, 1911, shows 
that there were then 995 men with less than one nionth 
to, serve ; 590 with between one and two months, and 299 
with between two and three months; total, three months 
or less, 1,884, The table shows that in a whole year 
more than $26,000 is now paid for short-time men who 
cannot be usefully employed while waiting a month or 
less for wea 

Section 4 will authorize the discharge of men whose 
terms of enlistment are almost completed, when the 
remaining period of service is so short as not to be of 
use to the Government, and yet without prejudice to 
such rights of the enlisted man as would follow upon 
the completion of the full term of service. Furthermore, 
these short-time men fill up the total authorized strength 
of the enlisted force, thus delaying the enlistment of an 
equal number of new men in their places who would 
be of greater use.

THE BATTLESHIP PROGRAM. 


A statement by the Navy Department in behalf of its 
battleship program is given by the New York American 
May 25, which says that it “bristles with epigrams.” 
It follows: 

“We must not permit ourselves to be blinded by visits 
of courtesy of foreign squadrons to our waters, by tours 
of the country by foreign princes, by the disclaimers on 
the part of cabinets and parties of any inimical intent, 
nor by the pacifie declarations of the public prints. The

GERMANY AND THE NEXT WAR. 


The book by Gen. Frederich von Bernhardi on “Ger- 
many and the Next War” does no credit to the German 
army, and the dignity of the service would have been 
enhanced if the volume had been suppressed by the in- 
tervention of friends or by an imperial protest. Any 
soldier of this day and age should have too much sense 
to write that “Germans are the God-appointed leaders 
of the world, and therefore they must lead.” Several 
nations heretofore in the history of mankind have as- 
sumed this special appointment from the Most High, 
but their very pride seemed to have been their down- 
fall, for they lost rather than gained in the struggle of 
the nations. Such a statement as the following has so 
much of the ranting extravagance of the fanatic that it 
vitiates whatever of sane reasoning other parts of the 
book may have: “All those people who talk peace have 
ulterior, sordid motives. Most of them use their love 
of peace as a blind; see what happened at the Hague 
congresses. All the Powers which are weak and in 
danger of being beaten and conquered have willingly ac- 
cepted the American proposals of arbitration treaties. 
Obvious motives have led the businesslike Americans as 
well as ‘perfidious’ Albion to enter into such arrenge- 
ments. England wished to protect her rear in case of 
a war with Germany and the United States wished to 
remain undisturbed while applying in Central America 
their system of oppression and while carrying out their 
selfish plans in regard to the Panama Canal. Theorists 
and dreamers imagine that the efforts of President Taft 
were a decided step forward in the direction of univer- 
sal peace. Both nations, however, were merely hoping 
te get the best of each other and to carry off the lion’s 
share.” 

Irrespectively entirely of what the United States is 
doing to open the atest canal in the world to com- 
merce, General von Bernhardi must know that the medi- 
eal officers of the U.S. Army have transformed the 
greatest death trap in the world into one of the most 
healthful localities, and what is of greater importance 
perhaps, have taught the Central American ples that 
their tropical regions are not the inevitable. prey of 
fevers, and that by sanitary precaution they can remdve 
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all febrile dangers from their climate. Instead of “op- 
pressing” the Central Americans the United States has 
already in eight years conferred a blessing upon them 
which they would have a hard time in repaying if they 
were set about the task of doing so. Since Germany is 
to have the use of the canal on the same terms as any 
other nations, it is im ible to understand the author's 
attack upon our “selfish plans.” The General is much 
stirred by the fact that the nation beaten by Germany 
in 1870-71 (France) has become the second largest in 
colonial possessions of all the nations, ranking next 
after Great Britain, while Germany lags far behind, 
and he asserts that Germany to-day “needs more land, 
and the increase in her population will soon compel her 
to take decisive steps toward obtaining territories where 
her emigrants can earn a living for themselves. France 
and England he finds thwarting the territorial designs 
of Germany and he believes that the former must be 
crushed in war so that she will never be able to stand 
in the Teutons’ way again. The equilibrium of Europe, 
which has been “considered as a sort of sacred | thing 
since the Congress of Vienna, must be destroyed, says 
the German author. He sees Germany in the next war 
invading France and fighting its way to the Atlantic 
coast, occupying all the seaports and destroying the 
base of supplies of the French fleet. After annihilating 
France Germany “could easily deal with England whose 
army would be an insignificant element in a European 
war.” After reading in our issue of Sept. 9, 1911, page 
22, a description by our Paris correspondent of the 
French fortifications along the German border one 
would naturally come to the conclusion that any 
military student must come to, that with them France 
eould hold back the rush of the Germany armies cer- 
tainly long enough to permit England to land an army 
in France to help her ally. If England’s army would 
be an “insignificant element in a European war, 
it would certainly be different from what it was in the 
days when a greater military genius than even Bern- 
hardi, Napoleon Bonaparte, found the English troops 
under Wellington the greatest obstacle in his path and 
the deciding factor in the career of the greatest soldier 
of modern times if not of all time. The idea that Great 
Britain with her mighty navy would sit quietly by and 
permit Germany to invade France, occupy cher seaports 
and then thus be situated “easily to deal with England 
would indicate that if reincarnation is a fact the soul 
‘of Mark Twain is lodging now in the corpus of the Ger- 
man strategist. Such a book as this would be of in- 
estimable value to the peace movement by its wild ap- 
peals to the argument of force were it not so absurd in 
its reasoning as to awaken pity for the author rather 
than alarm over the prophesies he there sets forth.

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PERRY MADE “FUSS AND FEATHERS” COUNT. 


“Shirt-sleeve” diplomatists is the term used by Charles 
Oscar Paullin in his “Diplomatic Negotiations of 
American Naval Officers,” but that he uses the designa- 
tion in no derogatory sense is shown by his remark that 
the sailor diplomat is a “stranger to the devious and 
tortuous methods of procedure which so long disfigured 
international statecraft.” The use of the simple past 
tense here would indicate that the author believes that 
such labyrinthine windings are no longer pursued by 
diplomats. This book, which is from the Johns Hopkins 
Press, Baltimore, is a collection of lectures on naval 
history delivered in the George Washington University. 
Thanks are given to Mr. Charles W. Stewart, librarian

There were no shirt sleeves, however, in the diplomacy 
of Commodore Matthew C. Perry when he opened the 
ports of Japan in July, 1853. That astute naval officer 
knew that the Oriental was much impressed by appear- 
ances, and consequently he went prepared to dazzle the 
natives, like the English doctor in St. Pierre’s “La 
Chaumiére Indienne.” Knowing the simplicity of Perry 
himself and his dislike for fuss and feathers, the care 
he took to make a show of himself and his entourage 
was almost laughable. First, he refused to let the 
Japanese officer who came on board the flagship see him, 
as he believed in surrounding himself with a certain 
dignity to lend importance to his mission. He told this 
officer that he would have communication with none but 
the highest of government officials. It was agreed to 
have the Princes of Idzu and Iwami meet Perry. This 
plan the American officer consented to. The pageantry 
he arranged for his appearance on shore was startling 
to the Americans, but highly impressive to the Japanese. 
At the head of the American party was a company of 
marines commanded by Major Zeilin; following them 
was a stalwart boatswain’s mate bearing the broad 
pennant, which was supported by two tall, athletic 
seamen, the idea being to strike the Japanese imagina- 
tion with the size of the sailors; then came two boys 
especially dressed for the occasion, carrying in an 
envelope of scarlet the box containing the official docu- 
ments; and next came the commodore with two black 
bodyguards, his staff, a suite of officers, two standard 
bearers. a company of sailors gaily uniformed and the 
band of the U.S.S. Mississippi. 

But it was on the official documents that greatest 
attention had been bestowed. These were of folio size, 
beautifully written on vellum, and bound in blue silk 
velvet. Each seal was attached by cords of interwoven 
gold and silk and with pendant gold tassels, and was 
incased in a box of rosewood with lock, hinges and 
mountings of gold. This dazzling array so affected the 
Japanese that they hastened to produce a large lacquered 
box of a scarlet color and supported by feet of brass 
or gilt to receive the precious documents. Arrived in 
the princely presence and being asked by the interpreter 
whether the documents were ready for delivery, the 
Commodore beckoned to the two boys, who came forward 
bearing the handsome boxes and followed by two stalwart 
negroes. On reaching the receptacle of the Japanese 
the boys handed the boxes to the negroes, who opened 
them, took out the documents, and after displaying the 
writing and the seals laid them upon the lid of the 
lacquered receptacle. All this display, coupled with a 
cool, distant and austere manner on the part of Perry, 
had its effect upon the Japanese, who became the more 
courteous in proportion as they observed the aloofness 
of the Commodore. The documents, which were treated 
almost as if they had been of divine transmission, in- 
cluded a letter of credence signed by President Fillmore 
and drafted by Secretary of State Daniel Webster and 
sailing orders of the Navy Department. This expedition 
of Perry’s was not secretly made. Before he left the 
United States his mission had assumed international 
importance, arousing the interest of the whole civilized 
world; and London Punch jocularly declared that Perry 








“must open the Japanese ports even if he has to open 
his own.” 

By what a small margin Perry won the honor of 
heading this epochal expedition is shown by the circum- 
stances preceding his selection for the task. ‘The idea 
of such a visit really came from Commodore J. H. 
Aulick, U.S.N., who in May, 1851, had been chosen to 
command the East India Squadron and was preparing 
for a voyage to China. He suggested to Secretary 
Webster that the returning to their native land of several 
Japanese sailors who had been picked up at sea and 
taken to San Francisco might afford a valuable opportu- 
nity for establishing commercial relations with Japan. 
President Fillmore thought well of the idea and dele- 
gated Aulick to negotiate a treaty with Japan, with 
the power of an envoy. Aulick sailed from Old Point 
Comfort on June 8, 1851. He was irascible and got 
into a controversy with Capt. William Inman, command- 
ing the U.S.S. Susequehanna, flagship of the squadron. 
From Rio Janeiro each of the two officers wrote to the 
Secretary of the Navy, making charges against the 
other. The Secretary sharply reproved both. 

On board the flagship were Robert C. Schenck, U.S. 
Minister to Brazil, and Chevalier Macedo, Brazilian 
Minister to the United States. Schenck believed Aulick 
had represented to Macedo that the latter was being 
entertained at the expense of Aulick, when as a matter 
of fact the U.S. Government was paying for his enter- 
tainment. Schenck wrote to the State Department about 
this trivial matter, which, Mr. Paullin believes, should 
never have been made the subject of a communication 
to the State Department. Fillmore decided to remove 
Aulick “in order to satisfy Brazil,” and the Commodore 
was directed to remain at Hong Kong till his successor 
arrived there. Aulick when in China was made aware 
of the Schenck charges and at once denied them, sup- 
porting his statements by the testimony of his officers. 
On his return to home in March, 1853, he asked for a 
court of inquiry, but the Secretary of ‘the Navy said his 
explanation had been “satisfactory.” It later appeared, 
we are told, that Schenck’s charges had a semblance of 
truth, for Macedo had been under the impression that 
Aulick was paying for his mess aboard ship, “a mis- 
apprehension that arose from no intentional deception 
on the part of his host.” 

Mr. Paullin’s very interesting volume begins with a 
record of the diplomatic achievements of John Paul 
Jones, and then deals with the relations with Barbary, 
Tripoli, Tunis, Algiers, Turkey, China, Japan, Korea 
and our early relations with Africa and the Pacific. 
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ARMY TRUMPET CALLS. 


Principal Musician Elbert Williams, 9th U.S. Cav. 
Band, adds to the value of his folio edition of “Trumpet 
Calls, U.S. Army,” by giving a history of the trumpet 
and calls used in the U.S. Army. Though the trumpet 
was used in the days before Christ, it was first employed 
in the French army in 1214. Thirty-four years after 
this date the air of “Retreat” was arranged, and it thus 
became the oldest of the calls. Tattoo dates from 1618. 
Taps, as one needs hardly to be told, is the most solemn. 
The scale of the trumpet consists of five sounds with 
the octaves of the first three. It is the most primitive 
of horns, having no valves for getting the intermediate 
tones as on the cornet, and therefore it gives less variety 
in the melody and the accompanying harmonies. In the 
list of calls are two named after the 9th Cavalry, namely, 
the “9th Cavalry Trot,” to trot horses or march in double 
time on parade, etc., and the “9th Cavalry Gallop,” to 
gallop horses in review. To the reveille call are given 
these words: 

‘‘All out, do you hear, all be of good cheer, 
All wash and see clear—stop yawning. 
All hurry and dress, all ae a rough guess, 

All say what’s for mess, this morn.’’ 

This means the Captain’s flunky, the men on pass and bunky, 

And others need not monkey, for reveille’s half gone.’’ 
Some question as to the propriety of using such a word 
as “flunky” may arise in one’s mind, but there can be 
no doubt of the unfitness of the following words accom- 
panying the rather stately call of “Retreat,” which is 
heard at the impressive ceremony of lowering the colors 
at sunset. Certainly here we should expect words better 
suited to the occasion than these: 

‘*Day’s o’er and eve is now our guest; 
The sun must leave to go down in the west; 
Let the soldiers off from duty be. 
They like to go to see their girls, you know, 
Some get dry and drink rye, 
Others take in every show 
To which they have the price to go.’’ 
Mr. Williams says that the suggestion of Chaplain 
Joseph Clemens, 15th U.S. Inf., is responsible for the 
publication of words with the tunes, but verses for many 
years have accompanied such calls, and one may well 
doubt that the Chaplain’s fine sense of propriety would 
permit him to approve such words as the above. 
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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


In issuing from the press of J. B. Lippincott, Phila- 
delphia, his entertaining history of the 1st Regiment 
Infantry (Gray Reserves) of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard, Major Gen. James W. Latta, N.G. Pa., retired, 
seems to go out of his way in the preface to deliver a 
homily on universal peace. From it one is led to believe 
that he feels the world is rapidly nearing a period when 
wars shall practically cease. It is not agreeable to dash 
any hopes of so lofty a character, but if they lead to 
wrong conclusions, and may in the end make rather 
for war than peace, it must be better always to expose 
their unsubstantiality and their mirage-like quality. 
When General Latta says that “the United States and 
Great Britain are now busying themselves with plans 
which but a short time ago were derided as impracticable 
and visionary” he must have formed a strange idea of 
the mind of the American or the British people. It 
will soon be an even hundred years since those two 
countries were at war. It is only in the last decade 
that the peace propaganda has assumed such importance 
as really to justify the belief that it has sha the 
rational policies of any nation or nations. Then we 
face the fact that for about ninety years the United 
States and England were at peace as the condition 
which the people of both countries believed to be the 
most conducive to their best interests without any 
general arbitration treaty like the one recently so severely 
denounced in the United States Senate. Why. after 
ninety years of peace should it have seemed “im- 
practicable and visionary” to dream of the continuance 
of that peace? The hundred warless years soon to be 
completed have passed without the necessity of any 
general arbitration treaty. The simple processes and 





arrangements of diplomacy have amply sufficed to avert 


war, and, after all is said and done, we find that the 
arbitration treaty of which so much is said leaves matters 
very much as before. 


There is one very patent lesson in the life of the late 
Senator Hanna that one may oe from Herbert Croly’s 
“Marcus Alonzo Hanna, His Life and Work,” published 
by the Macmillan Company, New York. That is that 
he was essentially an indoor, a city man. To such an 
extent was he of this character that we are told he “did 
not even enjoy open air and the country.” ‘To Army 
and Navy officers tempted to permit the routine of office 
work to get them in its clutches and to make them 
forget the joys and benefits of life in the open this 
statement should bring its own warning. The funda- 
mental ailment which eventually brought him low was 
a legacy from an attack of typhoid fever in 1867, thirty- 
seven years before his death. After that illness he was 
subject to attacks of congestion, which would send the 
blood to his head and cause him to faint. Sometimes 
they would last for several hours, throughout which his 
hands would be clenched and his body would become 
rigid. ‘There are some men who would have considered 
everything else in life—political success, the amassing 
of wealth, social distinction, all these things as absoluteiy 
trivial until they could rid themselves once and for aii 
of such attacks; but Senator Hanna was not of that 
kind. Of a sanguine temperament, as soon as one cf 
these seizures would pass off he would be up again ani 
doing business the same day. “But he was not an 
apprehensive man,” the book says, “and he was too 
much interested in what he was _— to listen to 
prudential advice. When his wife saw his danger and 
told him once that he was like one wound up too tight, 
and that he seemed to her to ‘behave like a person who 
is undér some strong excitement, who is rushing onward 
and cannot stop,’ he admitted she was right, but he 
refused even to discuss the matter of drawing back. 
Mr. Hanna perhaps felt that he was the chief advocate 
of the traditional commercial system, and that to slacken 
his pace even for a moment might result in the new 
forces getting the upper hand. Mr. Croly says of his 
relation to the economic changes through which the 
country has been passing in the last fifteen years that 
“as long as Mr. Hanna lived the American people, partly 
because of his influence, remained true to the old system. 
He carried with him the small traders and proprietors. 
After his death this class of small traders and 
proprietors, largely because of Mr. Roosevelt’s influence, 
switched to reform, and they have remained there ever 
since on that same track. * * * The traditional 
system has ceased, at least for the time being, to be 
one on which the American people can unite for the 
promotion of their joint economic interests. Mark 
Hanna’s public career coincided with the culmination 
of an epoch, and he himself was unquestionably the hero 
of this culminating moment of a century of American 
development.” His political and business methods, his 
biographer believes, were of the pioneer type. 

In reading “As a Soldier Would,” by a lieutenant 
colonel of the Infantry whose identity is masked under 
his initials, ‘‘A. P., U.S.A.,” one may feel surprised to 
find the word “pants” used to describe the white ducks 
worn by the cadets at West Point, especially in the chief 
chapter of the book, that dealing with the great love 
scene in Flirtation Walk at the Military Academy. How 
a cadet could ever think of making love while wearing 
such a thing as “pants” may not be clear to sticklers 
for linguistic accuracy, but, however, the author may 
be of the opinion that a cadet in whatever toggery would 
look just as handsome in the eyes of the girl that loved 
him. ‘The volume is from the press of the Broadway 
Publishing Company, New York, and is denominated “an 
Army novel.” As the frontispiece shows a very lovely 
girl close wrapped in the arms of a stalwart young 
soldier it -will not be doubted at the first opening of the 
book that Cupid more than Mars controls the run of 
events that make up the interesting plot. As graduating 
time is approaching, when the cadets will see more of 
the fair sex at the Military Academy than they have 
for some months, it may be instructive to the sentimental 
gentlemen up the Hudson to give an extract from this 
story to show how a former cadet, when he becomes a 
lieutenant colonel, looks upon flirtations. When the 
hero and his inamorata had seated themselves on a bench 
in Flirtation Walk Bodell asked: “What do you think 
of the ‘Walk Flirtation,’ Miss Killom?’ Her name 
would indicate that she was a heart-breaker. ‘Well 
named,” she replied. “It was here that pee perfected 
yourself in the art, I presume; wasn’t it?’ Then the 
hero, with a nobility that will doubtless find many an 
echo in the coming June, made answer: “It is an art that 
I disclaim any practice in, Miss Killom. I have no 
patience with those whose apparent delight is in its 
practice. While I don’t take the most serious side of 
life, I do discountenance such proceedings as detestable.” 
Could anyone, after so high-minded a speech, doubt what 
happened before they rose from the seat? 

“Tin Soldiers,” by Walter Merriam Pratt, published 
by Richard G. Badger, The Gorham Press, Boston, Mass., 
with an introduction by Capt. George E. Thorne, 24th 
U.S. Inf., is a work of great value in pointing out the 
usefulness of the National Guard in an interesting way. 
If the book could be placed in the hands of employers 
and the people generally they would realize the work the 
officers and men perform, and could hardly fail to value 
and take an interest in both the Army and the National 
Guard. As the author says, “The number of educated 
people who have a totally wrong idea about the Or- 
ganized Militia is simply astounding, and it is hoped 
that this book will reach the general public, especially 
that class of people who delight ——e to refer to the 
patriotic men making up the personnel of the Organized 
Militia as “Tin Soldiers.” The author speaks of the 
ridicule that is sometimes showered on the Militia by 
the press, and the fact that many labor unions, banks 
and factories and others forbid men under their control 
to join the Militia. “Its members,” says Mr. Pratt, 
“sacrifice time, money and pleasure to give themselves 
to hard and even at times monotonous work, that their 
country may have a secondary defense to back up its 
ridiculously small Regular Army.” The author goes on 
to explain the workings of the Dick bill, the necessity of 
Federal pay, the personnel of the enlisted man, the effi- 
ciency of the National Guard, Drill Regulations, the 
mobile Army, camps of instruction, maneuvers, strike 
duty, ete., and also gives the experience of a Militia 
officer with the Regulars. In speaking of general officers 
of the National Guard the author says: “If maneuvers 
are an indication of what will happen in war, the present 
system will certainly cause the ‘sheep’ to be led to 
slaughter. We have spent millions in securing the con- 
viction of worthless murderers, yet in every war in our 
history we have cheerfully sent out our sons to be 
murdered by the thousands because of the inefficiency or 
inexperience of political generals. Any sane person will 
admit that general officers should be men of practical 
experience, and until the general officers of the Organized 
Militia are replaced with officers carefully selected from 
the Regular Army this will not be so except in isolated 
instances.” In speaking of the beneficial results of joining 
the military Mr. Pratt says: “Every young man should 
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serve at least one enlistment in the Regular Army or 
the National Guard; he owes it to his country. It is 
his duty to be prepared should his nation need his service. 
It is not enough to be willing to volunteer when war is 
declared, it is one’s duty to know how to take care 
of himself and take command of men; no one is exempt. 
There is work connected with the National Guard, but 
also a vast amount of healthy, honest sport, which will 
improve the mind as well as the body. Unlimited opportu- 
nity is given for target shooting, and a companionship 
exists among soldiers such as can be found nowhere else.” 
The book has eighteen illustrations taken from photo- 
graphs, and its price is $1.50 net. ’ 

In the latest instalments, Nos. 41-44, of Lieut. Gen. 
— von Alten’s “Handbuch fiir Heer und Flotte,” 
the German encyclopedia of military science and allied 
subjects, the department of Kriege (Wars) covers the 
period from Maximilian I. to Napoleon I. In this period 
many wars that made and unmade nations occurred and 
the map of the world underwent many changes. The 
principal battles and battlefields mentioned in these 
aumbers are shown in large, well drawn maps, and the 
“story” is told in concise language. This excellent 
eneyclopedia, which will be complete in 108 instalments, 
is sold by the publishers, Deutsches Verlagshaus Bong 
and Company, Berlin, W. 57, Germany, at two marks 
per number. : 

The military publications relating to the Russo- 
Japanese war are increased by a new work issued by 
the enterprising house of E. S. Mittler and Sohn, Koc}- 
strasse 68-71, Berlin, Germany, who have already issued 
quite a technical library on the military and naval ex- 
periences and lessons of the great conflict. Their latest 
publication is by Captain von Polmann, 1st Naval BatlIn., 
instructor at the German Naval Academy and Naval 
School, and is entitled, “Der Kustenkrieg im Russisch- 
japanischen Kriege.” The strategic and tactical co- 
operation of army and navy is the side from which the 
subject is treated, the author showing that in the present 
era of national military and naval efficiency no Power 
should place its sole reliance for defense and offense 
upon either its army or its navy. The book may be read 
with pleasure and profit even by the non-technical, as 
the events of the coastal warfare are told in historical 
sequence. Tables and maps enrich the work, which is 
in one volume of 226 pages and sells at six and eight 
marks, according to binding.

THE WHITEHEAD TORPEDO. 
(From the London United Service Gazette.) 


Like the gun, its great competitor, the Whitehead tor- 
pedo has recently been in a more or less constant state of 
transition and development, until to-day its moral and 
material prestige stands as high as ever it stood, not- 
withstanding all the progress that has been made in 
guns, armor, and the construction of the hulls of ships, 
specially designed to withstand the attack of the White- 
head on their underwater parts. With a view to meet- 
ing the new dangers in underwater attack which the con- 
tests between the Russian and Japanese fleets had re- 


vealed, attention has been directed not only to the best 
means of minimizing the effect of a blow got home on 
the bottom of the ship by the torpedoists, but also in 
making the Whitehead and mine even more potent 
weapons for their deadly work. Among things already 
accomplished in this direction are an increase of range 
and a higher rate of speed during the run between the 
tube from which the torpedo is fired, to the mark aimed 
at; as well as a heavier blow from a larger and more 
effective charge contained in the head of the weapon 
when an enemy’s ship is struck. To accomplish the for- 
mer the arrangement for heating the air has been largely 
responsible, since much more speed and range can be ob- 
tained from warm air than from cold; and the capacity 
of the air chambers has been increased in the later and 
larger torpedoes so that longer and faster runs can be 
made. From the first, there have always been secrets in 
connection with the internal parts of a Whitehead which 
everybody to whom these secrets were entrusted was 
pledged not to disclose. To-day the authorities are more 
careful than ever to preserve these secrets and render 
themselves independent of foreign workmen and foreign 
workshops as far as possible. The British Admiralty 
have been followed by other countries in establishing 
state factories for the manufacture of their own weapons, 
where secrecy can be more easily assured. 

Since, therefore, sea battles will, as a rule, be fought 
by day at a long range, the torpedoes carried by battle- 
ships will not be used, if used at all, with the same 
chance of success as if the ships were much closer to- 
gether. But at night, or during thick foggy weather, in 
surprise attacks, at short range, the Whitehead has with 
its greatly improved speed and enlarged charge become a 
very potent weapon against all the devices of constructors 
of modern warships. The race for range between gun 
and torpedo leaves the gun with a long lead at present, 
but at any moment improved chances of hitting and 
even greater speed and larger charges for Whiteheads, 
may make this weapon still an important weapon in the 
main armament of a battleship or cruiser. The top 
speed of the Whitehead up to a distance of 1,000 yards 
is about forty sea miles to the hour. The weight of the 
charge of gun cotton is a little over 250 pounds. 

Speed and other qualities in the Whitehead could, of 
course, be improv i 





by increasing the: length of the 
weapon, and some experiments are being carried out to 
this end both in England and other countries. The recent 
increase of the diameter of the Whitehead to what is 
known as the 21-inch torpedo (although its true dimen- 
sions is 20.9 inches), both in England and America, has 
been a development in this direction that will probably 
last for some time, since every increase in caliber en- 
tails much more expense in alteration of fittings than a 
corresponding increase in length is likely to do. The 
length of the present 21-inch torpedo used in the British 
navy is 18 feet 6 inches, and its best s exceeds, as 
shown above, forty knots to the hour. ut a matter of 
supreme importance is to insure that the torpedo shall 
run straight, and to secure this end the gyroscope has 
proved the best device though by no means absolutely 
reliable, as Whiteheads still copy the course of a well- 
handled boomerang in making a circuitous run and re- 
turning to their starting point, instead of pursuing the 
straight course outward that they were set to run. 
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In the commonwealth navy of Australia there are 
technically no pensions, but there is a provision for 
retiring allowances based on a system of ‘deferred pay.” 
This deferred pay is not deducted from, but is given in 
addition to the ordinary pay. For instance, a lieutenant, 
whose active pay is 17s. a day, will be credited in addi- 
tion with 4s. 3d. per day deferred pay, while the able 
seaman who is receiving 4s. per day ordinary pay will 


be credited with an additional 1s. per day. The fact is 
insisted upon in the commonwealth regulations that 


deferred pay is in no sense a gratuity, but is a part of 
the emoluments, claimable as a right when due and 
payable. The account of each officer or man is credited 
with the amount so deferred, with interest thereon at 
the rate of three and a half per cent., to be added to 
each individual’s account annually. If an officer or man 
dies while in the service the full amount of accumulated 
deferred pay, with interest to date of death, is payable 
to his estate. If, for any reason other than misconduct, 
any oflicer or man has to resign or retire or is dis- 
charged from the service, the accumulated amount of his 
deferred pay, with interest added, is to be granted to 
him in the form of an annuity for life (practically the 
equivalent of a pension), or, at his own option, half 
in cash and half as an annuity, or in special circum- 
stances in any other form approved by the Naval Board. 





TRAINING OF GERMAN NAVY OFFICERS. 


Incidental to the visit of the German warships to this 
country an article in the New York Sun describes the 
system of training officers for the Kaiser’s navy. The 
imperial naval academy is at Murwik-Flensburg.. Candi- 
dates for cadetships are drawn from the entire empire, 
and without district or sectional limits. The aspirant 
must have been graduated from either a college or a 
university preparatory school, and the maximum age of 
admission is nineteen years. Physically the candidate 
must be sound and in perfect health. He must be of 
respectable parentage. After a month of “setting up” 
exercises the cadets are embarked in one of the several 
training ships, and for a year their life is afloat. During 
this time the practical lessons of seamanship and naviga- 
tion are matters of hourly example. As a rule the 
summer is spent in the home waters of the Baltic and 
the winter months either in the Mediterranean or the 
West Indies. The instructional staff includes certain 
civilian specialists. 

The future admirals of the Kaiser’s fleet have a long 
day. They are turned out at six in the morning. At 
6:50 they are sent aloft for exercise. The bugle call to 
breakfast is sounded at 7:15, and, if in the harbor, they 
are landed half an hour later for military drill. From 
11 to 11:30 the cadets are busied cleaning their military 
accountrements, and at noon they are called to dinner. 
After the first month aboard ship the morning hours are 
spent in sail drill. The afternoon instruction begins at 
two o’clock with gun drill, and is followed by boat sailing. 
For half an hour after five o’clock there is oral instruc- 
tion in seamanship. The first year’s training lays a 
splendid groundwork of knowledge of everyday life on 
shipboard, and great stress is laid upon grasp of general 
routine. 

At the end of this term afloat, usually about the first 
of April, the training vessels return to the naval 
academy. If the cadet passes examination, from a sea 
cadet he rises to the rank of “Fahnrich zur See,” akin 
to the former grade of passed midshipman in the Ameri- 
ean Navy. For twelve months he applies himself to his 
books, with the officer’s examination in view. This 
course is more theoretical than that of his initial period 
at sea, and includes English, French and drawing. In- 
structions are given in gymnastics, fencing, swimming 
and riding. Stenography is also taught, but is optional. 

At the end of the cadet’s second year, if he has passed 
the officer’s examination and is not blackballed, he is 
admitted by ballot to the corps of naval officers, and is 
thereafter entitled to wear a sword. The half fledged 
officer is now sent for six months to the gunnery and 
torpedo instructional ships. Each special course is fol- 
lowed by an examination, and the marks establish his 
relative rank as a lieutenant. After completing these 
studies the young officer goes to sea for a further prac- 
tical training of two years on board the battleships and 
cruisers. At the end of the first year of this term, that 
is, after three and a half years from the date of his 
admission as a cadet, he buds out as a full lieutenant. 
Should war be declared prior to reaching the grade of 
lieutenant he becomes available for duty on shipboard 
after only two and a half years of training. The new 
lieutenant’s first year with the fighting fleet is really 
of the nature of a post-graduate course. The captain 
and other officers of the ship consider it their duty to. 
instruct him in practical service and to influence him 
by precept and example with tact and a spirit of fellow- 
ship to develop character and to cultivate refinement of 
deportment. 

During his academic term of three years the embryo 
officer is allowed a total sum of $1,071. This does not 
cover his outlays, and his parents or other sponsors are 
obliged to make up the difference. Even after he becomes 
an officer his parents or guardians must bind themselves 
to provide an annual allowance of $150 for the four 
years succeeding. This virtually narrows the field of 
applicants to the well to do. 

At the imperial naval academy the young men are 
encouraged to go in for reasonable athletics and out of 
door sports, especially upon the. water. his is one of 
the Kaiser’s hobbies. In a general way the life of the 
German cadet is not unlike that of the midshipman at 
Annapolis. Every effort is made to avoid mere class 
distinctions, and the corps of naval officers is as nearly 
democratic as anything can be in official loving Germany. 
The ballot, which is there considered necessary in con- 
troling admission after two years’ work to the officers’ 
corps, has been found helpful in preventing the perma- 
nent admission of cadets that were personally undesir- 
able. It is said this vote has never been used to foster 
an aristocratic tendency in the service, . 

The administration of the imperial naval school is 
divided into two prime departments, the academic and 
the post-graduate. The marine school has to do with the 
“Fahnrich zur See” up to the conclusion of the second 
year’s work. The marine academy is for post-graduate 
courses. Especially capable lieutenants, if not over the 
age of thirty, may go there, upon their own application, 
for two terms, the first for nine months and the second 
for six months, each starting with the first of October. 
The subjects covered are varied, many quite outside the 
strictly professional field. In addition to French and 
English, Spanish and Russian are taught. Officer students 
take part in war games. The young officer is thoroughly 
grounded in everything essential to the efficient handling 
of ships, and to this end a big part of his preliminary 
training is aboard certain of the older ships of the fleet, 
turned over to the naval academy for instructional 
purposes. 

Until two years ago the German naval educational 
center was at Kiel, where it had been located for nearly 
sixty years. Then it was transferred to the Baltic mili- 
tary port of Murwik-Flensburg, where more commodious 
structures had been built. ? 

The first officers of the German, or, as it was then, the 
Prussian, navy were young men selected from the Ger- 
man army and sent to this country to be educated on 
our men-of-war, where they were duly hazed by the 
Yankee middies until they learned the ways of our Navy 
and were able to take care of themselves. 


FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Auxiliary vessels of various kinds are now being pro- 
vided for the British navy. Some are intended to re- 
place vessels which have become worn out; but others 
are quite new to the service. Among the latter there 
are the Maidstone, a submarine depot ship, and the 
Adamant and Alecto, submarine tenders. These are the 
first vessels in the British navy built specially for attend- 
ance upon submarines, and the two tenders, which have 
been designed for the same speed, will no doubt take 
the place of gunboats at present attached to the sub- 
marine sections. The building of a depot ship for 
destroyers, such as the Woolwich, is also an innovation. 

The Budget Committee of the German Reichstag on 
May 11 adopted the resolution, introduced by the Clerical 
party, asking the Imperial Chancellor, Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Holweg, to take steps to end duelling in the army, 
particularly the practice of making it compulsory for 
an offended person to challenge the offender or leave 
the army. An amendment was added demanding the 
obligatory dismissal of duellants from the army. ‘The 
bill for increasing the German army provides for about 
40,000 more men, 246 additional field guns and a large 
number of machine guns. 

‘They appear to be having trouble in New Zealand in 
enforcing the compulsory service act, and the Minister 
of Defense has stated that he intended to enforce the 
law although it was never the intention of Parliament 
to imprison defaulters. Pending a substituted legislative 
deterrent, however, the government would not remit 
sentences, although they might reduce them. 

M. Hilaire Belloc, in the May London Magazine, pub- 
lishes a forecast of the course of the next war between 
France and Germany. His theory is that if Germany 
attacks France she will not attempt to break through 
the line of powerful fortresses extending from Belfort to 
Verdun, recently so fully described by the Paris corre- 
spondent of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, but will 
violate the neutrality of Belgium and endeavor to turn 
the northern flank of the French defenses. Germany 
will then have to besiege the great ring fortress of 
Liége, which bars the passage of the Meuse. The siege 
is to be raised by the English army advancing from 
Ostend and Antwerp, and the Germans are to be de- 
feated. The London Army and Navy Gazette says: 
“This romance rests on a very doubtful assumption, 
namely, that the Belgians will fight to maintain their 
neutrality. What have they to gain by doing so? They 
would only be pulling the chestnuts out of the fire for 
France, at the risk of annexation by Germany if they 
failed. It seems far more probable that the Belgians 
would merely issue a formal protest against the violation 
of their territory, and would withdraw theit troops to 
Brussels and Antwerp. Any French scheme based on 
the active assistance of Belgium must be considered 
unduly optimistic.” 

A collapsible transport cart that may be folded and 
placed on the top of another one has been invented by 
Capt. W. Douglas-Jones, late of the British Army Serv- 
ice Corps, which has been constructed entirely of steel 
tubing, and which is designed to carry a working load 
of one ton. Most of the parts are non-detachable, thus 
obviating the risk of loss or of getting them mixed up. 
In connection with this cart a field oven has also been 
designed, and is about to be submitted to the British 
War Office. 

Speaking at the British Science Guild, Sir William 
Ramsay said that Great Britain’s supply of nitric soda, 
which came from Chile and Peru and was an absolute 
necessity for the manufacture of explosives, might be cut 
off if Great Britain was involved in a war. The govern- 
ment ought to be warned that it was living on the edge 
of a precipice. Unless it did the same as the other 
European countries and made nitrates from the aimos- 
phere, England would be without ammunition a few 
months after war broke out. 

Protests long and loud have risen against the liberalit 
with which decorations are issued to officers of the Britis 
army in time of peace, with the consequent cheapening 
of such badges of merit in the eyes of soldiers who 
associate them with deeds of valor or endurance. One 
contributor to the discussion of the subject suggests that 
war decorations granted in peace be worn over the right 
breast and those obtained in war service be displayed 
over the left breast; this distinction of anatomical 
geography doubtless being to connect war service with 
the heart and the many noble qualities supposed to flow 
from that organ. The extent to which the granting of 
titles in peace has grown is shown by a compilation from 
the British army list, where 115 decorations are found 
to have been bestowed in time of peace and only twenty- 
eight in war. It is not held by sticklers for the war 
medal that the soldier does his duty in battle only for 
the decoration, but merely that when he has won it it 
shall not be mistaken for the easily obtained peace tokens. 
Especially in India do they object to officers with a 
long string of decorations. One instance is cited of an 
officer who for a few years’ peace service prphered in the 
following decorations: * K.C.B., G.C.B., K.C.V.0., G.C. 
V.O., C.S.1., K.C.S.1. and C.1.E. He might have fought 
through the Peninsular war, Waterloo, the Crimea and 
the Indian. Mutiny and not yet have received one-seventh 
of these rewards. Again, another officer for a couple of 
years’ peace service in India goes away with a K.C.B., 
a K.C.LE. and a K.C.V.O. Still another for a few 
years’ staff work in peace time received the C.B., C.S.L, 
C.1.E. and D.S.O.. Such bounteous rewarding does not 
happen even after the most arduous campaigning. To 
look at some of the highly decorated officers, says one 
angry protestant, one would think they had reached the 
grade of field marshal and had won several Waterloos.

AMERICANS WIN AT REGATTA AT HANKOW. 


U.S.S. Helena, Shanghai, China, April 26, 1912. 

On April 8 an international regatta took place between 
the crews of the various gunboats that have been sta- 
tioned at Hankow, China, during the rebellion. There 
were four races, the course being two miles against the 
eurrent. The first was a twelve-oared cutter race be- 
tween the bluejackets of the Japanese cruiser Chiyoda, 
the Russian cruiser Mandjour and the French torpedo 
gunboat D’Iberville. The Japanese won first place, the 
Russians second and the French third. 

The second was a whaleboat race, in which five nations 
were represented. The bluejackets: from the D’Iberville 
won first place, the Japanese second, the Russians third, 
the Germans fourth and the English last. 

Keen interest was evinced in the third race, for ten- 
oared cutters. This was between the American blue- 
jackets from the Helena, the British bluejackets from 
the Cadmus and ‘Thistle and the German _bluejackets 
from ‘the Luchs. The Americans with a. spurt at the 
start gained a good lead, keeping up a quicker stroke 
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than the other competitors and soon outdistanced them, 
crossing the line two minutes and thirteen seconds before 
the second boat. The time: U.S.S. Helena, 24 min. 15 
secs.; 8.M.S. Luchs, 26 min. 28 secs.; H.M.S. Cadmus, 
27 min. 46 secs.; H.M.S. Thistle, did not finish. 

The fourth race took place between the marines of 
the U.S.8. Helena and those of the H.M.S. Cadmus. 
This was a six-oared whaler race, in which, owing to the 
difference in boats, the U.S. marines used the H.M.S. 
Thistle’s boat. The marines from the Helena won this 
race with as much ease as the American bluejackets did 
in the ten-oared cutter evént, beating the English by one 
minute and fifteen seconds. 

Naval regattas are very unusual sights at Hankow, 
and the entire length of the Bund was lined with foreign 
and native spectators.

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THE ARMY AS A FACTOR IN RACIAL UPLIFT. 
To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Starting from a condition of human slavery, the negro 
race of the United States since its emancipation as a 
war measure in 1863 has accomplished more along educa- 
tional lines and reached a greater degree of educational 
opportunity as to facilities for acquiring knowledge even 
in the higher walks of scholarship than the white races 
of the original thirteen colonies had gained in an entire 
century. 

In less than half a century they are supporting not 
less than seven colleges, some twenty academies and 
sixty high schools, which are attended by forty thousand 


students. In the common schools the records show an 
attendance of oaey See colored children, and they 
employ more than 25,000 teachers, and as a consequence 
3,000,000 of the race can read and write. 

Taking into consideration the environments of the 
negro race in this country, its long years of servitude, 
its deprivation of the means of gaining the most elemen- 
tary instruction to be had in our crudest schools, the 
universal prejudice against the negro as a race and 
individually, their uplift has been wonderful, far sur- 
passing in the same length of time the upgrowth of any 
other race on earth; and I wish to call attention in this 
brief article to what I consider one of the chief factors 
of this racial uplift—the Regular Army of the United 
States. 

I remember well the advent of colored troops among 
the veterans of the Civil War. I remember what a 
storm of indignation it aroused; how every slumbering 
prejudice against the negro race was awakened; how 
officers resigned their commands rather than to be 
brigaded with “nigger regiments”; how some white regi- 
ments were on the verge of mutiny for the same reason. 
So deep seated was this prejudice that the War Depart- 
ment found it necessary to form separate commands 
entirely composed of colored troops. he white soldier 
tabooed his colored congener, and the white officers of 
the colored troops were coldly received wherever it could 
be done without being construed into a deliberate insult. 

It was predicted that the colored soldier would not 
fight; that naturally he was a coward; that either he 
would not go into battle, or if he did he would run at 
the first fire, throw the other troops into confusion and 
thus endanger the whole situation. How thoroughly all 
this was disproved in the very first battle in which a 
colored regiment was engaged! And on what scores of 
battlefields since has the slander been refuted! 

I had much to do at one time in training negro volun- 
teers for active service. I had become to some extent 
acquainted with the negro character. I had seen him 
on the plantation as a slave and at college as a freedman. 
I never for a moment believed him to be, as a rule, 
deficient in courage even of the highest type. Usually 
of a sanguine temperament, he was. naturally optimistic 
and .always disposed to look at the brightest side of 
everything; and I venture to say just here, and I think 
that the testimony of their officers will sustain me, that 
a regiment of colored troops will endure the severest 
hardships incident to a campaign with more equanimity 
ana less complaint that will the white regiment. 

The negro, like all people of a warm climate and 
temperament, is naturally fond of display. He is proud 
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of his neat uniform and proud of his appearance in it. 
He is proud of his efficiency in drill, and because of that 
pride he learns it easily and quick . In short, all the 
“pride, pomp and mstance of glorious war” epvesis 
to his nature, and therefore he readily acquires all that 
is given him to know, and soon becomes an accomplished 
soldier within his own sphere of military requirements. 

I have had an opportunity within the past year to 
see much of a colored regiment now stationed at Madison 
Barracks, N.Y., and to compare it with the colored 
regiments of 1863-4. Having a very clear remembrance 
of the colored wo iy of the war that came within my 
observation I could easily note the difference. I was 
prepared to see a change in many ways, but the contrast 
was much greater than I was prepared for. 

Just elevated from the lowest social rank to the grade 
of a white soldier, and wearing the same uniform, the 
colored volunteer of the Civil War was disposed to an 
undue pride, especially in the presence of white people, 
and particularly so in the presence of Southerners, some 
of whom might: have been their former owners. That 
such a feeling was natural enough under the circum- 
stances is undeniable, but when it amounted to an impu- 
dent swagger and to positive insult it became unbearable 
and extremely offensive; and hence became the source of 
many bitter complaints from those aggrieved to the 
officers commanding the offenders. 

Unfortunately the officers commanding the colored 
soldiers of the war, especially those nearest the men 
captains and lieutenants, had been non-commissione 
officers and privates of white troops, whose ability to 
command men consisted chiefly in a passable knowledge 
of “Casey” from the school of the recruit to the school 
of the battalion, or so much as was required by an 
examining board. j 

Being Northern men almost entirely, and having no 
knowledge of the negro character and its peculiarities, 
with no experience to guide them, except such as the 
routine of the day afforded, and, moreover, being them- 
selves prejudiced against the Southerner, it is little 
wonder that the wrongs complained of were in most 
instances unheeded, and consequently unredressed. This 
led to various complications; so that at the close of the 
war, notwithstanding the splendid fighting record some 
of the negro troops made, most of the colored regiments 
were mustered out, some of them leaving behind them 
a somewhat unsavory reputation, which, notwithstanding 
its palpable unfairness and injustice, clung to all; so 
that the general standard of the colored soldiers at the 
close of the war was not high. : 

To-day the colored soldier as a rule is a very different 
man. His swagger is gone, though his pride remains, 
and is one of his most valuable assets. He is proud 
of his country and its flag. He is proud that he has 
been chosen to defend them. He is proud to wear the 
uniform. He has been taught that to wear it worthily 





‘‘is a great honor; and he wears it with an air of con- 


scious pride that is most commendable, because it has 
banished ill-fitting slovenliness and installed a clean 
nattiness that is most becoming. In his general conduct 
the colored soldier of the U.S. Army will be found equal 
to the best soldiers of any nation or country, and far 
superior to many. In all that pertains to his military 
duty he has no superior. In the regiment I have men- 
tioned I found a degree of intelligence generally that 
the white regiments in the Service scarcely ever surpass. 
The non-commissioned officers and men _ have their 
societies, their clubs, their minstrel troup, their baseball 
teams and other recreations, and are excellent in all. 

Among the non-coms. are men of more than ordinary 
acquirements. Some of them are “well up” in the liberal 
branches, and are in every way better fitted to command 
their fellows than were many of those who commanded 
their predecessors of the Civil War. Nor is this regi- 
ment superior to the other colored regiments in the 
Service, at least to any marked degree, as I gather from 
the best official sources. That this regiment has a most 
enviable field record is undeniable. 

At the foundation of all this is the training these men 
have had. The Army has made men of them. It has 
given them the bearing and carriage of men. It has 
taught them coolness, self-command, promptness of action, 
quick perception. It has taught them many things 
necessary to a complete manhood that the average col- 
lege training never imparts. The man who makes the 
right use of his Army training goes out into civil life 
with a better all around equipment with which to wage 
its roughest battles than does the average college 
graduate. 

I do by. no means underrate the influence of schools 
and colleges in the uplift of the negro race; but from 
personal observation and authentic information from 
high official sources IT am driven to the conclusion that 
their Army training, their Army experience, their Army 
life in every way has done more for those who have 
shared it toward their racial uplift and social elevation 
than anything else could have done.

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WHAT IS THE TRUTH ABOUT WIRELESS? 


Boston, May 17. 
To THE EpiIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

From M. Clementel’s report to the French Chamber. Trans- 
lated by Col. George P. Seriven, U.S. Signal Corps. H.R. 
Document No. 718, p. 24, 62d Congress, 2d Session. 

A machine most valuable in reconnoissance, the aeroplane, 
may also render the greatest service in the transmission of 
orders and in joining together the larger units. The com- 
mander of the army may wish to send urgent instructions to 
one of his subordinates, commanding a portion of the front 
or a large detachment on the flank whose support in the fight 
is expected. What messenger can be more rapid than the 
aeroplane when roads in rear of the front are encumbered 
by columns hastening toward the battlefield, by regimental 
trains, by parks, and convoys, when telephonic and tele- 
graphic lines are momentarily cut, and when communication 
by wireless is continually interrupted? 

The above extract is very suggestive. In the efforts 
which are being made to develop a rational method of 
aerial scouting is it well to concentrate all attention upon 
the wireless telegraph for signaling purposes? : 

The Secretary of the Navy, kindly complying with the 
request of the editor of Aircraft, contributed to that 
journal (November, 1911) an article which describes the 
qualities and elements which are most needed in a 
scouting machine for the Navy. In the article, which 
shows that the Secretary takes a deep interest in military 
aviation, he says of the aeroplane: “In any case it should 
be provided with a wireless telegraph outfit for com- 
municating with the ships of the fleet while at an altitude 
of 3,000 feet or more, and while out of sight at a dis- 
tance of thirty miles or more.” Would the Secretary 
be willing to append the following to the paragraph just 
quoted? “Any system of aerial signaling which can 
render good service at a distance of ten miles will be 
worthy of the consideration of the Navy.” 

It is proper to ask now a very serious question. Is 
it not possible that the military authorities here and 
abroad are making a great mistake in assuming that 
wireless aerial signaling will be dependable in time of 
war? If the governments find it necessary to enact 
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legislation to protect themselves from the amateurs in 
time of peace, what will happen in the unfortunate event 
of war, when powerful disturbers, producing all wave 
lengths, are certain to be quickly constructed and brought 
into action? 

It is said that in the German navy the selective 
method is in successful operation. Very likely; we have 
had excellent demonstrations of the same here in’ the 
absence of all-wave-length disturbers. 

The experiments and investigations concerning wireless 
telegraphy from aeroplanes are sure to go on; the defects 
are plainly visible; they may be overcome. Is it safe 
for the military authorities to take as a working hypo- 
thesis that they will be overcome? Should visual aerial 
signaling be ignored? One thing has never been claimed 
for wireless: the possibility of relaying scout messages 
by passing them from one scouting machine to another. 
For this kind of service, as well as for the services 
mentioned by M. Clementel in the above extract, there 
is a simple and reliable method. I refer to puff-signaling. 
By this method coloring matter is intermittently injected 
into ‘the exhaust pipe of the flying machine motor. From 
the pipe this is ejected in large and small puffs resembling 
very black smoke. These correspond to the dashes and 
dots of the Morse telegraphic code.

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THE AINSWORTH CASE.

The other day I received a copy of the majority com- 

mittee report on the General Ainsworth case. It bore 
the chairman’s office marks.

It was enough to strike 
downright terror into the hearts of the younger officers, 
unfamiliar as they are with these death-dealing paper 
guns, hurling shells whose noxious gases ec F cause 
cruel and continual consternation. From all this bushel 
of profitable contention we glean a few pertinent truths.

Still, it is a relief to think “that the goblin (this one 
at least) will not get you if you don’t watch out.” Let 
us therefore highly resolve to merit a better rating from 
our successor. 

The committee said “It is incredible that the Adjutant 
General could be guilty of the accusations against him.” 
I like that, and were I like-minded I should say, “Of 
course it is.”

_ ‘‘Recently the Presbyterian temperance: committee had Wil- 
liam E. Johnson make a personal investigation of the Army 
posts at Fort Monroe, in Virginia, Fort Leavenworth and Fort 
Riley, in Kansas, and Fort D. A. Russell, in Wyoming. In 
every one of these places Mr. Johnson found beer being sold 
in open defiance of the law of Congress and the will of the 
people. He purchased samples of the beer and had them 
analyzed_by capable chemists, whose certificates he holds 
giving all details as to the percentage of alcohol contained, 
etc. In every instance the percentage was larger than the 
Internal Revenue Bureau permits to be sold without the pay- 
ment of the beer tax and in some instances it was several 
times as large. This seems to be an attempt to carry out the 
reported threat of the brewers—that the recreation rooms 
gymnasium, libraries, etc., secured by the temperance eople 
from Congress at a cost of several hundred thousand dollars 
would be turned into beer halls. Whoever is responsible for 
these and other almost incredible conditions should be brought 
to justice.’’ 

This seems to me a singularly illogical piece of 
reasoning, for it is precisely the evils referred to which 
have aroused sentiment for canteen restoration. I also 
think there must be some mistake about the assertion 
in the last paragraph, if by “temperance people” is 
meant those who stand for prohibition. It is odd that 
while the very facts they adduce show that prohibition 
laws are not actually reducing the consumption of 
liquor they should yet so strenuously declare that in such 
laws lies the only remedy for the evils of drink. 

But if all the agitation, pro and con, will lead to a 
real investigation, with a real view to finding and apply- 
ing a remedy that will remedy, the time and work will 
not have been wasted.

CONGRESSIONAL MISREPRESENTATION. 


It is discouraging to find legislative action influenced 
by such ignorant assertions as those in which Repre- 
sentative Good, a new member from Iowa, indulged 
during the debate in the House upon the appropriation 
in the Navy bill for the purchase of smokeless powder. 
The. criticism several members indulged in at the ex- 
pense of our Navy in connection with its performance 
during the war with Spain were so conclusively answered 
by Mr. Hobson’s plain statement of facts within his per- 
sonal experience that the authors of the sneering re- 


marks sat in shame-faced silence while other members 
of the House applauded the eloquent remarks of the 
ex-officer of the Navy who spoke from his heart as well 
as his head in defense of the Service of which he was 
once an honored member. 

In explanation of his amendment to the Navy bill 
forbidding the purchase of powder from private manu- 
facturers Mr. Good declared that the du Pont Company 
in fulfilling its contract for furnishing the Government 
with powder during the Spanish-American War pur- 
chased from Germany the brown powder that was used, 
that it was rotten, and that the small number of hits 
that were made in the battle of Santiago was attributable 
to this fact. When Representative Roberts asked him 
to what he attributed the good marksmanship of Dewey’s 
men at Manila, he replied that ‘‘Dewey’s fleet was sup- 
plied with smokeless powder and was not forced to use 
the brown powder that had been purchased by the 
Yowder Trust from Germany.” 

As a matter of fact the du Pont Company manufac- 
tured at its own plants near Wilmington the brown 
prismatic powder with which the battles of Santiago 
and Manila Bay were won. The specifications of the 
powder were made by the Government experts, Govern- 
ment inspectors constantly supervised its manufacture, 
and the Government detailed several companies of 
soldiers to guard the plants while the manufacture was 
going on. Not a single ounce of this powder was pur- 
chased from Germany, nor was the powder “rotten.” 
It was the best powder ever used in battle up to that 
time. As Representative Hobson said later in the de- 
bate, the percentage of hits made with it at Santiago 
broke all previous records of naval warfare. 

Dewey did not win the battle of Manila Bay with 
smokeless powder. No smokeless powder was fired by 
our ships in that battle; brown powder manufactured 
by the du Pont Company was the powder used. It is 
well to note also that in the midst of the Spanish- 
American War the du Pont Company reduced the price 
of this powder three cents a pound below the contract 
price, and after the war was over voluntarily released 
the Government on the manufacture of two and a half 
million pounds which had been contracted for, not a 
cent being demanded in lieu of cancellation. 

Representative Good placed great emphasis on the 
statement that the Government plant at Indian Head 
was running but eight hours out of the twenty-four and 
could easily manufacture all the powder the Navy would 
need were it operated three shifts instead of one. The 
Government plant at Indian Head is now, and has been 
for months, running at its full capacity-—three shifts of 
eight hours each. 

What is to be thought of a member of Congress who 
seeks to secure his point by such flagrant misrepresenta- 
tion before a tribunal where he cannot be met and an- 
swered by those cognizant of the facts? This could not 
be justified were his purpose commendable, but when 
misrepresentation and slander are the weapons used in 
an attempt to disable the public service upon which 
the country depends for its security in the by no means 
remote contingency of war, what is to be said of it?

In a letter to the New York Times Admiral Mahan 
dwells upon the fact that our Monroe Doctrine “has not 
a leg to stand on, except the United States Navy.” Emi- 
nently moral as the Doctrine is, because it makes for the 
peace and independence of all American states, it has 
not behind it a shred of sanction from international law. 


Its assertions are contrary to established international 
practice. It contravenes particular European interests. 
The Admiral suggests that the present feeling in Ger- 
many against Great Britain may be placated by Eng- 
land’s repudiation of the Monroe Doctrine so as to allow 
Germany a free hand on this continent. He says: “Of 
course we Americans do not wish to depend upon any 
other nation for support to our national policies; yet we 
need it, and probably would not receive it, if we relax 
our battleship building. Even the intermission of a single 
year will embarrass the future seriously. Here is the 
place to mention that very recently an article has ap- 
peared in a German magazine, directly assailing the 
Doctrine. If attacked as being without support from in- 
ternational law, and also contrary to German interests, 
there is no reply except an adequate battle fleet. I do 
not for one moment suggest that the motive for the 
present German naval expansion is interference in 
America in support of a defined German policy. But I 
do say that the simple existence of such a fleet as Ger- 
many is now providing places the Monroe Doctrine at 
her mercy; while the completion of the Panama Canal 
will cause her a strong temptation to violate it by ac- 
quiring through purchase or otherwise a_ position or 
positions in the Carribbean Sea such as the two other 
chief naval states, France and Great Britain, possess and 
have possessed since our colonial period.” 











In the recommendations of the Titanic investigating 
committee of the United States Senate are included two 
features of reform to which the ARMy AND NAvy JOUR- 
NAL particularly called attention. One of these is 
the necessity of carrying searchlights on every passenger 
steamship to light up its path, and the other is the need 
of a law making it a punishable offense to fire rockets 


at sea for any other purpose than as a signal of distress. 
We were so strongly impressed with the value of search- 
light illumination of a ship’s path in a zone of danger 
that we sought the opinion of Robert E. Peary, the dis- 
coverer of the North Pole, as to the ability of a search- 
light to “pick up” icebergs at night, and his letter, 
saying that they would be of great assistance, was 
published in our issue of April 27, page 1086. In the 
matter of rocket signals we editorially suggested on May 
11 that there should be an international regulation 
prohibiting the use of rockets at sea except as calls for 
help. It now turns out that the steamship Californian 
was less than twenty miles away from the Titanic when 
the latter was sending up rockets of distress and made 
no response. If rockets had been used for only one 
thing there would have been no excuse for the indiffer- 
ence of Captain Lord, of the Californian, but the practice 
of firing rockets for other purposes than distress signals 
is a strongly extenuating factor in his defense. We 
have been told by a navigating officer who has had much 


experience in handling steam craft that so extensive is 
the code of rocket signals for different purposes that he 
doubts whether more than one or two ship captains leav- 
ing the port of New York really understand the various 
meanings of these rocket signals. Now in the light of 
the Titanic disaster we see that all such signals are 
wrong, almost criminally wrong, and that rockets should 
be reserved for only one thing, to call for aid in dire 
extremity. 
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Capt. Arthur H. Rostron, the able commander of the 
Cunard liner Carpathia, whose quickness of action and 
splendid judgment enabled him to save so many pas- 
sengers when the ill-fated Titanic sank, has received the 
thanks of Congress, which also awarded him a medal 
containing $1,000 worth of gold. A committee of promi- 
nent surviving passengers also honored Captain Rostron 
and the entire ship’s company on May 29, when the 
Carpathia arrived at New York, by presenting medals to 
all. Captain Rostron received a massive silver cup 
and a gold medal. Gold medals also were bestowed on 
his chief officer, his first officer, and his chief engineer, 
and on the Carpathia’s surgeon, purser and chief stew- 
ard. All the junior officers received silver medals, and 
every other man, woman, and boy of the crew that was 
on board when the Carpathia saved the Titanic’s sur- 
vivors received a bronze medal. The medals and the cup 
were bought with a fund subscribed by those who were 
taken out of the Titanic’s boats. In addition to the 
medals given to them, each of those who received one 
will receive an extra month’s pay from the Cunard line. 
Captain Rostron is a modest man who knows a sea- 
man’s duty, and made the largest rescue of human life 
in the annals of disasters at sea. He also had a crew. 
who knew their duties and how to perform them. 





The annual report of the treasurer of the Army and 
Navy Club, New York, shows a total of disbursements 
for the year ending April 30, 1912, of $71.392.74. This 
includes a purchase of five shares Army and Navy Realty 
stock at $180, leaving $71,212.74.

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The German squadron to visit the United States, led 
by the fine warship Moltke, passed the Virginia Capes 
May 30, and dropped anchor in Lynn Haven Bay. The 
German squadron was convoyed in by the Second Torpedo 
Flotilla, under command of Lieut. K. M. Bennett, which 
anchored with the Germans to await the arrival of the 
larger escort ships from Hampton Roads. The Moltke’s 
companion vessels are the cruisers Bremen and Stettin. 
The Germans will, under the escort of American battle- 
ships, proceed to Fort Monroe. From Fort Monroe the 
officers of the German fleet will proceed to Washington. 
Five hundred of the German seamen will be entertained 
in Norfolk. Effort is being made by the sailors of the 
American fleet to arrange a boxing contest between the 
champion middleweight of the German fleet and the 
champion middleweight of the American Navy now here. 
President Taft, Mr. Meyer, Secretary of the Navy, and 
other officials will leave Washington for Hampton Roads 
on board the Mayflower Sunday night, June 2, to receive 
the German squadron. The eo ap with representa- 
tives of the press and others, will accompany the May- 
flower, as will several revenue cutters. The President 
will review the German squadron on Monday, June 3, 
and greet the visiting officers of the German vessels. 
Vessels of the First and Second Divisions of the Atlantic 
Fleet will be in Hampton Roads on Monday, June 3, in 
honor of the visitors. From Hampton Roads the German 
squadron proceeds to New York.

Orders have been prepared by the War Department 
directing that the 2d Cavalry, which is now at sea on 
the way home from the Philippines, due to arrive about 
June 15, and which heretofore was designated for station 
at Fort Meade, N.D., and Fort Snelling, Minn., be 
diverted at San Francisco and sent, as stated in our last 
issue, to take station at Fort Bliss, Texas. Upon arrival 
there of the 2d Cavalry the headquarters and ist 
Squadron of the 4th Cavalry will proceed from Fort 
Bliss to Fort Huachuca, where the entire 4th Cavalry 
will be stationed. Fort Bliss is constructed for one 
battalion of Infantry, and will furnish accommodations 
for one squadron of Cavalry with the headquarters of 
the regiment. ‘The remaining two squadrons of the 
Javalry will be put in camp and quarters hired for the 
officers in the vicinity. Fort Huachuca has accommoda- 
tions for two squadrons; the third squadron will be put 
in camp. The 6th Infantry upon its arrival about June 
15 will be quartered at the existing cantonments on the 
Presidio reservation, San Francisco. The headquarters 
and two battalions of the 9th Infantry will take station 
at Fort Thomas, Ky., and one battalion at Fort Snelling, 
Minn. This provides for all the six regiments of Cavalry 
and Infantry ordered back from the Philippines by reason 
of the establishment of permanent regiments at war 
strength in those islands. . 


President Taft has appointed thirteen young cadets 
at large at the United States Military Academy, and 
they will enter the next class in June. These appoint- 
menis are the result of a competitive examination in 
which fifty candidates took part. There were but thir- 
teen vacancies to be filled. The successful candidates,

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The international shooting contest at Buenos Aires 
ended May 30, Capt. S. W. Wise, of the Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia, finishing with the best score for 
civilians, 283 points. Fernandez, Argentina, was second, 
with 282, and Petit, Argentina, third, 280. A later des- 
patch than that on page 1232 gives the score by which the 
American team won the Pan-American rifle match as 
4,730, as compared with 4,587, for the Argentine team 
which was second. The American team made better 
scores in the match than the candidates did in the try- 
outs at Winthrop. The highest run in the tryout was 
896, while the team in the match averaged 946. It the 
team which goes to the Olympiad makes as good a record 
as the Pan-American champions, it is sure to be among 
the leaders if not the winner. Lieut. Comdr. Harris 
Laning, U.S.N., captain of the Olympic team, according 
to reports received at the Navy Department, is working 
industriously at Annapolis to get the team in condition 
to maintain the prestige of American marksmanship 
abroad in the Olympic matches in Sweden. 
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The presentation of the pennant of the battleship 
Maine to the G.A.R. Memorial Association took place 
Sunday afternoon, May 26, 1912, at three o’clock, in 
Memorial Hall, Chicago, under the auspices of the 
Municipal Council of the United Spanish War Veterans. 
Horatio L. Wait, formerly of the Navy, who was asked 
to speak, took the pennant, which had been rolled up, 
and spread it out, thirty-five feet long, so the vast 
audience who packed the hall could see what it was like, 
and explained the use, significance and etiquette of this 
strip of bunting. He then told them appropriate stories, 
one about a seaman who was blown up, supposed to be 
dead, but taken to the hospital, where he made a wonder- 
ful recovery. Afterward, when asked about his experi- 
ence, he said: “It was my watch below. I was sound 
asleep in my hammock. Then there was a hell of a 


‘noise; then the nurse said, ‘Open your mouth and take 


this.’ ” 
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Three new aeroplanes of the Wright, Curtiss and 
Burgess types have been ordered for the Army by Brig. 
Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer, a Washington 
despatch states. These machines will make the Army 
a rival of the Navy in hydro-aeroplane flying. One 
aeroplane will be stationed for hydro-aeroplane work at 
Washington Barracks on the. Potomac River, and another 
either at the Signal Corps post at Fort Wood, N.Y., 
or at Governors Island. It is proposed to supply coast 
defenses with hydro-aeroplanes for scouting purposes. 
Four old machines in possession of the Signal Corps will 
be fitted with hydraro attachments. Two of these will 
be sent to New York and the other two to barracks in 
W ashington, leaving nine aeroplanes at the College Park, 
Mad., aviation station. 
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The summer course at the Naval War College, New- 
port, R.I., begins June 1, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Beekman Winthrop making the opening speech, 
which will be on the work of the War College. Other 
speakers will be Rear Admiral Hutch I. Cone, U.S.N., 
Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering; Capt. James 
H. Glennon, U.S.N., President of the Special Board of 
the Navy on Ordnance, who will discuss tactics; Major 
Dion Williams, _U.S.M.C., of the Naval Intelligence 
Office, whose topic will be “Advanced Bases”; Professor 
Wilson, of Harvard, who will speak on “International 
Law,” and Professor Miinsterberg, of Harvard, who will 
speak on “Psychology of the Masses.” 








A private view of the moving pictures of the last tar- 
get practice of the Atlantic Fleet were given to Secre- 
tary Meyer and a number of officers on May 29 in one 
of the rooms at the Navy Department for the purpose of 
determining whether there was any objection to the ex- 
hibition of the pictures in public. This is the first time 
that any concern has been allowed to take moving pic- 
tures of the fleet, because some of the officers feared that 
the pictures might reveal work done during battle prac- 
tice which the Department does not think it is wise to 
publish to the world. 
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It is probable that the Navy will begin to recruit the 
4,000 additional men some time in June. Although the 
appropriations for the increase will not be available 
until July, the work of securing the men will be started 
a month earlier. Traveling parties will be sent into 
Virginia and West Virginia in June and possibly into 
some of the northwestern states. Although not definitely 
decided upon, a traveling recruiting party may be sent 
on a trip through Oregon some time in June. At pres- 
ent the Navy is recruited nearly up to its authorized 
strength. 





The Senate May 27 passed the House bill (H.R. 
17029) authorizing the conversion of the regimental 
Army post at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., into a brigade post. 
The only objection to the bill seems to have come from 
Senator Warren, of Wyoming, and when he withdrew 
his objection the bill was promptly passed. The Secre- 
tary of War is authorized to locate the buildings for 
the post at any point in the Chickamauga and Chatta- 
nooga National Military Park.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Brig. Gen. William P. Hall, Adjutant General, U.S.A., 
who retires for age on June 11, 1912, is an officer of 
distinguished service and the holder of a medal of honor 
for gallantry in action near camp on White River, Colo., 
Oct. 20, 1879. On this occasion General Hall, who was 
then a first lieutenant in the 5th U.S. Cavalry, was with 
a reconnoitering party of three men, going to the rescue 
of a brother officer who has been attacked by Indians, 
when he himself was attacked by thirty-five Indians. 
During the engagement General Hall several times ex- 
posed himself to draw the fire of the enemy and locate 
their position, giving his small party opportunity to 
reply with much effect. Lieutenant Weir, Ord. Dept., 
and a scout who accompanied him were both killed by 
the Indians at this time. General Hall from 1869 to 
1887 was almost continually on frontier duty. He was 


born in Missouri June 11, 1848, and was graduated 
from the U.S.M.A. class of 1868, being assigned as a 
second lieutenant to the 19th Infantry. He was assigned 
to the 5th Cavalry in July, 1869, and remained in that 
regiment until promoted major and A.A.G. Nov. 6, 1893. 
He was promoted lieutenant colonel and A.A.G. in 1897, 
colonel and A.A.G. in 1901, brigadier general and A.A.G. 
in 1904, and brigadier general and A.G. March 5, 1907, 
to rank from April 23, 1904. General Hall’s first service 
after graduation was on frontier duty at Batesville, Ark., 
to March 31, 1869. He then went on frontier duty at 
various posts in Kansas, Nebraska, Arizona, Wyoming, 
Dakota and Indian Territory. During this service he 
was engaged in a fight at Whitestone Mountain, Ariz., 
July 13, 1873; was on the Big Horn and Yellowstone 
expedition, June 5 to Nov. 2, 1876, being engaged in 
the action on Indian Creek, Wyo., July 17, and the 
combat of Slim Buttes, Dak., Sept. 9-10, 1876. He was 
a member of the department, division, Army and distin- 
guished marksmen teams between 1879 and 1892, and 
won medals on all these teams with carbine and revolver. 
He was on duty in Washington, San Antonio, Atlanta 
and in Porto Rico from April, 1898, to April, 1900, and 
was subsequently A.G., Department of the Lakes; A.G., 
Philippines Division, and A.G. of the Army. He holds 
medals for Indian wars and Philippine wars awarded by 
the War Department. 


Rear Admiral Sidney A. Staunton, U.S.N., who will 
be retired for age on June 7, 1912, is a native of New 
York, and was appointed to the U.S. Naval Academy 
from West Virginia in September, 1867. He reached 
the grade of midshipman in 1872, ensign in 1872, master 
in 1875, lieutenant in 1881, lieutenant commander in 
1899, commander in 1901, captain in 1906, and rear 
admiral Feb. 20, 1910. He served in the Troquois, of 
the North Atlantic Station; the Congress, Wabash and 
Plymouth, of the European Station, up to April, 1874. 
During the same year he served in the Franklin and 
Sabine and in the Hydrographic Office. He next served 
in the Powhatan, Franklin, Marion and Trenton, and 
from December, 1877, to December, 1879, was at the 
Naval Academy. After serving in the Swatara, on the 
China Station, he was on ordnance duty and in the Office 
of Naval Intelligence. From April, 1885, to August, 
887, he was flag lieutenant of the Pensacola, on the 
European Station. From October, 1887, to October, 
898, he was in the Office of Naval Intelligence, an 
was secretary to the American delegation to the Inter- 
national Maritime Conference; was flag lieutenant of 
the Chicago, of the Squadron of Evolution, and was 
ordnance instructor at the navy yard, Washington, D.C. 
He next served on the Philadelphia, was recorder of the 
Board of Inspection and Survey and then served in 
the Iowa, and during the war with Spain was in the 
cruiser New York. He served with the Isthmian Canal 
Commission, and was assigned to command the Yankton 
in June, 1901. He was subsequently on duty at the 
Naval War College, on duty in connection with the Army 
War College, was in command of the Colorado, and his 
last assignment was as a member of the General Board 
and Joint Board at Washington, D.C. 


Col. William P. Evans, Inf., U.S.A., who was retired 
for disability incident to the Service on May 27, 1912, 
was born in Wisconsin June 23, 1853, and is a graduate 
of the U.S.M.A., class of 1878, when he was promoted 
in the Army second lieutenant, 19th Infantry. In his 
first service after graduation leave he was on frontier 
duty at Fort Dodge, Kas., to Oct. 27, 1879, and then 
served at other posts in Colorado, Texas and Kansas to 
August, 1885, when he went to the U.S.M.A. as assistant 
professor of history, geography, ethics and law to July, 
1887. He subsequently served as regimental Q.M. at 
posts in Texas, and then went to Fort Wayne, Mich., 
and was on duty with Kentucky state troops. e was 
promoted captain, 19th Infantry, in June, 1894. He 
commanded the 3d Battalion of the 19th in the Porto 
Rican campaign in August, 1898, and was in charge of 
the Spanish prisoners of war. He participated in the 
Philippines in campaigns against insurgents, and was 
collector of customs at Cebu. He was promoted major, 
29th Infantry, Feb. 2, 1901, and returned to the United 
States in October of the same year and joined his regi- 
ment. He went to the Philippines again in 1902, and 
was transferred to the 20th Infantry Jan. 3, 1903, and 
returned from the Philippines sick the early part of 
1903, and later joined his regiment at Columbus Bar- 
racks. He was detailed A.A.G. in August, 1903; was 
promoted lieutenant colonel, 11th Infantry, Feb. 17, 1906, 
and colonel of the 25th Infantry March 31, 1910. He 
was transferred to the unassigned list March 11, 1911. 
He was with his regiment in Cuba in 1907, and was 
also assigned a member of the General Staff that year. 

Col. Alexander B. Dyer, 4th Field Art., will be retired 
from active service Sept. 30, 1912, upon his own applica- 
tion, after forty-three years’ service. He will be granted 
leave from June 19 to the date of his retirement. 

Col. John Conklin, Field Art., who in official orders 
from the War Department dated May 17, 1912, was 
announced as retiring from active service on June 1 
1912, has withdrawn his application for retirement, and 
his withdrawal has been approved by the War Depart- 
ment.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Lieut. Col. Ormond M. Lissak, U.S.A., retired, who 
died in the Letterman General Hospital, Presidio of 
San Francisco, Cal., on May 23, 1912, was a well known 
officer of the Army of recognized ability. He was born 
in California Feb. 5, 1861, and after being graduated 
from the U.S.M.A. in 1882 and assigned to the 4th 
Artillery as a second lieutenant he served seven years 
in that branch of the Army. He received his promotion 
as first lieutenant in January, 1889, and the following 
April was transferred to the Ordnance Department. He 
was promoted captain in 1898, major in 1904 and lieu- 
tenant colonel in 1908. He is a graduate of the Artil- 
lery School, and served as professor of ordnance and 
of the science of gunnery at the U.S. Military Academy 
from 1905 until his detail to Cleveland in 1908. _ Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Lissak was appointed chief ordnance 
officer of Volunteers, with the rank of major, in July, 
1898, and accompanied the expedition to Porto Rico, 
He commanded the ordnance depot at Ponce from August 
until December, 1898, and then went to Santiago, Cuba, 
where he commanded the ordnance depot at that place 
until Feb. 28, 1899, also acting as chief ordnance officer 
of the Department of Santiago. From that place Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Lissak went to Havana, where he com- 
manded the ordnance depot, and was also chief ordnance 
officer of the Division of Cuba. He was _hunorably 
discharged from the Volunteer Service in May, 1899. 
Colonel Lissak’s high efficiency was _ testified to by 
Brigadier General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, in the 
course of a hearing before the House Military Committee, 
when he stated that during Colonel Lissak’s tour of duty 
of a few years at Frankford Arsenal he invented no less 
than six machines, which have saved the Government 
or or $30,000 a year every year since. Colonel 

sissak has freely given the fruits of his intellect to the 
service of the Government, although in private life such 
inventive abilities must have made him rich. He is 
also the author of “Ordnance and Gunnery,” which has 
been mostly highly endorsed by ordnance experts both 
in the United States and abroad. The last year of his 
active career he gave to the perfection of a one-pounder 
automatic machine gun and to the completion of a small 
arm, which is said to be vastly superior to any shoulder 
gun now extant in execution. [Ill health interrupted 
the inventive work of Lieutenant Colonel Lissak latterly, 
and he was retired for disability incident to the Service 
Feb. 12, 1910.

Capt. John F. Trout, U.S.A., retired, who died at his

He was out of the Service from 
January, 1869, until March, 1870, when he was ap- 
pointed first lieutenant, being assigned to the 23d In- 
fantry a year later. He was retired in 1883, and was 
advanced to the rank of captain in 1904 for Civil War 
service.

Bleecker, wife of Rear Admiral Bleecker, U.S.N., took 
place at Morristown, N.J., on Saturday, May 25, 1912. 
Mrs. Bleecker died at Morristown of heart failure on 
May 22.

MEMORIAL DAY PARADE, NEW YORK. 


As in other cities and towns throughout the United 
States, Memorial Day was observed in New York city 
by a parade of Civil and Spanish War veterans, Regular 
and state forces, boys’ brigades, etc., when such were 
available, and the graves of the dead were visited and 
decorated by surviving comrades and relatives. In New 
York city the great inroad of death among various posts 
of the Grand Army of the Republic since a year ago 
was most marked, and in the majority of posts but a 
handful of veterans were seen. As Capt. Edwin D. Graff 
in his poem contributed to the program of the day wrote: 


“Yearly their numbers diminish, 
Few are there left in the posts, 
All that remains of great armies, 
All of those once valiant hosts; 
Short tho’ the march, ’tis an effort, 
Life’s now a wearisome load, 
Look, once again they are passing, 
On to the turn of the road.” 


The high humidity of the atmosphere on the morning 
of the parade was uncomfortable and trying to all the 
marchers, and threatened showers thinned the ranks of 
spectators somewhat. All the military organizations 
made a most excellent appearance and all had creditable 
turnouts. For some reason unexplained at this writing, 
although the program called for four companies of the 
U.S. Coast Artillery from Fort Totten, under command 
of Major Joseph Wheeler, jr., all the companies were not 
present, neither were all the Navy men. 

MANHATTAN PARADE. 

The parade in Manhattan was reviewed from the 
stand on Riverside Drive and Eighty-ninth street by 
Hon. George McAneny, president of the borough, his 
special escort being the Old Guard, under command of 
Major Briggs. The Old Guardsmen lined up on the east 
side of the drive opposite the stand and blocked the view 
of the spectators behind them. The Veteran Corps of 
Artillery was the special guard of honor to the review- 
ing officer, and lined up in front of the stand on the west 
side of the drive. There being more interval kept be- 
tween the men, spectators on the stand had little, if any,

THE RECENT HORSE RACES. 

Officers who participated in the races in the recent 
steeplechase and service races are receiving flattering 
praise from civilian horsemen. Horsemen are expressing 
their surprise at the wonderful improvement in the 
riding of Army officers that has taken place in the past 
two years. In speaking of the race at Benning on May 
18 Redmond C. Stuart, the distinguished horseman of 
Baltimore, said: “The riding of the Army officers was 
as good as the riding of the best amateurs that one sees, 
especially in the steeplechase between Knight of Elway 
and Miss Hynes. I doubt whether professionals could 
have fought it out from beginning to end with more skill 
than the two officers on these horses. This was par- 
ticularly noticeable to me as only two years ago the 
riding of the Army officers at Pimlico was very much 
worse than that of the mediocre amateur. As to the 
Army contest, of the seventeen or eighteen that started 
six or seven had perfect scores, and all had over ninety- 
three per cent. Each officer finished with his horse going 
sound, and practically all finished in one hour and thirty 
minutes over a course which was over fourteen miles in 
length, with two miles of unusually heavy and marshy 
going, a difficult slide down a bank, and ‘in and out,’ 
which required a‘ clever and well schooled horse. I do 
not believe that eighteen picked hunting men of any 
club could have made a better or more workmanlike 
performance, and I confess that I was surprised to see 
all the men do so remarkably well. There was not one 
refusal over any of the last four jumps, and not one 
horse made a bad blunder. This strikes me as unusual 
and remarkable. In short. I think all of you who have 
worked for improvement in the character of the 
riding of the officers in the U.S. Army and in the 
character of the charger should be immensely gratified. 
It secrns to me that next year the course should be 
made slightly more difficult, and that you should have 
an under limit to the time taken as well as an outside 
limit. ‘The only change in the course that I would 
suggest is one more difficult and stiff jump at the end.” 

It does not seem to have been noticed that in the 
service test ride conducted at Benning racetrack, at 
Washington, on May 18, one of the contestants who 
came out with honor was a Navy officer, Ensign James 
Parker, U.S.N., who rode with the officers of the 11th 
Cavalry. In a report made of this ride by Capt. George 
Vidmer, in charge of the 11th Cavalry detachment of 
men and horses, Captain Vidmer says: “Lieutenant 
Parker, riding one of the horses of the regiment, of 
which his father is colonel, must be especially commended 
in making a clean ride, showing a splendid knowledge of 
handling horses and in bringing his horse in in excellent 
condition.” Ensign Parker’s time in covering the steeple- 
chase course of fifteen and a half miles was one hour 
and ten minutes. In this connection a Cavalry officer 
suggests that equitation be taught at the Naval Academy. 
While such training is shown not to have been necessary 
in Ensign Parker’s case, the fact remains that such an 
accomplishment would be exceedingly useful when on 
shore, either on or off duty,-to our naval officers. 

An unusually large number of spectators attended the 
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horse races of Maryland United Hunts meet at Pimlico, 
., May 30, among which were many from the Army 
circles in Washington, to witness the Officers’ Inter. 
national Army Service Steeplechase. In this event 
O. K., owned and admirably ridden by Lieut. C. K, 
Rockwell, Corps of Engrs., scored a rather easy victory, 
Jumping into the lead at the last turn of the field, O. K, 
drew away from the bunch apparently without much 
effort, and was only Gelling at the end. Lieut. J. 4, 
Dickey’s Knight of Elway raced home second, while 
Grayfields, with Lieut. George S. Patton, jr., 15th Cay, 
in the saddle, galloped home lengths in front of St. Angelo 
in time to take the show money. Going over the second 
jump on the back stretch, the second time around the 
course, a stirrup on the saddle of Kyrat, ridden by Lieut, 
A. K. Lyman, Corps of Engrs., broke, pitching the 
rider beneath the animal’s heels. Lieutenant Lyman 
sustained a deep gash over his left eye and was stunned 
for a time, but was able to leave the course unassisted, 
The race would have been more hotly contested but for 
Knight of Elway, the favorite in the betting, hitting the 
fifth jump, causing him to lose much ground. As it 
was, the Knight made a courageous finish, beating out 
Grayfields for the place. The summary of the event 
follows: Two miles. O. K., 165 lbs. (Lieutenant Rock. 
well), 4 to 1 and even, first; Knight of Elway, 174 
(Lieutenant Dickey), 4 to 5 and 1 to 3, second; Gray. 
fields, 162 (Lieutenant Patton), 15 to 1 and 5 to 1, 
third. Time, 4:24. St. Angelo also ran; Kyrat lost 
rider. The Decoration Day Steeplechase was won by 
Malaga, a 10 to 1 shot, in a handy manner. Lieut. R, 
G. Alexander’s Miss Hynes was second. 
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SPECIAL AND EXTRA DUTY. 


In rejecting a claim for extra duty pay the Comptroller 
quotes the following statement of the distinction between 
special and extra duty found in an opinion rendered by 
the Judge Advocate General of the Army Dec. 2, 1908: 

“The distinction between ‘extra’ and ‘special’ duty is 
as old as the Military Establishment. The law has 
always provided rations, fuel, clothing, and_ barrack 
accommodation to enlisted men, but it has never made 
specific provision for preparing and serving the food, 
cutting and handling the fuel, caring for the stoves and 
heating and lighting apparatus, altering and repairing 
uniforms, or for the police and security of the squad 
rooms, or for keeping the company records, rosters, and 
books. It is assumed that all these services, being for 
the benefit of the enlisted men, will be rendered by the 
enlisted men themselves. * * * 

“The term ‘special duty’ has always been applied to 
the services above described which are rendered by en- 
listed men in connection with the interior administration 
of companies and other organizations. This, for the 
reason above stated, that they relate solely to the com- 
fort and convenience of the men themselves and the safety 
of the public property pertaining to the company, together 
with the private property belonging to the enlisted men 
who constitute its membership. The cooking of food, 
the preparation and serving of rations, the police of the 
kitchen and dining room, the preparation of reports and 
returns and the keeping of company book, the cleaning, 
heating, and the maintenance of order in the squad 
rooms, the care of the gun racks and other public 
property, the police of the stables, the feeding of the 
animals, etc., are among the services rendered by enlisted 
men which fall under the general term and description 
of ‘special duty.’ Each man is expected to attend to 
these duties himself or to contribute by his labor to their 
complete performance, but the experience of more fhan 
a century has been that the several duties above described 
are of such a character that they can be performed to 
better advantage by one or several men detailed for that 
purpose from time to time than by the entire membership 
of the company. No pay is due, for the reasons above 
stated. The services pertain to the company and are 
rendered by the enlisted men as an incident of their 
enlistment contracts. Consideration for the service ren- 
dered takes the form of excusing those who perform 
special duty from a portion of the guard duty, driil, 
fatigue, or detached service that is required by regula- 
tions and existing orders, the principle being that if one 
man cooks for the company, cares for the squad room, 
acts as company clerk or as room or stable orderly, \his 
comrades do his duty for him in consideration of the 
benefit which the entire membership of the company 
derives from the service rendered by the individual.”

FINANCIAL ACCOMMODATIONS 


On short notice to Army Officers 
anywhere, active or retired. 
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There will be no change in the cruise of the midship- 
men this year resulting from the sending of the ships 
to Cuba. If the fleet does not return to Annapolis in 
time to take on the midshipmen after graduation exer- 
cises the cadets will be sent to Cuban waters and will 
be distributed among the ships. The vessel to take the 
midshipmen of the fleet will be the U.S.S. San Fran- 
cisco, and while the date of departure is not yet settled 
the midshipmen will probably board the San Francisco 
at Annapolis on June 10. The vessel is a mine layer 
and is at the Norfolk Navy Yard, Comdr. W. H. G. 
Bullard, U.S.N., commanding. 
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It is estimated that there will be about three hundred 
vacancies in the Army when this year’s class from West 
Point is commissioned. Although this year’s class of 
ninety-five is exceptionally large, there will still remain 
about 140 vacancies after all who have passed examina- 
tions have been commissioned. There will be another 
examination for civilians in September of 1912, and 
possibly a second in January of 1913. The result of 
these two examinations and the examination of enlisted 
men are not likely to furnish candidates for all the

is expected that there will be at least fifty or sixty 
vacancies to be filled by the next class in addition to 
those that result from deaths, retirements and resigna- 
tions. As a consequence, the vacancies created by the 
last Army Personnel bill will be distributed over three 
years. 
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Although the President has not decided whom he will 
appoint to fill the rank of major general and three 
vacancies in the rank of brigadier general of the Army, 
he indicated a disposition on May 31 to nominate 
Brig. Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon to be major general and 
Cols. George F. Chase and E. J. McClernand to fill the 
brigadier general vacancies temporarily. General HKd- 
wards will be given a commission of brigadier general 
in the line. It appears to be generally assumed that Brig. 
Gen. J. B. Aleshire’s able administration of the affairs 
of the Quartermaster’s Department of the Army will 
secure for him the appointment of Major General as the 
head of the consolidated department to be known as the 
Quartermaster Corps. The choice lies between General 
Aleshire and Brig. Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, Commissary 
General. General Sharpe has the advantage by two 
years seniority, and the President, who is disposed to 
give weight to this consideration, has been greatly im- 
pressed by the results of General Sharpe’s energetic and 
methodical work in increasing the efficiency of his de- 
partment which Mr. Taft believes to be equal to that of 
any other subsistence department in the world, a care- 
ful study of the system of foreign armies having en-

abled General Sharpe to introduce the most modern 
methods of feeding an army. 
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THE CHIEF OF GENERAL STAFF. 


Commenting upon the proviso inserted in the Army 
Appropriation bill while in conference legislating Major 
Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., out of his office as Chief of 
the General Staff, the Secretary of War says: “What 
I am concerned with primarily is the effect of such 
legislation upon the Service. Personal legislation—the 
attempt by legislation to affect the status of individual 
officers for good or ill—has been the bane of the Ameri- 
can Army. In the present proposition the evil is 
exhibited in its most exaggerated form, and I doubt if 
the American people have any great sympathy for an 
attack upon a capable officer who served his country well 
in Cuba and in the Philippines, and who is serving it 
with energy and efficiency as Chief of Staff.” 

That the proviso is aimed at General Wood is inferred 
from the fact that, with the exception of General 
Funston, it affects no other one of the general officers of 
the line. Of the staff the following general officers 
would be ciphered out: Generals Sharpe, Torney, Bixby 
and Crozier. In the beginning the rule of seniority was 
followed in selecting a Chief of the General Staff, and 
Lieutenants General Young and Chaffee followed in 
succession. When Chaffee was retired Lieutenant Gen- 
eral MacArthur. who would have made an excellent 
chief, was passed over for some reason, and J. Franklin 
Bell, then the senior brigadier general, was chosen. 
Following General Bell the rule of seniority seems to 
have again asserted itself, and Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood was appointed Chief of Staff. Whatever may be 
his deficiency in the matter of service with troops, he is 
certainly a man of fine administrative ability and has 
broad views concerning the creation of a defensive force 
for the United States, in which he has the sympathy of 
the Secretary of War and the President. The argument 
in favor of the requirement of line service for the Chief 
of Staff has much to commend it as applied to future 
appointees, but its application to the present incumbent 
under existing conditions gives color to the claim that 
it is prompted by personal hostility, as the Secretary of 
War suggests. If General Wood has no other claim 
upon Army gratitude, he is certainly entitled to the 
thanks of the Army for putting an end to the influence 
of General Ainsworth, which was too strictly personal 
in its purpose to benefit the Service. Personal legislation 
has been, as Mr. Stimson suggests, the bane of the Army. 
It is sad to think that the suggestion of it usually 
originates in the Service itself, even the pernicious 
proposition to abolish five regiments of Cavalry being 
credited to this source. 

It will be observed that the conferees on the Army 
bill reduced the number of officers of the General Staff 
nearly one-half, from forty-seven to twenty-seven. This 
indicates a hostility not merely to the Chief, but to the 
Corps itself. It has long been obvious that the activities 
in the Corps had created some friction in the Service, 
and this appears to have extended to Congress. There 
is a feeling in the Service that the idealists and the 
theorists have had their way with too little regard for 
the fact that the Congressman is an important factor in 
Army reform. The War Department appears to have 
enacted the role of the blind Samson, who pulled down 
the walls of the temple upon his head. In seeking to 
destroy the system of useless Army posts they are in 
danger of falling under the ruins. It is most unfortunate 
that such good friends of the Army as Senators Warren 
and du Pont should be placed in an attitude of hostility 
toward it. However important a reform may seem to be, 
it is not wise to undertake it without the concurrence 
of those in the two Houses of Congress who must be 
depended upon for support of Army measures. Much was 
obtained for the Army from 1903 to 1910 by the cordial 
co-operation of the Service committees with the War 
Department, and even the members of the opposition 
whose political position compelled them to vote against 
Army measures did so in no unfriendly spirit. The 
intrusion of the personality of the late Adjutant General 
into the discussion of Army measures has been most 
unfortunate, but it is difficult to see how it could have 
been avoided. 

The abolishment of the Army War College is one of 
the possible outgrowths of the passage of the Army 
Appropriation bill in the form in which it came from 
the conference committee. With the present strength 
of the General Staff it is almost impossible to provide 
for the necessary details to the college. The reduction 
in the General Staff provided for in the bill will, to say 
the least, greatly cripple this institution. The progress 


of the business of the Army in the War Department 
will also be seriously hampered by the reduction in the 
General Staff. With its present strength it is necessary 
for its members to take work home at night. No other 
officers in the Army are busier than the members of the 
General Staff, and a reduction in their numbers at this 
time, when an effort is being made to reorganize the 
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Army, will. seriously check the progress of bringing the 
Army up to date. 

The New York Times is correct in saying “General 
Wood is to be punished because he manfully opposed 
preposterous measures of Army reform projected by 
Representative Hay, of Virginia, and countenanced by 
Major Gen. F. C. Ainsworth, whose retirement from the 
post of Adjutant General was indirectly due to General 
Wood’s useful activity in this matter. Obviously,” adds 
the Times, “this sort of legislation cannot be countenanced 
py the people of the United States unless they are willing 
to have their Army demoralized altogether.” 
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DEMOCRATS IN DEFENSE OF OUR NAVY. 


Friends of the Navy and national defense should 
congratulate themselves that in the House of Repre- 
sentatives there is a former naval officer who is thor- 
oughly competent to meet all the criticisms of the Navy 
from the viewpoint of the actual fighting man. We 
refer to Richmond Pearson Hobson, whose mastery over 
the civilian critics of the Navy was splendidly and 
effectually shown in his speech on May 23 in reply to 
certain Congressmen who, with the usual lack of knowl- 
edge of things military or naval, had sought to depreciate 
the work of our warships in the Spanish War. Mr. 
Hobson waited till they had all exhibited their large 
stock of misinformation, and then with the accuracy of 
one of Dewey’s broadsides at the battle of Manila Bay 
he opened upon Mr. Slayden and other gentlemen who 
had gone out of their way to make light of the Navy’s 
service in 1898, proving as a naval officer can that it 
was not superiority of ships and armament that won 
for us the sea victories of the Spanish War, but the 
work of the men behind the guns. A simple presentation 
of the facts as to the power of the Spanish ships and 
that of the American vessels was enough to confound 
utterly the detractors of our splendid Navy. No one 
can suecessfully challenge Mr. Hobson’s record in that 
war, nor his ability to pass judgment upon the fighting 
capacity of our ships of that time. 

The Baltimore Sun, an influential Democratic paper, 
says concerning the omission of battleships from the 
Navy bill: “That the action of the Democratic caucus 
in halting the program of naval development this year 
was ill-advised must be clear by this time to everyone. 
Expert opinion, as well as the common sense of the 
country, has pronounced it a mistake. Conditions in 
Cuba, the situation in Mexico, the perennial unrest in 
South American countries, our possessions in the Philip- 
pines, all involving possible international complications, 
warn us that we must be prepared to meet other nations 
on equal terms on the sea should we, unfortunately, be 
forced to defend either our territory or our policies. One 
of the reasons why the Democratic party has been dis- 
trusted in the past has been the fear of the substantial 
people of the country that the Army and Navy were not 
safe in their keeping. That fear was strengthened by 
a movement in this Congress to reduce the Army by 
disbanding one-third of the Cavalry strength, and then, 
after voting $75,000,000 for additional Civil War pen- 
sions, to reduce the meager pay of Army and Navy 
officers on the active list. Nothing was regarded as more 
creditable in the Cleveland administration than the up- 
building of the Navy, which was begun by him and his 
Secretary, Mr. Whitney. But for the increase in the 
fighting strength of the Navy begun in Mr. Cleveland’s 
first administration and continued in the second, the 
United States would have been helpless in the war with 
Spain.” 

Discussing the relation of a navy to our position if 
we intend to be a world Power, the Baltimore Sun says: 
“The question for the Democratic party to decide is 
whether it is advisable for the United States to maintain 
a navy or not. Unless the Navy is sufficiently strong to 
contend with other sea Powers it is of no use, and the 
millions now spent on it had better be saved. It is 
for the Democratic party in the House to decide whether 
the Monroe Doctrine is worth keeping. For without a 
navy to enforce it it is worth nothing. If Japan should 
a few years hence determine to establish a naval base 
on the west coast of Mexico, the United States would, 
if this hold-up policy is to continue, be powerless and 
helpless to prevent it. If some European nation would 
decide to seize territory on the eastern coast of South 
America the United States would be helpless to prevent 
it. he Democratic House of Representatives is assum- 
ing a heavy responsibility. There is still time to rectify 
this blunder.’ The Sun has not put the case precisely 
as we should put it to make the folly of the policy of 
unwise economy stand out in all its baldness of stupidity. 
We might be powerless to prevent those foreign nations 
from doing all that, but the American people could not 
be made to believe it. Realizing our size and commercial 
power, our people would probably, without doubt, be just 
as cocky without a navy as with one; indeed, the chances 
are that it would be more so, and would be ready to go 
to war utterly oblivious of its unpreparedness. If our 
powerlessness could only be brought home to the Ameri- 
cans at such a crisis there might be no war, but rather 
a2 tame abandonment of the Monroe Doctrine and con- 
tinued peace, ‘Then there would be no war expenditures 
and the wisdom of not spending any money on battle- 
ships could be easily proved by our “peace” friends, 
who could show how a little humility on our part, a 
surrender of the Monroe Doctrine, and a few other 
timely concessions had averted war and saved the coun- 
try from the great cost of a conflict. What if there were 
a foreign nation on each coast, with other nations pre- 
paring to follow their example and reduce all the Cent al 
and South American republics to the position of colonial 
dependencies? What would such eventualities count 
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for weighed against the avoidance of war? But just 
the opposite would be the result. The Americans, un- 
prepared but unwilling to see their honor mocked, would 
plunge into war, and then would ensue a long and 
sanguinary contest in which we should seek to make up 
in feverish preparations after the opening of hostilities 
what required years to perfect. If successful we should 
have to add to the enormous total of expenditures a long 
pension roll that might prove to be greater than that 
of the Civil War. Indeed, if we were not successful, 
but, like France in 1870, have to pay a huge indemnity, 
would we not have a pension list to take care of or 
would we lay down the rule that only when successful 
would the Republic compensate its defenders? 
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THE MANEUVER CAMPAIGN. 


Arrangements for the maneuver campaign in the 
vicinity of Fort Leavenworth, Kas., being made under 
the direction of the commanding general of the Central 
Division, Brig. Gen. R. D. Potts, U.S.A., are: nearing 
completion. The tentative plan of campaign concentrates 
the opposing forces at Lawrence and Olathe, Kas., about 
thirty miles apart. The Red Force, which is to concen- 
trate at Lawrence, will consist of the entire Kansas 
National Guard, two regiments of Infantry and a battery 
of Artillery; a regiment of Militia Infantry from Okla- 
homa, and Field Artillery, Cavalry, Signal Corps troops 
and Medical troops from the Regular. garrisons of Fort 
Riley and Fort Leavenworth. The Blue Force, whicb 
is to concentrate at Olathe, Kas., will consist of a 
regiment of Militia from Missouri, the Tth U.S. Infantry 
from Fort Leavenworth, the battalion of Engineers from 
Fort Leavenworth, and Artillery, Cavalry, Signal Corps 
troops and sanitary troops from the Regular garrisons 
of Fort Riley and Fort Leavenworth. ‘This will make 
about a brigade of Infantry on each side, reinforced 
strongly with Cavalry, Field Artillery and other auxiliary 
troops. As the plans are being worked out they contem- 
plate maneuvering over quite a large area in this portion 
of Kansas. Officers are now engaged in going over the 
country to be maneuvered over making a thorough ex- 
amination of it for the purpose of determining the 
manner in which the maneuvers should be conducted in 
order to make them as interesting as possible and afford 
the maximum amount of instruction in all field work. 
Camp sites are being selected. 

It is not possible to go into the plans in detail without 
revealing secrets and robbing the maneuvers of much 
of their interest for the opposing forces, but it may be 
stated with certainty that many surprises and most 
interesting situations are in store for the opposing com- 
manders. The Militia troops designed to take part in 
this campaign are enthusiastic over the prospect of 
getting service of the kind they would have in the event 
of real war. The campaign enables the two large garri- 
sons of Fort Riley and Fort Leavenworth to participate 
in an important maneuver campaign without any great 
expense, since they will be able to march to the points 
of concentration from their home stations, and while in 
the field there will be little or no more expense than 
if they were in garrison. The troops stationed at these 
two posts are the 13th Cavalry, one squadron of the 
15th Cavalry, the 6th Field Artillery, the 7th Infantry, 
one battalion of Engineers, one company of the Signal 
Corps, one ambulance company and one field hospital. 

The intention of the War Department to make the 
joint exercises of the Regular Army and Organized 
Militia during the coming summer of such a character 
that the Militia may be prepared for the duties they 
would be called upon to perform on very short notice 
in the event of war is revealed in a recent letter of 
instructions which has been sent to division commanders. 

Mere spectacular exhibitions are prohibited and formal 
ceremonies are to be reduced to a minimum. The respon- 
sibility for preparing the proper program of instructions 
for the various maneuver camps rests with the division 
commander, who will vary the programs in the different 
camps to fit the needs of the organizations concerned. 
The Militia is to be afforded opportunity for sufficient 
drills to attain the necessary cohesion for tactical exer- 
cises, but as a rule instruction pertaining strictly to 
armory training is not to be given. Guard duty is to be 
limited to that necessary for the security of property, 
and it will not be a special form of instructicp for these 
camps. The maximum of instruction for Infantry or- 
ganizations in the combat exercises of the Drill Regula- 
tions of 1911 is to be made a special feature of the 
camps this year. Opportunity will be afforded the 
Militia, either by themselves or incident to the combined 
exercises with the Regular Army, to make a short march 
under service conditions, followed by a field camp and, 
if practicable, bivouacs including the preparation of the 
field ration. In view of the fact that the annual encamp- 
ment of the Organized Militia is often the only opportu- 
nity afforded for drills and exercises of larger units than 
a company, ample opportunity is to be afforded for this 
class of instruction. 

The general idea in all this is based on a few essential 
points, namely, the Militia is assembled with the Regular 
Army only for short periods every other year, and then 
at great expense. In the event of war it would have to 
take the field on very short notice. At its home stations 
it has little or no opportunity to learn the duties of a 
soldier in the field in active campaign against an enemy, 
These being the conditions, it is essential that practically 
all of the time of the Militia in these joint exercises 
should be devoted to learning the duties of a soldier in 
campaign, which cannot be taught at the home stations, 
and practically no time should be spent on teaching those 
things which may be taught as well or better in the 
armory or elsewhere at the home stations.

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


If the conferees’ report on the Army Appropriation 
bill is approved in its present form no end of confusidn 
will take place when an attempt is made to consolidate 
the three supply departments within sixty days, as is 
provided for in the bill. As has been previously men- 
tioned in the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, the work of 
consolidating these departments is a task which should 
require something like a year or six months. It will 
be impossible to reach some of the Army posts with the 
required forms within sixty days after they are sent 
out from the War Department. Then it will be neces- 
sary to make a number of important changes in the 
Army Regulations and the manuals of the three depart- 
ments must be revised. Just how all this work can be 
done in sixty days officers in the Department are unable 
to see. It is feared that the hasty work required by 
the bill in its present form may discredit the scheme of 
consolidation. When Congress convenes again in Decem- 
ber it is possible that there may be so much confusion 
in the Department that an effort will be made to undo 
the work of this session, if the bill passes in its present 
form. 

Officers in the Subsistence Department are far from 
being satisfied with the plans for consolidating the per- 
sonnel of the three supply departments. There is also 
said to be considerable dissatisfaction in the Pay Depart- 
ment. As an illustration of the injustice of the scheme 
of consolidation the case of Lieut. Col. David IL, 
Brainard, Subsistence Department, is cited. Colonel 
Brainard is due for promotion, under the present organi- 
zation, in September, But under the provisions of the 
bill in its present form no vacancy is provided for him 
until 1917. In other words, his promotion will be post- 
poned five years as the result of the consolidation. 

An effort will be made June 3 to report out from the 
House Committee on Military Affairs and pass the bill 
submitted by Judge Advocate General Crowder for the 
codification of the Articles of War. While there has 
been much academic discussion in the House Commit- 
tee by the lawyers, the committee has about reached the 
conclusion that if it starts to make any important 
changes it will be an almost endless task to revise the 
work that has been done by the Judge Advocate General. 
Five or six years ago Congress appointed a special 
commission to codify the Federal Statutes. After two 
years of hard work the distinguished lawyers who com- 
posed the commission reported to Congress. A joint 
committee of the Senate and House was appointed to 
review the work of the commission. The joint commit- 
tee started in to make a number of changes in the com- 
mission’s codification, and as a result the entire work 
of codifying the Federal Statutes was reopened. Al- 
though the joint committee has been at the work for 
over two years it has not reported on all the subjects. 
To avoid such a complication, a number of the mem- 
bers of the House Committee will urge on June 3 that 
the bill be reported out practically as submitted by the 
Judge Advocate General. 

After being in session for three days and holding three 
or four conferences with Secretary of War Stimson, the 
legislative committee of the National Guard endorsed 
the Militia Pay bill as it has been submitted by the War 
Department to the House Committee on Military Affairs. 
The bill now has the recommendation of the National 
Militia Board and the personal approval of the com- 
manding officers of organized Militia of the larger 
states. With the War Department and the state authori- 
ties acting in harmony there is now no longer any dis- 
cordant element among those who are interested in 
Militia pay legislation. Assurances have been received 
from the House Committee on Military Affairs that the 
bill will be reported before the adjournment. Though 
it is not expected that the bill will pass this session it 
will be a decided step in advance to have it on the 
calendar when Congress convenes next winter. 

The interest of the country in the maintenance of an 
adequate Navy is being indicated by the great volume of 
petitions that is flowing in on the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs. On May 29 the number of petitions 
in which Congress is asked to authorize not less than 
one battleship, and in some cases four, had passed the 
five hundred mark, These petitions came from almost 
every state in the Union, and contain, it is estimated, 
over ten thousand names. The signers are of both 
political parties and are among the most prominent 
business men and professional men of the country. This 
expression of sentiment is having an appreciable effect 
upon the members of the Naval Affairs Committee, and 
will have much to do with strengthening the forces of 
the advocates in Congress of an adequate Navy. 

Hearings on the Naval Personnel bill will be resumed 
by the House Naval Committee about June 3, when 
Chairman Padgett will return from a trip to Tennessee 
where he is attending the county convention in his dis- 
trict. It is understood that the bureau chiefs and a 
number of staff officers will be asked to testify before 
the committee. It is planned by the Naval Committee 
to get the Personnel bill in shape this session so that it 
can be reported early in the next session. 

That the Marine Corps is a popular organization in 
the House of Representatives was indicated by the 
manner in which the items of the Appropriation bill 
relative to it went through on May 28. Representative 
Good, of Iowa, started to raise a point of order on one 
Marine Corps item, but quickly withdrew it. Provisions 
carrying thirteen additional officers, an increase of 400 
in the enlisted strength, an appropriation of $75,000 for 
the Philadelphia barracks, and $7,000 for @ rifle range 
at Bremerton, Wash., were adopted without the least. 
objection. : 
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HOUSE PASSES NAVY BILL. 


Voting 125 to 80 against authorization of two battle- 
ships and 140 to 106 against provision for even one, 
the House on May 28 passed the Naval Appropriation 
bill, carrying a total appropriation of $119,000,000, and 
in which the new construction authorized is as follows: 

Two fuel ships to cost $1,140,000 each, exclusive of 
armor and srmament. 

Six torpedoboat destroyers to cost $940,000 each, ex- 
clusive of armor and armament. 

One tender to destroyers to cost $1,315,000, exclusive 
of armor and armament. 

Four submarine torpedoboats to cost tn the aggregate 
$2,240,000, of which $800,000 is appropriated this year. 

One submarine tender to cost $1,000,000, of which 
$400,000 is appropriated this year. 

The other naval increase appropriations carried in 
the bill are: ‘ 

$8,946,205 toward hulls, outfits and machinery of 
vessels authorized during this year and previous years. 

$921,647 toward submarines authorized last year. 
$581,32L toward colliers previously authorized. 
$325,000 for equipment of vessels in the naval program. 
$5,265,000 for armor and armament of vessels in the 
naval program. =r : ’ 2 

This makes a total of $16,839,373 which this year’s 
bill, as passed by the House, carries in actual appro- 
priations for naval increase. ¥ $ 

Representatives Fitzgerald and Redfield, of New York, 
made a winning fight for the construction of some of 
the ships proposed by this year’s bill in government navy 
yards. As reported from the committee the measure did 
not require any of the units to be constructed in govern- 
ment yards. : 

An appropriation of $160,000 made in the Naval 
Appropriation Act of May 4, 1898, during the progress 
of the war with Spain, for the construction of a gunboat 
to be used on the Great Lakes, had never been expended 
because of the old treaty with Great Britain relative 
to the maintenance of armed vessels above a certain size 
on the lakes. Chairman Padgett told the House that this 
money had never been used, and was still in the Treasury 
to the credit of the Navy Department. He explained 
that it was the purpose at the time the money was 
authorized to spend it in building a gunboat to take the 
place of the old Wolverine, which has been in service on 
the lakes many years. 5 

An amendment authorizing such use of this money was 
adopted by the House. The House _also adopted an 
amendment offered by Representative Knowland, of Cali- 
fornia, providing that any of the vessels authorized in 
this year’s bill, except submarines, may be built in 
government yards should it appear that there is collu- 
sion among bidders or that they have entered into any 
agreement or combination to deprive the Government of 
fair, open and unrestricted competition. 


PROVISIONS ADOPTED. 


Among the provisions adopted are the following: 

The grades of the active list of the Pay Corps of the Navy 
are hereby increased by 10 additional paymasters, in all 
86 paymasters and by 20 additional passed assistant and as- 
sistant paymasters, in all 116 passed assistant and assist- 
ant paymasters: Provided, That the total increase of the Pay 
Corps of the Navy shall not exceed 20 during the first fiscal 
year. ; - 

That hereafter any officer retired under the provisions of 
Secs. 8 and 9 of the Act of March 3, 1899 [Personnel] shall 
be retired with the rank and three-fourths the sea pay of the 
srade from which he is retired. 

The amendment relating to the six months’ death benefit 
as heretofore reported, making the amount payable to the 
widow or children or, lacking such, to previously designated 

erson. ; . 
” The number of enlisted men in the Navy provided for in 
the bill is 48,000; and for the Marine Corps the following 
additions are made: One major, four captains, four first lieu- 
tenants, and four second lieutenants, four sergeants major, 
four quartermaster sergeants, twelve first sergeants, four 
gunnery sergeants, eighteen sergeants, thirty-five corporals, 
four drummers, four trumpeters, and 315 privates. 

The House repealed that portion of the act entitled 
“An act making appropriations for the naval service 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1911, and for other 
purposes,” approved June 24, 1910, which reads as 
follows: 

The pay and allowances of chiefs of bureaus of the Navy 
Department shall be the highest shore-duty pay and allow- 
ances of the rear admiral of the lower nine, and all officers 
of the Navy who are now serving or who shall hereafter 
serve as chief of bureau in the Navy Department, and are 
eligible for retirement after 30 years’ service, shall have, 
while on the active list, the rank title, and emoluments of & 
chief of bureau, in the same manner as is already provided 
by statute law for such officers upon retirement by reason 
of age or length of service, and such officers, after 30 years 
service, shall be entitled to and shall receive new commis- 
sions in accordance with the rank and title hereby conferred. 

The following provisos were adopted: 

Authorizing payment to enlisted men of amount of deposit 
stolen by Pay Clerk Lee. 

Provided, That authority is hereby granted to employ the 
services of an advertising agent in advertising for recruits 
under such terms and conditions as are most advantageous to 
the Government. 

Transferring land at Arlington, Va., from the War Depart- 
ment to the Navy Department for a wireless station. 

Provided, That the gunnery sergeants of the Marine Corps 
shall hereafter receive the same pay and be enlisted to the 
allowances, rank, continuous service pay, and retired pay of 
a first sergeant in said corps. ee 

Provided, That no part of this appropriation be expended 
for foreign coal to be used by the Marine Corps on the Pacific 
coast of the United States. But in purchasing such articles 
preference shall be given to those produced in the United 
States, which can be procured at the same price and quality: 


Provided, That the coal shall be mined by labor that is em- - 


ployed at not exceeding eight hours per day. : 

That a Medical Reserve Corps, to be a constituent part of 
the Medical Department of the Navy, is hereby established 
under the same provisions, in all respects (except as may be 
necessary to adapt the said provisions to the Navy), as those 
providing a Medical Reserve Corps for the Army, and as set 
forth in the act to increase the efficiency of the Medical De- 
partment of the United States Army, approved April 23, 1908. 

The Dental Corps bill, S. 290, as printed on page 1022, our 
issue April 13, is adopted as a part of the Naval bill, with 
an amendment providing ‘‘that all original appointees herein 
authorized shall be made by the Secretary of the Navy in the 
grade of acting assistant dental surgeon, and all appointees 
to such grade shall be citizens of the United States not over 
27 years of age.’’ 

PROVISIONS STRICKEN OUT. 

Paragraphs stricken out on point of order included 
these : 

(1) Directing the Auditor of the Navy Department to allow 
payments to hospital stewards who were granted permanent 
appointments May 13, 1908. 

(2) That all officers who, since March 3, 1899, have been 
advanced or may hereafter be advanced in grade or rank 
pursuant to law shall be allowed pay and allowances of the 
higher ranks from dates of commission. 
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(3) Providing for creation of rank of admiral and vice 
admiral. 

(4) Appropriating for salaries of the clerical force and 
office expenses of Naval Militia in the Navy Department. 

(5) Appropriating $400,000 for Panama wireless plant. 

(6) Grading and paving of streets at Key West Naval 
Station. 

(7) To authorize transfer of unused appropriation from 
Pensacola to Key West. 

The Secretary of the Navy is requested to consider the 
advisability of a permanent policy of stationing torpedoboats 
and submarines at or near the mouth of the Mississippi River 
and the United States seaports of the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Pacific coast as the proper naval defense thereof. 

The House struck out the paragraph to authorize 
abandonment of naval reservations at San Juan and 
Culebra, P.R.; Port Royal, 8.C.; New London, Conn., 
and Sacket Harbor, N.Y. 





DEBATE ON NAVY BIL, 


We published last week, page 1216, a report of the 
debate on the Naval Appropriation bill in the House 
May 23. Mr. Bartholdt, who ignored the bill, launched 
out upon his favorite theme of international arbitration, 
with the following by way of introduction: “Mr. Chair- 
man, this year the battleship question finds me in a state 
of mind bordering on equanimity, if not indifference. 
The reason is, probably, that everyone knows in advance 
what its final disposition will be. The majority in the 
House will uphold the action of the Democratic caucus 
by refusing new authorizations, the Senate will insist 
on at least one new battleship, and the House will 
finally yield to a program, so wisely limited, in order to 
keep the Navy at its present efficiency. Now, if my 
friends on the other side were actuated by a higher 
motive than that of mere economy I could probably get 
up some enthusiasm. If they had said the United States 
is in the best possible position to set the world an 
example by calling a halt to the mad rivalry for exces- 
sive armaments, I would be tempted to take my hat off 
to them, but as it seems to be a question not of principle 
but of parsimony with them, a desire merely of making 
a showing, at the end of the session, of surplus cash 
rather than investments in behalf of the Government, 
I cannot help but feel more or less unconcerned, although 
I must say that the action of the Democratic caucus 
has served one good purpose, it has saved us from the 
annual Japanese war scare.” 

We make further extracts from the debate, which was 
continued on the following days. 

In advocating his amendment depriving plucked Navy 
officers placed on the retired list after July 1, 1892, of 
their pay, Mr. Tribble said: “Men who are in the Navy 
who have heard of my fight on the plucking board have 
come to me and said that they hoped that this amend- 
ment which I propose to offer would be passed, that 
they could not afford to allow their names to be used, 
but they say in effect, ‘I am in the Service and I want 
to stay in the Service; I do not want to be thrown out 
into the world after I have entered the Navy expecting 
to stay there during certainly the better part of my 
young manhood; I do not want to go out and pass among 
my fellow-men and have every man who knows about 
my retirement point his finger at me and say that some- 
thing must be the matter with me as I have been retired 
from the Navy.’ It is admitted by officers, every one 
who testified, that some of the very best men are retired 
under this plucking board system, and for what purpose? 
It is for the purpose of making place for others; no 
other reason can be assigned. Mr. Chairman, is it right 
to put upon the backs of the American people the ex- 
pense of a retired officer who is capable, competent and 
tried in every respect, and to make the American people 
pay from three to six thousand dollars a year to that 
retired officer doing nothing but wandering around the 
streets, who wants to be in the Service and who cannot 
be in_the Service on account of the plucking board? 
Now, I am offering to this House this simple proposition. 
Men in the Navy are serving their country in the pro- 
fession which they selected in their youth. They are 
there, capable and competent and tried. I am arguing 
that this House allow them to stay in that Navy and 
save the expense of paying retired salaries and salaries 
to new men to take their place, that the people may not 
have to bear this extra pay year by year out of their 
hard earned money.” 

Mr. Padgett said: “Now, it is not the question before 
the committee as to whether or not the plucking board 
shall continue. The question the gentleman is submitting 
is that the officers who are retired under existing law, 
a law that has existed for many years, and a policy that 
is co-existent with the Army and Navy, shall be retired, 
but the money appropriated shall not be paid to them. 
That is the justice of the proposition that he is sub- 
mitting. I do not think it needs any discussion.” 

Mr. Austin, of Tennessee, said: “I admire the per- 
sonnel of the Navy, and I am proud to represent a 
constituency which believes in it. Its officers and men 
are the best on the face of the earth, and they deserve 
the support and the encouragement of every member of 
Congress. I do not believe in foolish or unwise economy 
when it comes to the American Navy. Neither do I 
believe in the unjust criticisms that have been aimed 
here to-day at the officers of that great fighting force 
of our Republic. There is not in all of our population 
a higher or a better or a nobler class of citizens than 
the officers and the men who constitute our Navy, and I 
repudiate the insinuation that these men are only seeking 
to put their hands into the pockets of the people and 
working selfishly to gain advantage in reference to their 
retirements. I believe the men constituting the so-called 
plucking board, the sworn officers of the Navy—men 
who have spent their lives in the Service—have nothing 
in view except the best interests of the Service.” [Ap- 
plause.] 

The amendment of Mr. Tribble was rejected. 

In making his point of order which threw out of the 
Naval Appropriation bill the item of $1,000,000 for 
wireless telegraph stations, Mr. Fitzgerald stated that 
the wireless station on the Isthmus should be under the 
control of the operating force of the canal, and not of 
the Navy Department, saying: “The only messages, I 
was informed, that were ever transmitted with any 
degree of rapidity are the messages which announced the 
success of the Naval Academy in athletic contests with 
the Military Academy. In the operation of the canal it 
will be of the utmost importance that information be 
furnished to those in charge as to the approach of vessels, 
so that arrangements may be made for their passage 
and as to the character and amount of supplies. The 
information should not be sifted through some other 
source.” But the gentleman’s chief objection was that 
the appropriation asked for, instead of being submitted 
with the regular estimate, was withheld to make a 
fictitious appearance of economy, and then sent in as 
supplementary. Mr. Fitzgerald said: “This particular 


service is not of such an urgent character that it igs 
necessary to make this appropriation at this time, nor 
were the conditions such that it was not possible for the 
Department to make the estimate in accordance with 
the law. So far as I am able to do, I propose to compel 
the executive departments of the Government to comply 
with the laws which have been enacted, without regard 
to partisan considerations, in an attempt to put the 
business of the Government on an _ intelligent and 
legitimate basis, and I propose in this instance to insist 
upon the point of order.” 

Mr. Padgett said: “I concur fully in what the gentle. 
man from New York has said with reference to the con- 
duct of the Department in not submitting estimates. All 
of the Departments send in supplemental estimates. [ 
do not think it is a good practice. At the same time, 
bearing in mind all these things and thinking of the 
importance and necessity of this matter and the great 
humanitarian benefit that would accrue from the estab- 
lishment of such a wireless system, the committee felt 
constrained to waive that and to report the measure, 
If the gentleman insists upon the point of order, it is 
well taken.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald: “I insist upon the point of order.” 

Mr. Tribble, of Georgia, made a point of order against 
the item of $12,000 for quarters for commanding officer, 
Naval Prison, Portsmouth, N.H., but he was very much 
grieved when Mr. Madden, of Lllinois, made the point 
of order against an appropriation for officers’ quarters 
at Pensacola, Fla. He said: “You will find that the 
Navy Department has withdrawn almost every semblance 
of defense from the Gulf coast. You will find that the 
Department has undertaken to abandon Pensacola, 
although it is the deepest harbor we have. You will find 
that the Department has undertaken to abandon New 
Orleans, which is the mouth of the interior of our 
country and protects the whole Mississippi Valley. You 
will find that the Department has totally abandoned 
Charleston, S.C., and all of the Southern ports, and 
surely the little sum proposed by this committee for 
Key West will not be swept away also.” He gave notice 
that he proposed in return to knock out the appropria- 
tion for Pearl Harbor, “that pet of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs” as he characterized it. But the chairman 
said that this was not subject to the point of order, as 
“the authority for these appropriations for Pearl Harbor 
are based upon an absolute piece of legislation passed 
as a distinct act by itself, without reference to any 
appropriation bill. This was some four years ago.” 

Mr. Hobson called attention to the fact that the Naval 
Committee had under serious consideration the question 
of abandoning particular stations on the Gulf of Mexico 
in view of the fact that with the opening of the Panama 
Canal the whole question of location of the battle water 
of America is being shifted southward, and the question 
of the Gulf and the Caribbean is assuming a new and 
prime importance; and the Secretary’s policy of the 
abandonment of the stations in the South is more in 
accord with the old conditions. 

Mr. Hobson raised a point of order on the proviso 
depriving midshipmen of credit for their service at the 
Naval Academy, saying: “It would be out of order in 
any place on an appropriation bill, because under the 
existing law the service at Annapolis is counted, and, 
furthermore, it ought to be counted. I have known class 
after class to leave Annapolis to go to the front and go 
to war, and I know the service there is as arduous as 
the service out of the Academy, and it tends to give us 
younger officers.” 

Mr. Slayden was very much astonished to learn that 
there was a credit to the staff corps of five years for 
constructive service. : 
eee Slayden: “What does the gentleman mean by 
that?” 

Mr. Padgett: “In other words, whenever he enters 
he is credited at once with having been-in the Service 
five years.” 

Mr. Slayden: “Whether he was or not? That ought 
to be stopped by law right now. [Applause.] Does the 
gentleman stand up here and justify a practice like that?” 

Mr. Padgett: “I am not saying anything about it 
one way or the other.” 

Mr. Slayden: “Would the gentleman justify it?” 

Mr. Padgett: “I think it should be adjusted properly, 
but the fact that that practice exists, if the amendment 
goes in as it is, it will affect the line only and leave the 
staff stand as it is. Therefore I suggest to the gentle- 
man that it might be well for him to withhold his 
request for a moment to prepare his amendment so as 
to take care of the whole question in a just and proper 
way.”

CONFERENCE REPORT ON ARMY BILL. 


When the Army Appropriation bill came back from 
conference committee on May 27 all the seventy-six 
Senate amendments had been acted upon. The following 
is the result: 

(1) The House agrees to include typewriters in the 
articles appropriated for under Army War College. 

(2) “Airships,” not “airplanes” or “aeroplanes,” is 
the official title of our aircraft. (3) The Signal Corps 
appropriation is to be $375,000 (not $350,000), and (4) 
$100,000 (not $75,000) thereof is for (5) “airships.” 

(6) The experimental reduction of Alaskan cable and 
telegraph tolls is not to be authorized. 

(7) and (8) Senate recedes from its increases for pay 
of officers of the line, and in lieu of amendments 9 and 
10, relating to period of absence on detached service, 
the following is agreed to: 

Provided, That hereafter in time of peace whenever any 
officer holding a permanent commission with rank below that 
of lieutenant colonel shall not have been actually present for 
at least two of the last preceding six years in that branch 
of the Army in which he shall hold said commission and with 
the organization, if any, to which he shall have been assigned 
by competent authority, such officer shall not be detached 
nor permitted to remain detached from said branch or from 
said organization; and all pay and allowances shall be for- 
feited by any superior officer for any period during which, 
by his order, or with his permission, or by reason of his 
failure or neglect to issue or cause to be issued the proper 
order or instructions at the proper time, any other officer 
shall be detached or permitted to remain detached in viola- 
tion of any of the terms of this proviso: Provided further, 
That nothing in the foregoing proviso shall be held to apply 
in the case of any officer for such period as shall be actually 
necessary for him, after having been relieved from detached 
service, to join that branch in which he shall hold a perma- 
nent commission and the organization, if any, to which he 
shall be assigned by competent authority, nor shall it be 
held to apply in the case of any officer absent temporarily 
on courts-martial or military boards, or upon leaves of ab- 
sence authorized by existing law: And provided further, That 
hereafter details to the Ordnance Department may continue 
to be made as authorized by existing law, and, in the dis- 
cretion of the President, those details, or any of them, now 
existing to the Philippine Constabulary need not be termi- 
nated until Jan. 1, 1913. 


(11) Senate recedes from its increase in the total 
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appropriation for pay of enlisted men from $15,832,000 
to $16,232,954. 

(12) Conferees adopt Senate amendment, further 
amended to read: 

That any officer or enlisted man in active service, who 
shall be absent from duty on account of disease resulting 
from his own intemperate use of drugs, or alcoholic liquors, 
or other misconduct, shall not receive pay for the period 
of such absence from any part of the appropriation of this 
act for the pay of officers or enlisted men, the time so ab- 
sent and the cause thereof to be ascertained under such pro- 
cedure and regulations as may be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of War: 

provided further, That in time of war or when war is 
jmminent, and after the President shall, by proclamation, 
have called upon honorably discharged soldiers of the Regular 
Army to present themselves for re-enlistment therein within 
a specified period, subject to such conditions as may be pre- 
scribed in said proclamation, any person who shall have been 
discharged honorably from said Army, with character re- 
ported, as at least good, and who having been found physi- 
cally qualified for the duties of a soldier, shall re-enlist 
while not over forty-five years of age in the line of said 
Army or in the Signal Corps or Hospital Corps thereof within 
the period that shall be specified in said proclamation, shall 
receive on so re-enlisting a bounty which shall be computed 
at the rate of $8 for each month for the first year of the 
period that shall have elapsed since his last discharge from 
the Regular Army and the date of his re-enlistment therein 
under the terms of said proclamation; at the rate of $6 per 
month for the second year of such period; at the rate of $4 
per month for the third year of such period; and at the rate 
of $2 per month for any subsequent year of such period, but 
no bounty in excess of $300 shall be paid to any person under 
the terms of this act. 

(13) Senate recedes from increase of $100,000 in the 
appropriation for longevity pay, enlisted men. 

(14) House recedes from its reduction in the number 
of Cavalry regiments from fifteen to ten. 

(15) and (16) Senate recedes from increase of $95,000 
in the appropriation Hospital Corps. . 

(17) As amended it is now “Provided, That in com- 
puting length of service for retirement credit for double 
time for foreign service shall not be given to those who 
hereafter enlist; and Provided further, That nothing in 
this provision shall be so construed as to forfeit credit 
for double time already accrued.” / 

(18) The House agrees to this: “Provided, That the 
superintendent [Nurse Corps] shall receive such allow- 
ances of quarters, subsistence, and medical care during 
illness as may be prescribed in regulations by the Secre- 
tary of War.” ; / 

(19) House agrees to reduction of $4,200 in the 
amount for contract surgeons. , 

20) House agrees to this: “Provided further, That 
hereafter the age limit for the retirement of Army pay- 
masters’ clerks shall be the same as the age limit for the 
retirement of commissioned officers of the Army.” ; 

(21) Senate recedes from increase of $25,000 in the 
amount for commutation of quarters, officers; also (22 
from inerease of $100,000 for travel allowance enlisted 
men on discharge. 

(23) Agreed to, amended to read: 

Provided, That hereafter when an enlisted man is dis- 
charged from the Service, except by way of punishment for 
an offense, he shall be entitled to transportation in kind 
and subsistence from the place of his discharge to the place 
of his enlistment, or to such other place within the conti- 
nental limits of the United States as he may select, to which 
the distance is no greater than from the place of discharge 
to place of enlistment; but if the distance be greater he may 
be furnished with transportation in kind and subsistence for 
a distance equal to that from place of discharge to place of 
enlistment, or, in lieu of such transportation and subsistence, 
he shall, if he so elects, receive two cents a mile, except 
for sea travel, from the place of his discharge to the place 
of his enlistment. 

(24) and (25) Punctuation agreed to. ty 

(26) House agrees to Senate’s appropriation for 
additional ten per centum increase on pay of officers on 
foreign service, $266,000. ; o 

(27) Conferees amend by adding Hawaii and Porto 
Rico to read: : 

For additional twenty per centum increase on pay of en- 
listed men on foreign service, $750,000: Provided, That here- 
after the laws allowing increase of pay to officers and en- 
listed men for foreign service shall not apply to service in 
the Canal Zone, Panama, or Hawaii or Porto Rico. 


(28) Amend to read: 

Provided, That Sec. 8620, Rev. Stat., as amended by the 
Act of. Congress approved Feb. 27, 1887, shall not be con- 
strued as precluding Army paymasters from drawing checks 
in favor of the person or institution designated by indorse- 
ment made on his monthly pay account by any officer of the 
Army, if the pay account has been deposited for payment on 
maturity in conformity with such regulations as the Secretary 
of War may prescribe: Provided further, That payment by 
the United States of a check on the indorsement of the in- 
dorsee specified on the pay account shall be a full acquittance 
for the amount due on the pay account. 

(29) and (30) and_ (32) Senate recedes from its 
designation “National Guard or” Organized Militia. 

(31) Amend to read: 

Equipment of Coast Artillery, Armories, Organized Militia: 
There is hereby made available, and the same shall remain 
available until the end of the fiscal year 1913, the unex- 
pended balances of any appropriations heretofore made for 
dummy guns and mortars; mounts for dummy guns and mor- 
tars; dummy ammunition; loading appliances; range and 
position finding equipment; aiming and laying devices; sub- 
caliber tubes and mountings therefor; labor and material 
necessary to install dummy guns and mortars, and to provide 
appliances and devices for instructional purposes in armory 
buildings provided by states for Coast Artillery companies 
of the Organized Militia. 

(33) Subsistence Department total is put at $8,797,- 
080.42, 

(34) House agrees to this: “Provided, That hereafter 
the provisions of Section 5 of the Act of June 30, 1906 
(34th Statutes, page 763), shall not be construed to 
apply to the Subsistence Department.” 

(35) The restriction against expenditure on Fort 
Niagara_electric light plant is removed and Quarter- 
master Department supplies total is placed at $7,557,773. 

(36) House agrees to $2,000 increase equipment for 
officers’ schools.

(38) Senate recedes from its appropriation of $500 
for cups to horse breeders. 

(39) House agrees to increase of $25,000 for horses. 

(40) Amended to read: 

Provided further, That the Secretary of War be, and he 
is hereby, authorized, in his discretion, to sell and convey 
to the state of Texas, on or before July 1, 1913, for the pur- 
poses of a state tuberculosis sanitorium, the military reser- 
vation of Fort Clark, Texas, or such portion of it as, in the 
judgment of the Secretary of War, may be sold, at a price to 
be fixed by a board of three appraisers, one of whom shall 
be designated by the Secretary of War, one by the Governor 
of Texas, and the third to be agreed upon by the two ap- 
praisers first designated, $1,700,000 [total barracks and 
quarters. J 

(41) Senate recedes from its authorization of expendi- 
ture for an assembly building at Fort Leavenworth. 

(42) In lieu of the amendment insert: 

Provided, That a commission, to consist of Lieut. Gens. 


Samuel B. M. Young and Arthur MacArthur, retired, and 
Major Gens. George M. Randall, Jesse M. Lee and Charles F. 
Humphrey, retired, and two members of the Committee on 
Military Affairs of the Senate, who shall be designated by 
the President of the Senate, and two members of the 
Committee on Military Affairs of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, who shall be designated by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, is hereby created to consider and 
report to the Senate and House of Representatives, on or 
before Jan. 1, 1913, upon the location and distribution of 
military posts which are required within the continental 
limits of the United States for the proper accommodation, 
instruction, and training of the Army, but not including 
Coast Artillery posts and troops. The commission shall make 
recommendations, giving reasons in detail therefor, as to 
which of the existing posts shall be retained ur abandoned, 
and, of those recommended to be retained, which if any, shall 
be enlarged, and to what extent. In all of its recommenda- 
tions the commission shall have due regard for the proper 
distribution of the different arms of the Service as determined 
by strategic, sanitary, and economical considerations, and by 
the relations which should be maintained by the Regular 
Army with the Organized Militia and the public at large and 
taking into consideration the number of troops which may be 
stationed in Hawaii and the Canal Zone. ‘The commission 
shall meet upon the call of the chairman, who shall be the 
senior lieutenant general on the commission, at the earliest 
practicable date, and proceed to the execution of the work 
of the commission in such manner as the commission may de- 
termine. Prior to the rendition of the report hereinbefore 
required, it shall be the duty of the Secretary of War to 
authorize the commencement of no new posts within the 
continental limits of the United States and to preserve and 
maintain in the same manner as at the time of the passage 
of this act all posts now in existence which are liable to en- 
largement or retention, according to the terms of this act. 
Actual and necessary expenses of the commission shall be 
paid out of the contingent funds of the Senate and House 
of Representatives, respectively and equally. 

(43) and (44) Make total for Transportation 
— of which $60,000 shall be immediately avail- 


able. 

(45) Make amount for Roads, etc., $845,600. 

(46) As reduced, provides for the expenditure of 
$700,000 for the purchase of a tract of land adjoining 
the military reservation of Fort Sam Houston, Texas, 
and for the expenditure of $22,000 to macadamize the 
roadway upon the government property between the U.S. 
Government experimental farm and the Arlington 
National Cemetery, in the county of Alexandria, Va., 
and for the expenditure of $3,600 for completing the 
macadamizing of the road between the city of Vancouver 
and the barracks at Vancouver military post. 

(47) The House agrees to removal of restriction 
against use of “Roads and Walks” appropriations at 
certain posts. 

(48) As amended reads: 

Provided, That not exceeding $:,000 of the sum Jlierein 
appropriated [water and sewers], together with the unex- 
pended balance, which is hereby reappropriated, of the ap- 
propriation in the Army Appropriation Act approved March 
3, 1911, for the improvement of the Crow Creek or Fort 
D. A. Russell target and maneuver reservation, Wyo., may be 
expended by the Secretary of War, in his discretion, in the 
acquirement by purchase or condemnation proceedings of 
certain tracts of land required for the maneuvering of troops 
and other military purposes, lying within the limits of the 
aforesaid reservation, 

(49) House agrees to the provision of $125,000 for 
the construction and maintenance of military and post 
roads, bridges and trails in Alaska. 

(50) Fixes appropriation for Barracks and Quarters 
at gl and (51) Clothing and Equipage at 
5,000,000. 

(52) (53) and (54) House agrees to these, which 
provide for the payment of certain claims against the 
Government of the United States, making in all $50,862, 
due to damages to and loss of private property occa- 
sioned by heavy gunfire and target practice of troops and 
for damages to private property during maneuvers and 
other military operations for which the Government is 
responsible. A part of this amount is due to Indians 
for the value of improvements made by them upon lands 
afterward included in the Fort William H. Seward Mili- 
tary Reservation, and another part of the amount is 
due to an officer and certain enlisted men of the Army 
for the money value of clothing worn out by them in 
the summer of 1910 while fighting forest fires in the 
Northwest. Amendment 52 also provides for the ascer- 
tainment and adjustment of amounts which may become 
due on all claims for damages to and loss of private 
property when the amount of claim does not exceed 
the sum of $1,000, occasioned by heavy gunfire and 
target practice and other military operations for which 
the Government is responsible.

(62) For automatic machine rifles the appropriation 
is put at $150,000. 

(63) (64) (65) Omit the designation ‘Nationa! 
Guard.” 

(66) Militia Field Artillery appropriation is put at 


,000,000. 

(67) Ammunition for Militia Field Artillery is allowed 
$100,000. 

(68) House consents to Senate amendment appropriat- 
ing $33,000 for 1.500 acres of land in Fairfax county, 
Va., known as “Belvoir” or the “White House” tract, 
to be transferred to the Secretary of War from the 
Commissioners of the District of Columbia, who acquired 
it for a reformatory. 

(69) Makes Sec. 2 of the bill read: 

Sec. 2. That hereafter all enlistments in the Army shall 
be made for the term of four years, and for all enlistments 
hereafter accomplished four years shall be counted as an 
enlistment period in computing continuous-service pay.

That the office establishments of the Quartermaster 
General, the Commissary General, and the Paymaster General 
of the Army are hereby consolidated and shall hereafter consti- 
tute a single bureau of the War Department, which shall be 
known as the Quartermaster Corps, and of which the Chief 
of the Quartermaster Corps created by this act shall be the 
head. The Quartermaster’s, Subsistence and Pay Depart- 
ments of the Army are hereby consolidated into and shall 
hereafter be known as the Quartermaster Corps of the Army. 
The officers of said departments shall hereafter be known as 
officers of said corps and by the titles of the rank held by 
them therein, and, except as hereinafter specifically provided 


to the contrary, the provisions of Secs. 26 and 27 of the 
Act of Congress approved Feb, 2, 1901, entitled ‘‘An act to 
increase the efficiency of the permanent Military Establish- 
ment of the United States,’’ are hereby extended so as to 
apply to the Quartermaster Corps in the manner and to the 
extent to which they now apply to the Quartermaster’s, Sub- 
sistence and Pay epartments, and the provision of said 
sections of said act relative to chiefs of staff corps and de- 
partments shall, so far as they are applicable, apply to all 
offices and officers of the Quartermaster Corps with rank 
above that of colonel. The officers now holding commissions 
as officers of the said departments shall hereafter have the 
same tenure of commission in the Quartermaster Corps, and 
as officers of said corps shall have rank of the same grades 
and dates as that now held by them, and, for the purpose of 
filling vacancies among them, shall constitute one list, on 
which they shall be arranged according to rank. 

Provided, That when a permanent officer is promoted he 
shall take the relative rank of the officers in the grade to 
which he is promoted which he held, as indicated in the rela- 
tive rank of the Army on the Army Register of 1912: Pro- 
vided further, That so long as any officers shall remain on 
said list any vacancy occurring therein shall be filled, if pos- 
sible, from among such officers, by selection if the vacancy 
occurs in a grade above that of colonel, and if the vacancy 
occurs in a grade not above that of colonel, by the promotion 
of an officer who would have been entitled to promotion to 
that particular vacancy if the consolidation of departments 
hereby prescribed had never occurred, 

Provided further, That on and after Jan. 1, 1917, any va- 
cancies occurring among officers of the Quartermaster’s Corps 
with rank above that of colonel may, in the discretion of the 
President, be filled by selection from among officers who 
shall have served by detail in said corps for not less than 
four years: Provided further, That the non-commissioned 
officers now known as post quartermaster sergeants and post 
commissary sergeants shall hereafter be known as quarter- 
master sergeants; the Army paymaster’s clerks shall be 
known as pay clerks, and each of said non-commissioned 
officers and pay clerks shall continue to have the pay, allow- 
ances, rights and privileges now allowed him by law. Pro- 
vided further, That no details to fill vacancies in the grade of 
colonel in the Quartermaster Corps shall be made until the 
number of officers of that grade shall have been reduced by 
three, and thereafter the number of officers in that grade 
shall not exceed twelve; and no details to fill vacancies in 
the grade of lieutenant colonel in the Quartermaster Corps 
shall be made until the number of officers of that grade shall 
have been reduced by three, and thereafter the number of 
officers in that grade shall not exceed eighteen; and no de- 
tails to fill vacancies in the grade of major in the Quarter- 
master Corps shall be made until the number of officers of 
that grade shall have been reduced by eleven, and there- 
after the number of officers in said grade shall not exceed 
forty-eight; and no details to fill vacancies in the grade of 
captain in the Quartermaster Corps shall be made until 
after the number of officers of that grade shall be reduced 
by thirty-one, and thereafter the number of officers of said 
grade shall not exceed 102; ana whenever the separation of 
a line officer of any grade and arm from the Quartermaster 
Corps shall create therein a vacancy that, under the terms of 
this proviso, can not be filled by detail such separation shall 
operate to make a permanent reduction of one in the total 
number of officers of said grade and arm in the line of the 
Army as soon as such reduction can be made without de- 
priving any officer of his commission: 

Provided further, That whenever the Secretary of War 
shall decide that it is necessary and practicable, regimental, 
battalion and squadron quartermasters and commissaries 
shall be required to perform any duties that junior officers 
of the Quartermaster Corps may properly be required to per- 
form and regimental and battalion quartermaster and com- 
missary sergeants shall be required to perform any duties that 
non-commissioned officers or pay clerks of the Quartermaster 
Corps may properly be required to perform, but such regi- 
mental, battalion and squadron quartermasters and commis- 
saries shall not be required to receipt for any money or 
property which does not pertain to their respective regiments, 
battalion or squadrons, and they shall not be separated from 
the organizations to which they belong: 

Provided further, That such duty or duties as are now re- 
quired by law to be performed by any officer or officers of 
the Quartermaster’s, Subsistence or Pay Departments shall 
hereafter be performed by such officer or officers of the Quar- 
termaster Corps as the Secretary of War may designate for 
the purpose: Provided further, That there shall be a Chief 
of the Quartermaster Corps, who shall have the rank of 
major general during the service as such of the first incum- 
bent of the office, and thereafter the rank of brigadier general 
while so serving, and who shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
from among the officers of said corps and in accordance with 
the requirements of Sec. 26 of the Act of Congress approved 
Feb. 2, 1901, hereinbefore cited: 

Provided further, That when the first two vacancies in the 
grade of brigadier general in the Quartermaster Corps, except 
a vacancy caused by the expiration of a limited term of ap- 
pointment, shall hereafter occur those vacancies shall not be 
filled, but the office in which the vacancies occur shall imme- 
diately cease and determine: 

Provided further, That the Quartermaster Corps shall be 
subject to the supervision of the Chief of Staff to the extent 
the departments hereby consolidated into said corps have 
heretofore been subject to such supervision under the terms 
of existing law. ‘ 

Provided further, That for the purpose of carrying into 
effect the provisions of this section the President is hereby 
authorized to appoint, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, the majer general herein provided for imme- 
diately upon the passage of this act, and it shall be the duty 
of said major general, under direction of the President and 
the Secretary of War, to put into effect the provisions of 
this section not less than sixty days after the passage of this 
act. 


(72) The creation of a Quartermaster Corps is pro- 
vided for by adopting the House provision and adding 
civil service employees to those not to be included in 
the formation of the corps. The section reads: 


Sec. 4. That as soon as practicable after the creation of a 
Quartermaster Corps in the Army not to exceed 4,000 civilian 
employees of that corps, receiving a monthly compensation 
of not less than $30 nor more than $175 each, not including 
civil engineers, superintendents of construction, inspectors 
of clothing, clothing examiners, inspectors of supplies, in- 
spectors of animals, chemists, veterinarians, freight and pas- 
senger rate clerks, Civil Service employees and employees 
of the classified service, employees of the Army Transport 
Service and harbor boat service, and such other employees 
as may be required for technical work, shall be replaced per- 
manently by not to exceed an equal number of enlisted men 
of said corps, and all enlisted men of the line of the Army 
detailed on extra duty in the Quartermaster Corps or as 
bakers or assistant bakers shall be replaced permanently by 
not to exceed 2,000 enlisted men of said corps; and for the 
purposes of this act the enlistment in the military service of 
not to exceed 6,000 mien, ‘who shall be attached permanently 
to the Quartermaster Corps and who shall not be counted as 
a part of the enlisted force provided by law, is hereby au- 
thorized: 

Provided, That the enlisted force of the Quartermaster 
Corps shall consist of not to exceed fifteen master electricians, 
600 sergeants (first class), 1,005 sergeants, 650 corporals, 
2,500 privates (first class), 1,090 privates, and forty-five 
cooks, all of whom shall receive the same pay and allowances 
as enlisted men of corresponding grades in the Signal Corps 












of the Army, and shall be assigned to such duties pertaining 
to oe. ESET Corps as the Secretary of War may 
prescribe: 

Provided further, That the Secretary of War may fix the 
limits of age within which civilian employees 3 actu- 
ally employed by the Government when this tect 
and who are to be replaced by enlisted men, 
of this act may enlist in the Quartermaster Oorpai- ~~ 

Provided further, That nothing in this section shall be 
held or construed so as to prevent the employment of the 
class of civilian employees excepted from the provisions of 
this act cr the continued employment of civilian included in 
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the act until such latter employees have been replaced by 
enlisted men of the Quartermaster Corps. 


(73 Reorganization of Staff Departments is provided 
for in the following substitute section: 

Sec. 5. That hereafter, except in time of war or when 
war is imminent, no officer who shall have served four 
years as Chief of Staff shall be eligible for further service 
as Chief of Staff until after he shall have served for at least 
two years with the line of the Army, neither shall any officer, 
after March 5, 1913, be detailed nor be permitted to serve, 
as Chief of Staff unless he shall have served at least 10 
years as a commissioned officer of the line of the Army in 
grades below that of brigadier general, and the General Staff 
Corps shall hereafter consist of 2 general officers, one of 
whom shall be Chief of Staff, 3 colonels, 4 lieutenant colo- 
nels, 8 majors, and 10 captains or first lieutenants, all of 
whom shall be detailed from the Army at large in the manner 
and for the periods provided by law, and hereafter details 
to the General Staff Corps, excepting the two general officers, 
shall be subject to the provisions of Sec. 27 of the Act of 
Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901, entitled ‘‘An act to increase 
the efficiency of the permanent Military Establishment of the 
United States.’’ All officers of the line of the Army now de- 
tailed for service in any Staff Corps, or department or in 
the General Staff Corps shali be relieved from duty in said 
corps at the expiration of their present periods of detail, or 
sooner if the President shall so direct, and all officers here- 
after detailed for service in the Staff Corps, departments, 
and General Staff Corps shall be relieved therefrom at the 
expiration of four years of such service, or sooner if the 
President shall so direct, and no officer who shall have served 
for four years under detail in any Staff Corps, or department, 
or the General Staff Corps shall be eligible for further serv- 


ice therein until after he shall have served at least two. 


years with the branch of the Army in which commissioned, 
except in time of war or when war is imminent: 

Provided, That hereafter when any officer shall, under the 
provisions of Sec. 26 of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 
2, 1901, be appointed to an office with rank above that of 
colonel, his appointment to said office and his acceptance of 
the appointment shall create a vacancy in the arm, Staff 
Corps, or staff department from which he shall be appointed, 
and said yacancy shall be filled in the manner prescribed by 
existing law, but he shall retain in said arm, Staff Corps, 
or staff department the same relative position that he would 
have held if he had not been appointed to said office, and 
he shall return to said relative position upon the expiration 
of his appointment to said office, unless he shall be reap- 
pointed thereto. If under the operation of this proviso the 
number of officers of any particular grade in any arm, Staff 
Corps, or staff department shall at any time exceed the num- 
ber authorized by law, no vacancy occurring in said grade 
shall be filled until after the total number of officers therein 
shall have been reduced to the number authorized by law. 

(74) The conferees struck from the bill the House 
provision reducing the number of major generals of the 
line to four, the number of. brigadiers to eleven and 
the number of general officers who shall be members 
of the General Staff Corps to two, but they added amend- 
ment 73 above as a substitute for the section reorganiz- 
ing the staff departments. The provisions against 
longevity pay are reduced to the following: 

Sec. 6. That hereafter the service of a cadet who may 
hereafter be appointed to the United States Military Acad- 
emy or to the Naval Academy shall not be counted in com- 
puting for any purpose the length of service of any officer 
of the Army. 

(75) The following House provision remains: 

Sec. 7. That the appropriations herein provided for the sev- 
eral departments consolidated under this act shall be avail- 
able for the consolidated corps herein created. 

(76) The last section of the bill as agreed upon is 
this: 

Sec. 8. That nothing in this act shall be held or con- 
strued so as to separate any officer from the Army or to 
diminish the rank now held by him, and that all laws and 
parts of laws, so far as they are inconsistent with the terms 
of this act, be, and they are hereby, repealed. 


THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 


The Senate on May 27 passed H.R. 17029, authorizing 
the Secretary of War to convert the regimental post 
at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., into a brigade post. 

The bill (S. 473) relating to Navy retirements, which 
passed the Senate May 23, provides that any officer of 
the U.S. Navy who served creditably during the Civil 
War and whose name is now borne on the list of retired 
officers of the Navy shall have the benefit of all laws in 
the same manner and to the same extent as though such 
officer had been retired for disability incident to the 
Service ; Provided, That no increase of pay or allowance 
shall accrue prior to June 29, 1906. 

S. 6532, as reported in the Senate May 23, authorizes 
the Secretary of the Treasury to restore to the active 
list of the Revenue Cutter Service Henry O. Slayton, 
first lieutenant of engineers, U.S.R.C.S., retired, as an 
extra number, to take rank as number eighteen on the 
list of first lieutenants of engineers; Provided, That said 
Henry ©. Slayton is found physically fit for active duty 
by a medical board appointed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 





NAVY ENLISTED PERSONNEL, 


The bill favorably reported in the Senate last week 
to increase the efficiency of enlisted personnel of the 
Navy follows: 

S. 5069, Mr. Perkins.—That the term of enlistment of all 
enlisted men of the U.S. Navy other than those who are en- 
listed during minority shall be four years. 

Sec. 2. That the term of enlistment of any enlisted man in 
the Navy may, by his voluntary written agreement, under 
such regulations as may be prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Navy, with the approval of the President, be extended 
for a period of either one, two, three or four full years from 
the date of expiration of the then existing four-year term of 
enlistment, and subsequent to said date such enlisted men as 
extend the term of enlistment as authoried in this section 
shall be entitled to and shall receive the same pay and allow- 
ances in all respects as though regularly discharged and re- 
enlisted immediately upon expiration of their term of en- 
listment, and such extension shall not operate to deprive 
them upon discharge at the termination thereof of any right, 
privilege, or benefit to which they would be entitled at the 
expiration of a four-year term of enlistment. 

Sec. 3. That Sec. 1573, Revised Statutes, U.S., be amended 
to read: ‘‘If any enlisted man or apprentice, being honorably 
discharged, shall re-enlist for four years within four montis 
thereafter, he shall, on presenting his honorable discharge 
or on accounting in a satisfactory manner for its loss, be 
entitled to a gratuity of four months’ pay equal in amount 
to that which he would have received if he had been em- 
ployed in actual service: Provided, That any enlisted man :n 
the Navy whose term of enlistment has been extended for 
an aggregate of four years shall, after the expiration of the 
preceding four-year term of enlistment upon which the ex- 
tension is made and if otherwise entitled to an honorable 
discharge, be paid the gratuity above provided: And _ pro- 
vided, That any man who has received an honorable discharge 
from his last term of enlistment, or who has received a recom- 
mendation for re-enlistment upon the expiration of his last 
term of enlistment, who re-enlists for a term of four years 
within four months from the date of his discharge, shall re- 
ceive an increase of $1.36 per month to the pay prescribed 
for the rating in which he serves for each successive re-enlist- 
ment: And provided further, That an extension of the period 
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of enlistment as hereinbefore authorized, aggregating four 
years, shall be held and considered as equivalent to continu- 
ous service with respect to all rights, privileges and benefits 
granted for such service pursuant to law.’’ 

Sec. 4. That under such regulations as the Secretary of 
the Navy may prescribe, with the approval of the President, 
any enlisted man may be discharged at any time within three 
months before the expiration of his term of enlistment vr 
extended enlistment without prejudice to any right, privilege 
or benefit that he would have received, or to which he would 
thereafter become entitled, had he served his full term of 
enlistment or extended enlistment: Provided, That nothing ‘n 
this act shall be held to reduce or increase the pay and 
allowances of enlisted men of the Navy now authorized 
pursuant to law. 


PENSION APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Senate on May 30 passed the Pension Appro- 
priation bill (H.R. 18985), amended by increasing 
amount for pensions from $152,000,000 to “$165,162,500, 
to be immediately available.” Strikes out the House 
paragraphs which would reduce the number of pension 
agencies to one and consolidate the records of agencies, 
the Senate providing for $385,000 for services at pension 
agencies and $4,250 rent of New York agency. Section 
3 is amended to read: 


Sec. 3. That not later than Jan. 1, 1918, pensions shall be 
paid by checks drawn, under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Interior, in such form as to protect the United States 
against loss, without separate vouchers or receipts, and pay- 
able by the proper assistant treasurer or designated deposi- 
tory, except in the case of any pensioner in which the law 
authorizes the pension to be paid to some person other than 
the pensioner, or in which the Secretary of the Interior may 
consider a voucher necessary for the protection of the Govern- 
ment. Such checks shall be transmitted by mail to the pay2e 
thereof at his last known address. 

That postmasters, delivery clerks, letter carriers, and all 
other postal employees are prohibited from delivering any 
such mail to any person whomsoever, if the addressee has 
died or removed, or in the case of a widow believed by the 
postal employee entrusted with the delivery of such mail to 
have remarried; and the postmaster in every such case shall 
forthwith return such mail with a statement of the reasons 
for so doing, and if because of death or remarriage, the date 
thereof, if known. Checks returned as herein provided on 
account of the death or remarriage of the pensioner shall ve 
canceled. 

Section 5 of the bill, relating to assumption of duties 
by chief clerk in case of sickness of Commissioner of 
Pensions, also providing for bonds, is stricken out.

S.J. Res. 110, Mr. Burton.—For the appointment of three 
members of the Board of Managers oi the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers. 





H.R. 24887, Mr. Lamb.—Authorizing and directing the 
Secretary of War to make certain provisions for the care of 
the participants in the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary 
of the battle of Gettysburg, at Gettysburg, Pa., on July 1, 2, 
3 and 4, 1913, and making appropriation of a sum sufficient 
to carry out the provisions of this bill. 


S. Res. 318, Mr. Lodge.—Resolved, That the Secretary of 
the Navy be requested to transmit to the Senate the report 
of the board, appointed March 13, 1903, to consider the 
question of transferring certain offices of the Navy Depart- 
ment to the Department of Commerce and Labor. 


THE MOBILIZATION FOR CUBA. 


The cruiser Washington, flagship of the North Atlantic 
Fleet, with Rear Admiral Hugo Osterhaus in command, 
steamed into Key West Harbor shortly after sunrise 
May 30, followed by seven battleships—the Minnesota, 
Mississippi, Ohio, Missouri, Georgia, New Jersey and 
Rhode Island—and anchored in the lower harbor of Key 
West, Fla. The Nebraska, which arrived several days 
ago, immediately joined the fleet. 

A Key West despatch of May 30 says that about noon 
on that day Rear Admiral N. R. Usher raised his flag 
on the Minnesota. There are many rumors in regard 
to the movements of the fleet. It is understood that 
orders have been issued on all ships to be ready to put 
to sea on six hours’ notice. No shore leave is being 
allowed, and this prevented a baseball game arranged 
for that afternoon between a local team and the nine 
of the battleship Nebraska. Supplies continue to arrive 
by every train for the fleet. y 

The U.S.S. Prairie, with some 700 marines on board, 
arrived at Guantanamo, Cuba, May 28, all well, after 
an uneventful trip. The situation at Guantanamo, one 
of the chief points of the negro revolt, was reported 
improved. 

Advices reaching the Navy Department May 30 told 
of the disembarkation of the marines from the Prairie 
at Guantanamo. ‘They were stationed at Deer Point, 
which is on the U.S. reservation. The marine forces, 
which include those on the station ship Newark and in 
the garrison, are under command of Col. Lincoln Kar- 
many. Such reports as were received May 30 from 
Cuba were of a reassuring nature, most of them stating 
that there were no changes for the worse. __ F 

The U.S.S. Nebraska arrived off Sand Key May 26, 
where it was reached by wireless and ordered to Key 
West, arriving there May 27. Captain Wood was advised 
that 150 marines would be embarked. The Nebraska, 
after cruising up the Mississippi River nearly a month— 
going as far north as Vicksburg—sailed on May 24 from 
New Orleans. The officers were hosts at a buffet supper 
and dance on the Nebraska’s quarterdeck May 28. 

The U.S. gunboat Paducah has arrived in Nipe Bay, 
Cuba, where Comdr. George G. Mitchell will watch the 
situation. B ; 

One hundred and twenty-five marines left the Marine 
Barracks, Washington, D.C., May 25, to join the expedi- 
tion to Cuba. Sixty of them, under command of Capt. 
Thomas M. Clinton, boarded a boat for Norfolk, and 
the others, under command of Capt. P. S. Brown, took 
a train for New York. Col. James E. Mahoney also 
went from the barracks to Norfolk May 25, and Major 
Thomas C. Treadwell, who has been stationed at the 
Washington Navy Yard, went to New York. 


DEPARTURE OF THE FLEET. 


Within twenty-four hours after the Navy Department 
had received notice of the determination of tlhe President 
to send the fleet to Cuba all of the ships that were to 
go were ready to sail. In this time the marines had 
been placed on board, the supplies had been shipped and 
the necessary extra ammunition was on board. This 


extraordinary showing was due entirely to the new 
organization of the Navy. When Secretary Meyer re- 
ceived notice from the State Department he called in 
his four aids, and in a ten minutes’ conference all of 
the plans for the movement were arranged. At the 
conclusion of the conference the aids returned to their 
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offices and were soon in telephonic connection with all 
of the bureaus. They knew exactly what the Secretary 
expected of them, and the machinery of the organization 
was in such condition that it was only necessary for 
them to press the button. On May 23 the following 
memorandum was issued showing the progress of the 
movement of the fleet: 
May 23, 1912. 

The Fourth Division (Minnesota, Mississippi, Missouri and 
Ohio), left Tompkinsville at 2 p.m., May 26, for Key West, 
due there about 3 p.m. May 380. 

The Georgia, New Jersey and Rhode Island of the Third 
Division left Hampton Roads 9 p.m., May 26 for Key West, 
due there about 6 a.m. May 80. 

The flagship Washington left Hampton Roads at 1 p.m. 
May 27 for Key West, due there about noon May 30. 

The Nebraska was intercepted by radiogram, and reached 
Key West about noon May 26, and is awaiting orders there, 

The Paducah did not reach Guantanamo until 6 p.m. May 
27. Learning of this the afternoon of that day, the Depart- 
ment directed that the Nashville be sent to Nipe Bay in 
place of the Paducah. The Nashville left Guantanamo at 
10 p.m. May 27 for Nipe Bay, and is due there about 3 p.m. 
May 28. 

The Prairie arrived at Guantanamo at 5 a.m. May 28, and 
is awaiting orders there. 

The Lebanon sailed from Philadelphia at 8 a.m. May 26, and 
is due at Key West about 4 p.m. May 31. 

The Patuxent sailed from Norfolk for Key West at 1 p.m. 
May 27, and is due there about 10 a.m. May 31. 

The Patapsco left Portsmouth, N.H., for Hampton Roads 
at 4 a.m. May 26, being due there this morning. She will 
coal and provision immediately, and leave probably to-night 
for Key West, reaching there June 1. 

The Solace left the navy yard, New York, for Key West 
at 7 p.m. May 27, and is due to arrive there at 6 a.m. May 31. 

The Mars is scheduled to sail at about noon to-day for 
Key West, arriving June 1, and followed by the Culgoa leay- 
ing Hampton Roads on May 29, the Caesar on May 381, and 
the Cyclops on June 4. 

Probable hours of arrival are based on assumed speeds for 
different types of vessels, and may not be accurately fulfilled. 


MARINE CORPS MOBILIZATION. 


In a letter to Major Gen. William P. Biddle, Com- 
mandant, U.S.M.C., Secretary of the Navy Meyer com- 
mends that organization in the highest terms for the 
rapidity of its mobilization for the movement on Cuba. 
Says the Secretary: 


“The Department desires to express to you and the 
officers under your command its appreciation of the 
thorough manner in which the Department’s orders for 
the embarkation of the marines was carried out. The 
quickness and smoothness with which all matters con- 
nected with the assembling of the marines at the various 
points and the expedition with which their embarkation 
with complete equipment was accomplished entitles the 
Marine Corps and the efficiency of its organization to 
the unqualified praise of the Department.” 

Orders for the 2d Regiment for Cuba were received 
at the Marine Corps headquarters at two o’clock May 25, 
and by five o’clock the entire regiment was on the move. 
detachments were taken from every marine barracks 
on the Atlantic coast, and the 2d Regiment arrived at 
Key West on May 29. The following is the personnel 
of the brigade which will be concentrated in Cuba:

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Davis and Fox have been assigned to duty with 
the Pacific Reserve Fleet. 

The Delaware anchored off Ninety-sixth street, North 
River, New York city, and fired a salute on Memorial 
Day. 

The U.S.S. Jouett was placed in commission at the 
navy yard, Boston, Mass., on May 25, 1912. 

The U.S.S. Washington, temporary flagship of Rear 
Admiral Osterhaus, left Newport, R.I., May 25, for 
Tompkinsville, N.Y., to meet the Admiral. The battle- 
ship Delaware, which returned from sea drills early 
May 25, left late in the afternoon also for Tompkinsville. 
The hospital ship Solace left during the day for the 
south. The Second Division of the Atlantic Fleet, under- 
Rear Admiral Winslow, comprising the Louisiana, New 
Hampshire, Kansas and South Carolina, with the 
destroyers Roe, McCall and Terry, left Newport, R.I.. 
May 26, for Hampton Roads, to meet the German 
squadron. 

_ The delegates to the twelfth International Naviga- 
tion Congress, which met in Philadelphia last week, 
visited the navy yard on May 24. Capt. A. W. Grant, 
the commandant and his staff, conducted the visitors 
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about the navy yard and showed them the site of the 
proposed 1,700-foot drydock, li g the Delaware 
River with the reserve basin. The delegates had seen 
the 700-foot drydock, in which the battleship Connecti- 
cut, the flagship, is lying, but at the mention of a dry- 
dock 1,000 feet longer, with considerably more breadth, 
they plucked notebooks from pockets and jotted down 
the figures. 

Clarendon B. Sexton, of Auburn, N.Y., electrician on 
the torpedoboat destroyer McCall, was drowned in New- 
port Harbor, R.I., May 26, after falling out of a Navy 
jaunch. Two companions, Machinist’s Mate Heidler and 
Seaman M. H. Randall, dived overboard after him and 
searched the waters for some time, but without success. 

Walter Rosser Watkins, ordinary seaman, fell over- 
board from the U.S.S. Delaware May 26 and was 
drowned. Body not recovered. 

A wireless message sent out from the U.S.S. Birming- 
ham from the region bordering where the Titanic was 
sunk by an iceberg reported May 30 that the ice fields 
were rapidly disappearing. When the message was sent 
the Birmingham was in latitude 41.30 north, longitude 
47.12 west, a point considerably above the route being 
followed now by the transatlantic steamships. In that 
latitude, according to Captain Hughes’s wireless message, 
there is a heavy fog, but no ice has been seen recently 
and there has been clear weather for seven days south 
of latitude 39 degrees north. Direct reports from twenty- 
six steamships which have been received by the Bir- 
mingham show that neither ice nor derelicts have been 
sighted by any of them. 

William F. Flanagan, fireman, second class, attached 
to the U.S.S. Smith, was accidentally drowned May 26 
in No. 2 fitting-out basin, navy yard, Norfolk, Va. 

Clarence R. Northrop, ordinary seaman, of the U.S.S. 
Utah, was killed by a railway train at Rahway, N.J., 
and Joseph Kashman, ordinary seaman, of the U.S.S. 
Rhode Island, died as the result of an accident while 
coaling ship. Northrop had been in the Service about 
two and one-half years. He was a native of New Britain, 
Conn. Kashman had been in the Service a little over 
one year. He was a native of Yonkers, N.Y. 

The Secretary of the Navy has written a letter of 
commendation to Seaman Joseph C. Stritzel, U.S.S. 
Monterey, for his gallantry in jumping overboard from 
the steamer of the U.S.S. Monterey and rescuing a 
member of the crew who had jumped overboard with 
suicidal intent, while the Monterey was lying at Swatow, 
China, April 12, 1912. 

The commandant of the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., 
telegraphs that Charles Thomas Bush, electrician, sec- 
ond class, was found dead at Vallejo, Cal., May 17, 
1912, his death reported as due to suicide by shooting. 
Ile was a native of Evansville, Ind., at which place his 
noe Mrs. Jeannette Bush, resides at 1123 Alabama 
street. 
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Announcement was made at the Navy Department 
May 381 that the following additional officers have been 
designated to take the course at the Naval War College 
at Newport, R.I., this summer: Surg. J. H. Leys, 
Paymr. T. F. O’Leary, Lieut. Comdr. J. C. Wettengel, 
Lieuts. H. F. Glover, A. S. Wadsworth and Hall and 
Naval Constr. R. H. Robinson. 
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According to the New York Herald, the famous cup 
defender Columbia, which so valiantly defended Ameri- 
ca’s Cup in 1899, is now being transformed into a house- 
hoat by her owner, Charles A. Tucker. Her hull, which 
is constructed of Tobin bronze, is reported to be in ex- 
cellent condition from her decks to her keel.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., May 30, 1912. 

The very air of Annapolis is charged with the scents of 
graduation week. The drills and study hours are over saving 
the dress parades, and Annapolis is full of midshipmen on 
leave and enjoying the company of their friends. 

The authorities of the Naval Academy were to-day notified 
that only one instead of three divisions of the Atlantic Fleet 
will come to Annapolis during commencement week. To meet 
the present situation the department has ordered the cruiser 
California to Annapolis to receive a number of midshipmen 
and to convey them to Key West, where they will be trans- 
ferred to their respective practice ships. No itinerary has 
been arranged yet, but it is expected that the ships will 
cruise along the North Atlantic coast. Orders have been re- 
ceived at the Naval Academy for the graduates to proceed, 
after their graduation, to their homes and to await orders 
assigning them to their respective ships, which will be re- 
ceived by them in about a month. 

The President is coming to the Naval Academy graduation 
ceremonies and in order that he may be here that day all 
precedents as to time will be broken. The invariable hour, 
heretofore, for graduation has been 10 a.m. ‘The exercises 
will not take place on June 7 until 3:40 p.m. The President 
and party will come from Washington in a special car on the 
electric line. Mrs. Gibbons, wife of Superintendent Gibbons, 
will have a reception for the President and friends. Miss 
Taft has setureel to Washington. While here she was the 
guest of Mrs. Bulmer, wife of Lieut. Comdr. Roscoe C. Bul- 
mer, 

In order to accommodate the large number of people ex- 
pected here during graduating week the electric road and 
railroad to Baltimore and Annapolis will run half-hour trains 
daily, so that there will be about sixty trains each way be- 
tween Annapolis and Baltimore daily. This is one of the 
things that the location of the Naval Academy here has ac- 
complished. When it first came here Annapolis had but two 
trains daily to and from Baltimore. 

A national salute was fired at the Naval Academy to-day in 
respect to the national holiday. The midshipmen had a holi- 
day Wednesday afternoon and all of Thursday. 

The annual examinations at the Naval Academy were 
finished Wednesday afternoon. As the midshipmen ended 
the last one and emerged from the Department of Mathematics 
Building they were seized by their fellow-midshipmen and 
thrown overboard in the Severn at the foot of Maryland 
avenue. While the annual custom was in progress a thunder 
storm arose that ducked the duckers. 

Several important changes have been scheduled to take 
place in the Academic Board of the Naval Academy. These 
will be in the department of seamanship, of which Comdr. 
B. F. Hutchinson, U.5 , is head; in navigation, Comdr. 
George R. Marvell, U.S.N.; and English, Comdr. EK. H. Durell, 
U.S.N. It is stated that Comdr. Milton E. Reed, U.S.N., head 
of the Post-Graduate School of Marine Engineering, will also 
he detached. The usual changes among the junior officers are 
expected. 

The Lucky Bag, the annual publication of the graduating 
class of the Naval Academy, was issued on Saturday, dedi- 
cated to Capt. Charles A. Gove, U.S.N. It is the nineteenth 
volume and is handsomely bound, finely illustrated and beau- 
tifully printed. Mdsn. H. E. Saunders, U.S.N., is the editor- 
in-chief. Following a custom of many years’ standing, the 
midshipmen on Sunday ducked the editors of the Lucky Bag 
as a punishment for the jokes published at the expense of 
their comrades. Though the scribes fought hard, all who 
were caught had to succumb, and were pitched from the 
seawall at a point where it was out of the question to scale 
it, and had to swim to a raft before making a landing.

22D N.Y.—COL. WALTER B. HOTCHKIN. 

One of the most impressive and best managed celebrations 
to commemorate the fiftieth anniversary of the departure of 
an organization for the Civil War, was that held by the 22d 
N.G.N.Y. in New York city May 28, 1912. It was on May 
28, 1862, that the 22d Regiment, under Col. James Monroe, 
left New York city for three months’ service with the Army 
of the United States, and its veterans and active members 
united to fittingly celebrate this event.

While there was but a handful of the Civil War veterans 
left to take part in the celebration, the later day veterans 
rallied in goodly numbers, and with the regiment made an 
impressive display in the parade up Fifth avenue from 
Fortieth street to the armory.

Below will be found extracts from the official reports of 
instructors and inspectors on the 7th N.Y. on the work in 
camp, and at the armory inspection, and Colonel Appleton is 
much sratified that the earnest efforts of the officers and men 
have been officially recognized. 

Capt. R. F. Walton, U.S.A., in his remarks on the regiment 
at the camp near Peekskill, N.Y., summer of 1911, says: 

‘The Tth Regiment, N.G.N.Y., is made up of men with 
university education and this regiment has minute traditions 
and customs more or less copied from years of association 
with the West Point Military Academy. * * * The use of such 
a regiment as a body for any state work would prove very 
successful, In time of national emergency when a large vol- 
untecr army would have to be formed, to use this regiment 
as a regiment would be a waste of most valuable material 
for volunteer officers. With the work planned properly prac- 
tically every man in this regiment would be made a valuable 
company officer, and many would make valuable field officers. 

“The attendance of the 7th Regiment varied from day to 
day, as indicated in the average attendance. This was due 
to the fact that the men were granted passes for a day or 
more during the encampment for the purpose of visiting New 
York city on business. The great number of men absent from 
the camp was due altogether to the fact that this regiment is 
made up of men of great business responsibilities, and the 
attendance has always been smaller than one might expect. 





I inspected the camp each day, and the only men that were 
ever in the streets of the companies were the non-commis- 
sioned officers in charge of the mess and a man excused by 


the doctor. The total sick was exceedingly small—did not 
average more than four to the regiment for any one day. 

“There are no officers in this regiment that do not measure 
well. * * * The lieutenant colonel, W. ©. Fisk, is the best 
informed National Guard officer I have ever met. The staff 
oficers of this regiment perform their duties in the most 
creditable manner. 

All equipment in excellent shape. Zinc-covered tables for 
i ng, and oilcloth-covered tables for mess, Everything 
clean, 

“The quartermaster and commissary arrangements were 
mad» ahead of time, and every detail carried out, which re- 
flect great eredit upon those two administrative officers. 

“The guard duty was performed with thoroughness and 
attention to every detail. In the matter of courtesy and neat- 
ness of dress and position and promptness in formation it is 
the pride of this regiment to leave nothing lacking in all the 
detaiis relating to courtesy and discipline.’’

B. E. N. says: In an article appearing in th i 2 
number of the Pythian ibvecsier eulieen ay = en aco rion 
eral Pfaffin, of the Uniform Rank, K.P., there appears an 
article of some considerable length and in which I find the 
following statement, which I believe to be untrue as a fact 
and therefore seek some information. The article says: “We 
must not lose sight of the fact that the United States Army, 
ever since the discarding of the full dress uniform, from the 
enlisted men, is confronted with the same difficulties (de- 
crease of membership) since the desertions from the Army 
are more numerous and men do not readily enlist. The en- 
listed man has lost all pride in his uniform, which formerly 
was the attraction, the military spirit is also lost and less 
patriotism exists in him. He considers himself a salaried 
employee of the United States Army.’’ My inquiry is, to the 
truthfulness of that statement, in other words, has the de- 
sertion increased since the adoption of the present uniform? 
Do the Army officers, as a whole, or even in part, or do the 
Statistics show, that there are less who readily enlist than 
formerly, and, if that is true, do they ascribe it to the change 
of uniform or to the more prosperous conditions of the com- 
munity as an easier opportunity to obtain employment at 
more remunerative wages? It appears to me from the fact 
that there were so many who readily enlisted when the call 
for Volunteers was made at the Spanish-American War and 
Philippine Insurrection commencement that the statements as 
to lack of military spirit or less patriotism are wholly un- 
founded, and believing that these statements may be used in 
matters pertaining to Uniform Rank, K.P., as well as Na- 
tional Guard and Army matters, I would like information 
upon the subject. Answer: The change of uniform could 
hardly have caused an increase in desertions, since deser- 
tions have decreased fifty per cent. during the past two years. 
We quote from the last annual report of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army: ‘‘As shown by the official returns, the de- 
sertions from the Army during the fiscal year 1909 aggre- 
gated 4,993; in 1910 they were reduced to 3,464, and in the 
fiscal year 1911 they were further reduced to 2,504, making 
a total reduction of 2,489, or practically fifty per cent. in 
two years. The desertion rate for the last year was 2.28 
per cent. of the whole number of enlisted men in service dur- 
ing the year, and was lower than the desertion rate has ever 
been during the past ninety years. With the single excep- 
tion of the fiscal year 1898, when the rate for the entire year 
was reduced to 1.57 by reason of the increase in the Regular 
Army at the beginning of the war with Spain and the conse- 
quent influx of many new men during the last three months 
of that fiscal year.’’

They have been under repair 
here for several months, having their boilers retubed. he 
entire flotilla will come here for repairs on June 1, when the 
Rowan, Farragut, Goldsborough, Hopkins and Lawrence will 
also be placed in reserve.

{n such manner was Mr. Marconi’s first an- 
houncement of negotiating the space between 
kurope and America, received. Yet thousands of 
those unappreciative ones have already been saved 
from watery graves by this man’s magnificent con- 
tribution to the World’s necessities. 

Laws have already been passed necessitating the 
equipment of passenger steamers with Wireless 
Apparatus.

They also made record tests with Shore 
Stations, all of which proved satisfactory. Alto- 
gether, they made more than fifty tests with the 
Edison Battery, operating independently of the 
main dynamo.

If it is considered good practice to equip the 
Merchant Marine with reserve wireless sets, why 
does not the same reasoning hold good with war-
